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^< S&ce die world ahovm^s ia thcjiobleil €elds of fpeculatlO]), 
it rtj methinks,thc inwrkof a littk^eniusj to be wholly couvcrfint 
among infe£bs, repcicles, animalcules, and thofe trifling rarities 
that fumilh out the apartment of a Virtuofo. There are fomc 
men whofc heads arc fo oddly turned this way, that, though they 
are utter ftrangers to the common occurrences of life, they are 
able to difcover the fex of a cockle, or defcribe the generation of 
a mice, in all its circumflances. Tiiey are fo little .veiiicd in the 
world, tliat they fcarcely know a horfe from an ox ; but, at the 
fame time, will tell you, with a great de^l of gravity, that a flee 
is a rMnoceros, and a fnail ati hdrmlphroditie. I have known oqc 
of thefe whimfical Philofophers, who has fct a greater value upon 
a coUeftion of fpiders than he would upon a flocK of fheep, 
and have fold his coat o{F iiis back to purchafi a tarantula. — 
I would not have a fcholar wholly unacquainted with thefc 
fecrcts and curiofities of Nature j but certainly the mind of man, 
that is capable of fo ihuch higher contemplation, ftould not be 
altogether fixed upon fuch mean and difproportionate objects. 
Obfervations of this kind ite apt to alienate us too much from 
the knowledge of the world, and to make us ferious upon trifles ; 
hy which means tl^cy expofe Philofophy to the ridicule of th? 
witty, and contempt of tlie ignoraat." Tatlek, N^ z^6t 
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P R E F A C K 

BY the following Dialogues it is apparent, that by in- 
duftry alone a man may get fo much reputation, almpll 
in any profeflion, as (hall be fuflicieiit to amufe the world, 
though he has neither parts nor learnir^g to fuppott it. 
The. perfon who makes the cIHef figure in them has ccr. 
tainly nothing but a buftling temper to recommend him ; 
and yet has gained fo much upon m^y |)eople, that they 
will fcarce believe the evidence of their own Cenfes ; but ijt 
is probable that thofe who are not paft cure xnay now Jb^ 
undeceived. 

I have treated him under two charaders : as an Author 
and an Editor *• la the foirmer I iiave coniidered his own 

perfon^l 

• Dr. Hans Sloane was the Editor of the " Philofophical 
" Tranfa£i:ions," from Nov. 30, 1693, when he entered on the 
office of Secretary, to Nov. 30, 1712, when he was fuccceded by 
Dr. Halley ; and the volumes which were publilhed in tlut perioi 
(though iome parcicular treatifes might juUly furnifli a fund of 
ridicule to a Humourift) are monuments of his induftry and 
ingenuity, many of the pieces being written by himfelf. In the 
fanrte period he publiflied his famous " Catalogus Plantarum,'* 
which proved another fource of pleafantry in the hands of Dr. 
King.— iDr. Sloane, it is univerfally allowed, was a great Phy- 
ficiah and Naturalift, and poflclled man)j amiable qualities s 
it is on tlie fcore only of credulity and vanity , that our Author 
has leveled his attack. — He was born, April 16, 1660, at Killi- 
leagh in Ireland: but a defire of perfe£ling himfelf in Phyfick 
ledThim early to London, where he ftudied Botany at the famous 
garden at Chelfea, and clofely attended the public leftures of 
Ajiatomyand Phyfick. After four years hard lludy, he went to 
Paris, and fpcnt a coniiderablc time in the fame laudable purfuits. 
He returned to London in 1684, to fettle in his profeilioil ; and 
was admitted a Fellow of the Royal Society in January fol- 
lowing, and of the ColJcjgc of Phy (icians in 1687. The fame year 
}jc attended the duke ofAlbemarlc to Jamaica, where he made his 
ix>oit ailoniihing coUe(£tioQ in the fhort fpace of fifceen months. He

perfonal capacity : in the other, his judgement in the choice 
of his friends, and of the difcourfes that he publilhcs. 

I kooMT it niay be faid, he writes in a hurry, and has not 
time to corredland finifti it. But then who obliges him to 
write. at all ? what occafion is there for it ? or what is the . 
life of it ? Befides, he publi(hes notes forfooth, and pieces of 
no more than five, fix, or perhaps eight lines ; and what 
time can there be required for the compofal offuch? It is 
plain a man that is himfcif once poflclled of any fubje(fl can 
fexprefs it to another, if he has but language. If his head 
be clear, and the things rightly digelied in it, there can be 
no difficulty in the conveying of them thence. But where 
a man has no real parts, and is mailer of only fcraps picked 
tip from one and from another, or collected out of this 
book or that, and thefe all in confufion in his head, it is 
pbvious what a Writer he mull needs make. No, our Tranf- 
a^lioneer (hould have kept to his old way of buflling, vying 
with Dr. Salmon *» at auctions, mullering up books for a fhew, 

and 

was Secretary to the Royal Sociey, as wc have faid, from 1693 to 
1712 ; and was frequently confultej as a phyfician by Quccq 
i^npe. lie was created a baro!ier, April 3, 1716 ; and appointed 
phvfician general to th<; army. He was chofen Preficlentof the C0I-, 
lege of Phyficians, Sept. 30, 1719. In 1721, he fettled the Chelfea 
jjarden on the company of Apothecaries, on condition only -of 
their prefenring, yearly, fifty new plants to the Royal Society, till 
the number (hould amount to two thoufand. In 1727, hc'wajj , 
appointed phyfician in ordinary to king George II ; and the fame 
year fucceeded Sif Ifaac Nev/ton as Preiiclent of the Royal Society; 
the duties of which rerpe6lai)le office he performed till 1740," 
when, at the age of fourfcore, he deteimincd to retire to Chelfea ; 
where he died, Jan. 11, 1752. His valua!)le cabinet of rarities he 
bequeathed to the publick, on condition of twenty thoufand pounds 
being made good to his family, thoujrh the full coll of it ex- 
ceeded fifty thoufand, 'IJhe parliament, accepting the legacy, 
fulfilled the conditions, !)y an a61 pafied in 1753 ; and thus laid the 
foundation of that invialuable repofitory the Britifh Mufcum. 

' t» William Salmon was an early pretender to phyfick ; which 
he pra61ifcd, with various fucce(s, for a long courfe of years. 
He publifhcd a confiderable numl)cr of medical books, the'prin- 
cipal of which were his *^ Seplafiumj" ** The Complete Phy- * 
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and of a^ng by figns, (crapes^ and wriggles. Half-feo- 
tetices and. broken phrafes, with thefe afTiftances^ palled pretty 
well upon.fome. But he muA appear in print, ftript of' 
them, and now all is out ,• the world having got at length . 
the true meafure of his abilities. 

Perhaps it may fcem ftrange, that I^ who am no Membef 
of the Royal Society, (hould deal fo freely with the perfon 
and fome correlpondents of one who is flipped into the 
poft of Secretary to that illuftrious Body. But I am. moved' 
by the refped I have for Natural Studies, and a fear leall- 
thole men who have made fuch great advances in it, and 
thereby gained the applaufe of all the learned world, ihould- 
lofe any part of it by the trifling and (hallow manageir^ent 
of one who wants every qualification that is requifite for 
fuch a poft. All who read his " Tranfadions,'* either iji. 
England or beyond the feas, cry out, " That the fubje£ls which- 
*' he writes on are generally fo rididilous arid mean; and he 
♦* treats of them fo emptily, and in a ftyle foconfufed and un- 
** intelligible, that it is plain he is fo far from any ufeful know- 
*' ledge, that he wants even common grammar." This is (a. 
notorious from every line he has publifhed, that his own 
words will be the belt proof of what I fay : and I have been, 
fo careful in producing them, that I defy him to (hew he 
is once mifreprefented. Nay, there is fo little need of that, 
that I challenge any man, with all his art, to imitate the 
bulls and blunders which he fo naturally pours forth. 

•« (ician ;" a large *' Herbal" in folio ; and " Polygraphice." He 
had a great library, which was far more copious than ^valuable ; 
and the fame may be faid of his compilations. He was a greac 
^vender of tioflrums, which was, and is ftill, a much better trade 
than that of book-making. He died, wealthv, in the middle of 
December, 1712 ; and his great library was fold by au6iion, by T* 
Ballard, in Norember, 1713. Dr. Garth plainly hints at tJiis 
Author in his Difpenfary : 

" Covvflips and poppies o*er his eyes he fpread, 
*« And Salmon's works he laid beneath lus head.*'

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His cl3iTe(j»olidest8 are moft of them fo like himfelf far 
learning ^bd uoderfbinding, that a man may aimoft {wear 
tliey were cad in the fame mould : indeed he has hod a very 
J\icky hit in the choice of them. 

I am forry to fee that excellent Society in any Ik^t^^ '6( 
Ijeiilg cclipfed by the wretched gambols of thefe people. 
Iibeamcd rtien abroad have ever very juHly had a vail efteem 
for the Englifh Society : bat I find that now like to dedine; 
they toavfeg rio other way of judgifig of it but by the 
*« Phil^fophical Tranfa^tioii*,** Thte world every where 
lo«oks 6n the* as a kind of Joiirna! of the Royal Society, 
though there is no ground for that opinion ; for they werie 
begun by Mr. Oldenburg % who all along declared the Royai 
Society werie not concerned in thofe TVanfa£lions, but thsrc 
they were a work of his oWn and foriie friends. At that 
noit they were carried on in fuch a maimer, that they mtet 
dvci^ ^here ^k'h approbatibn, and were of real ufe. B^it, 
fince this new Secreterylhip, all agree a more ufelefe paper 
nowhere appears; and I ^^m cioncferned that fuchaoffte 
ihoald pafe for a work of the Royal Society, 

It is tieir vindication that has drawn me to undertike this; 
rfnd if I can but difebufe th^ world by it, I have my efid* 
I cart truly fay, tSiat I havie no perfehal prejudice to the 
prieient Tratifaftionfeer oi* ittfy of his friends ; for I am but 
Rttle known to any of them : and if they now think I hiVc 
no defrgn to recommend myfelf to their acquaintance, I 
fancy the Reader will not believe they are miftaken. 

^ This learned German philofopher was born at Bremen ; and, 
fettling at Oxford, was one of the firft Fellows of the Royal 
Society ; he was chofen AlTiftant Secretary to Dr. Wilkins, and 
j^egai^ the publication of their Tranfaftions, which he continued 
till N° 36.

twHi, but resUy defeive them. 

ViRT. And are not the improvemiints chey make wor^h e&- 
quifing after > 

Gent. Yes, Sir. But, thofe are only communicated to friends ; 
and, &Me they have thought fit to conceal them, I know not whe- 
titer I may tdoe the liberty of ^vulg^ng v^hat is k^t as fecret by 
t^ Authors. 

ViRT. Nay, wiiatever hath been communicated as a fecret, I- 
ftail' not ddfire you to divulge ; though methinks it is a pity any 
linng ihould be kept private, that might be of public ufe, and 
promote natural knowledge. But may I takt the liberty to aik 
you \*'hy they are unwilling to publiih them ? 

Gbnt. Since you deiirc me to tell you the reasons, I ihall ac* 
4u^nt you with them as far as I am able. 

YiRT. Sir, I ihall efteem it a fingular favour. 

Gent. Then you muft know, Sir, thefe Gentlemen have that

Truly their caution is but requifite : for, m the late 
Tranfafiionsy moft of the fubje^ls are indeed moH: prodigioufly 
fublimet and penned too in a wondroUs manner : fo that it is a 
hard matter for the generality of Virtuofi, who imitate Bacon, 
Boyle, or men of that charaf^er, to write ia the language ob- 
fcrvable in moft of thofe papers ; for there the expreflions are 
fuitable to the fublimity of the fubje6ts, and confequently mighty 
myfterious, and above the reach of thefe Gentlemen. 

Gent. Yes, Sir. The fublimity of the ftyle. makes it inac- 
ccflible to thofe that are not accuftbmcd to fuch flights. 

ViRT. Why, it is no wonder ; for you muil know the " Phi- 
** lofophical Tranfaftions" come through the hands of one, who 
takes care that every thing he nobly and clearly exprelTed, and 
by his own writings, which fo plentifully adorn thofe papers, 
one may fee, is abundantly qualified for the talk he has taken upon 
hin[>. 

Gent. Pray are not the " Philofophical Tranfa£kions" then 
publiflied by di reft ion of the Royal Sociery ? 

ViRT. No, no, Sir ,• far from it : that lies all upon one man.'s 
head ; and it is happy he has fo good a head>piece. 

Gent. May one be fo bold as to aik the Compiler's name ? 

ViRT. I fuppofe you cannot but have heard of one who is-ft>* 
famous, and keeps correfpondence with fo many learned nnen : 
his name is fufficieritly known amongft the Learned. 

Gent. Jf I guefs right at the man, I muft needs fay, I have 
heard a great many mighty things faid of him— very fine tliingsi 
indeed — and much to his renown I 

ViRT, O, Sir, he is a great man:: for, befidcs his wonderful. 
flilll in phyfick .and philofophy, he has a l>range talent at Jfjie :■ ■ 
his knack at that is admirable. To convince you of this, I flialj* 
refer you to the " Philofophical Traniactions," N» 252. p. 188; 
where you will find the following " reprefentation of a hraer 
" (lone marble found in Wales, when polifliedj" fo his Intel- 
ligencer phrafes it. 

Gent. Admirable indeed ! 

ViRT. Why ! there lies the rarity of the thing : for an or- 
dinary Reader would tliink it was polifhed before it was found. 
But, Sir, the Tranfa6^ioneer himfelf far ourftrips him, in his Note 
upon this remarkable piece j take it in his own words : " This

The dignity of the fubjeft will by no means admit of 
it. Beildes, it will be an injuflice and lellening of the Author's, 
performance. 

Gent. However, for difcourfe fake, pray let me alk you, 
what he means by that propofition this " flone is a coral ?" 

ViRi . O, Sir, his meaning is very apparent. It is as much 
as if one Ihould fay, " this elephant is an apple-tree." Now I 
hope it is plain ! There are fome tattling people likewife that. 
fay, they cannot tell what he means by Aflroitidis neither. They, 
fay, there is no precedent of any fuch word j but, if they look into 
the Jamaican Catalog;ue, they will find thoufands of like kind,.

Gent. Very like ! Butprayj Sir, bow are we to interpret him,,

knows what, ** grew in the fcas adjoining to Jamaica ?" Befidcs,* 
what he has about its being " found" and ^^ found again" has al- 
moft confounded me, I muft confcfs. His Intelligencer fays, 
it was " found in Wales." He, that it " grows in the feas of 
" Jamaica :" that " it is frequently found fofille" (mark the

ViRT. I fee. Sir, you are attog6ther a fti-aftgifr to <h*e l^ngujigc 
6f our Author's v^^ritings, and the prefeht ** PlulOfdfhtcal TraKf'- 
** aflions ;" otherwife you Would 6aiity haVe knOWA the futixAAg 
df all this. Had you read them as dfteh as I, our way <rf ex- 
prefUng ourfelves would have beeij a little niore faniiliar to you : 
therefore have but recourfe to them, and your difficulties will 
tanifli. Mean while, to proceed to other inftances of the excel- 
lency and perfections of our Author's ftyle. N* 237, p. 5 z, wc 
are informed, that '"^ the herb taten by Dampier to he JeWs-ear 
*• is the Lichen terreftrh cinereus defcribcd by Mr. Ray ; anci

Gent. I thought barren places had not been fo well flocked 
with herbs ! 

ViRT. Strange ! what it is to be unacquainted with a modem

GiNT. I muft confefs, I do not well underftand it; for I 
thought tliat, fince they grew in barren places and all over Eng- 
land, tlic Author had thought all England barren. 

ViRT. No, by no means : all England is not barren. But I 
iiall leave the Author to explain himfelf. I fhall rather proceed 
to other inftances of our Tranfaftion-writer's great abilities. I 
fuppofe you have heard of Jamaica pepper. See " Tranfa6lions," 
N® 192, p. 464. 

Gent. Yes, Sirj every kitchen-girl about the town knows 
Jamaica pepper. But why do you alk me, that queflion ? 

ViRT. Becaufe, if you had not heard of it, I (hould have given 
you a fuller account of it. But, fince you know it already, I 
fliall entertain you with a copy of verfes upon it, written by.oui:

** trees grow, they are generally left ftandiftg when others are 
*' felled ; or they are fometiraes planted where they never grew, 
** becaufe of the great profit from the cured fruit.** 

Gent. The truth of the m^attcr is, thefe gardeners are ge- 
netalTy politicians in' tibeit way ; for, if I mifremember not^ the 
fame meafures are generally taken in England : for apple and 
c3ferry-trecs are generally left ftandrng, and planted fometimes 
« wh^re they never grew, though other fort of trfces are felled 
** down and burnt, and not otherwife regarded." But now you 
, talk of gardening 5 if I remember right, I have heard that tliis 
fame learned gentleman is a great Bbtaniil. 

VrlkT. An extraordinary one ! N* 192, he gives the following 
juft account of the Arbtn^ hacn/erii, laurtftlra, aromitita, fnUfu 
ifhridt calyculato ramajh, " The bark confifts of two parts, one 
" outward, and another inward."

Gent. But how will your Author make " the bark" two

and then calling each of thpfc parts a bark j for, fays he, ** tkb.

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« as thick as a noilletl crown-piecc;" Mark the aptncfs of thd 
fiinilies. But the. excellence of our Author in defcribing plants 
will be much more evident if we look upon what follows ; - for a 
little after he adds, ** The ends of the twigs are branched into 
** bunches of flowers, {landing fomcthing like Umbels, each of 
** wliich hath a foot-ftalk, on the top of which is a Calyx, made

Gent. Pray where lies the excellence of all this ? The flyle 
is fo lofty, I am not able to difcern it. 

Vm T. The excellence ! Where fliould it lie, but in the Um- 
bels, the Calyx, the Foliola, and the purple Petala; thefe are 
high-flowing words, and not common Englilh. But to proceed :' 
« To theftt follow fo many calyculated berries." 

Gent. Pray what is the meaning of " calyculated berries ?" 

ViRT. It is only a term of our Author's. 
• Gent. And is the phrafe *» to thefe follow'* your Author's 
too? 

ViRT. Yes, yes ; a peculiar phrafe of his own. 

Gent. Indeed he is a happy man, in forming new phrafes, 
and in coining of words. 

ViRT. Our friend Mr. Ray ^ Sir, is every whit as happy at - 
invention J for, N» 221, in his account of our Author's ** Cata- 
" logue of Jamaica Plants," 1^ not only tells wi, that the Do£lor 
** refolves many doubts and difficukics in it" relating to the 
" Toddy -tree," the " Sower-fop," the " Bonavifts," and the 
" Dildoe ;" but, to make it raoreufeful and entertaining, has added 
this very learned note of his own : " Caeterum Dildoe nonnuUis 
** Priapura fi6litium fignificat, quo elFraenis lafcivac muherculae 
" abuti folent, ad nefariae quoddam libidinis genus feu coVtum 

f Mr. John Ray was born at Braintree in EfTex, Nov. 29, 16185 and 
educated in that town 1 whence he was fent to Catharine Hall, Cambridge, 
and afterward removed to Trinity College. In 1651, he vfAi chjfca 
Crteek Icdturfer to the college ; in 1653, matherratical ledii^rerj and in 
1655, humanity 'reader. In 1660, he publiflicd '* A Catalogue of the 
** Cambridge Planti j" and was ordained Dec. 23, that year. His writings 
aftrr this period, particularly thofe on Natural Hillory, are very numerous 
and valuabie; and it is with pleafure we are £ble to fny, the curious may 
ifiOi^ vt^^ to fee a com^let^ coUe^ion of them.

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** umbradlera exercendum V* But why do I infift fo much upon 
our Author's flcill in coining of words, and in Botanicks, fince his 
(kill in Phyfick alone would be enough to eftablilh a lafHng 
reputation for him ; for, N* 238, he hath, by his great fagacity 
and ikill in that art, not only difcovered Ipecacuanha to be 
*' harmlefs and h'elpful," but — 

Gent. O dear Sir, you need infift no longer on that topick : 
he muft be a man of a wonderful fagacity and fkill, to difcover 
•that a" helpful" medicine was " harmlefs." 
* •ViRT. I profefs, it argues much clearnefs of judgement, and 
infight into the fabrick and conftitutign of a human body. But, 
for a farther confirmation of his profound judgement, I fliall add a 
caution h^ hath feafonably given to the world, relating to tlic 
ufe of ■ Cynocrambc, or rats-bane (fee N° 203); for, <* Matthews 
" and his wife and three children having been lately very ill and 
*' like to die by eating too much of it," our learned Annotatoi: 
gives the following advice: " Wheiher the quality or quantity 
" of this herb- were the caufe of its effe6i:s, I know not ; but I 
" think that every body will do well to be cautious and wary in 
'< the ufe of it in fuch quantities, after fuch a warning." 

Gent. Truly, I think, the Author has done extraordinary- 
well to caution the world j for, if it had fuch dr^dful etfcds 
upon Matthews and his wife, it would have been a great reflec- 
tion upon the prudence of fuch people as, through indifcretion, 
fliould have fuffered by it, " after fo fair a warning," for want of 
this caution. 

■ Vjrt. The Do6lor could have no other end in it, beruTcs the 
good of mankind and his own lepuration. Which confiderationr 
liaye induced him to publifh much more for the benefit of man- 
kind ,• for, afcer he hath informed us, N*'a55, that "there are 
" many people who are of opinion, that the fwallowing of Hones' 
** or pebbles is very benefixial to the health, becaufe they fee birds 
*f languilh unlcis they fvvallow gravel or fmall flones;" he adds,^ 
" I was confalted ; but' was always againft this pra£life in men, 
** for I knew one that ciied by the ufe of them." Now what a' 
vaft infight into the efFcfts of non-naturals upon human bodies 
mufl a man have, -.to be thu? aware of them : " I was always

ViR^r. In his way ! He is a ^eat man in evpry things ij^ is 
univerfally qualified : a great Botaniflt, a gre^t Phyiidjin^ 9 grc^ 
Philofopher, a great Man, and a great I^atnrjili(l. 

Gent. Pray, what hath he done in that way ? 

ViRT. Done, Sir ! He hath e^ecded the age in every thing x 
he hath been fo curious that nothing jlmoft ha? pafied him. 

Gent. What are the pioft confiderable pafligcs in N^turd 
Hiftory, which he hath taken notice of ? 

ViRT. The firft piece I fhall mention ih ^n account of .a Chin^i 
ca,binet. This, Sir, is a rarity that few people hiive thought worth 
their while to write DifTcrtatibns about, or indeed worth their 
notice ; but, I can aflure you, our Virtuofo, who is indeed th§ 
wonder of his age, values it at a high rate, and hatli taken care tQ 
adorn feveral of the Tranf^iftioos with an account of its con- 
tents, and hath engraven tliem curiouily upon copper-plates j {ec 
« Tranfa^ions," N" 146. 

Gent. O dear! a gre^it deal of curiofity muft needs lye in 
thofe things : and the curiofity of the Do6lor, as weU as his 
humility in Hooping to t^ke notice of fuch trifles, i? veryxom- 
mendable. 

Virt. Sir, he hath not ip ouch as .n.egle&ed^ an car-picker or 
a rufty razgr i for he yalues any tiling that come from The Indies 
or China at a liigh rate ; for, were it but a pebble or a cockle- 
fliell from thence, he would fopn write a comment upon it, aid 
perpetuatt its memory upon a copper-plate. 

Gent. Pray do you remember whofe pifturc that is, that is 
engraven jimong the raj&ors and tooth-pickers ? what, is it the 
Autlwr's ? 

Vi^t. Fie ! No, It is "a Chinefe figure, wherein is rcprc* 
f* fented one of th?it nation, u(ing one of thefc inftruments (that 
** is an ear-picker), aj^ exprefling great fatisfa£bion therein.-" 
See <* Tranfaaions,'* N«> 246, 

Gent. Ajgreat deal of fatisf?iftion, indeed, for a man to ftand 
picking his e^rs ! But pray of what ufe are the China ear-pickers, 
in the way oF knowledge ? 

Virt. Why, the learned Author hath made this ufeful com- 
ment upon it : " Wl>atever pkafure the Chinefe may take in thu« 
« , ♦* picking 
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" picking ihpir cars 5 I am ccrtiua, moft people 10 thefe purti, 
** who Rave had their hearing knpakcd, have h^^ fucli qiisfpEr 
** tunes firft come to them by picking their ears toa much." 

.Gent- Why then were they l?r;9y^t ijc^to thefbjparts, tf they 
be of fuch ihifchievous confequeuce ? 

ViRT. The chief defi^ij was, to jeiitestain the Philpfophical 
Secretary J for he took as much fitis.fe^t^ in looking upon tlic 
ear-picker> gs th? Cjiinefe cpulcl dp in picking his ears. Ajni. 
truly^ I tliink^ that learned Natu^r^lii^ i$ obliged ii;L gratttx^df to 
m^^e fpn)^ fuitable returQ pf Q.ur En^glifli jjijritics to jthe Chinefc. 
And J Jiopp in time to fec^ jin tj\e " Pliilofppl^icpi X,raQ&6ki®B8," 
not only the pi^urep jmcj defcriptipns of all tlw <4d c-a^rs ^uid 
ill-ijiapen knives io C}>in? ; but it i? to be hoped tjiat.the jrarkiM 
of our own -Qougitry will he t^keu into ppnfideratioyn, ^d lij«jcwiie 
their piclure? cijfipvily j^j^^rzyejx .upp<iii -copper. 

Gent. Yes, by ,&U piej^nsj pfpecially fyice thay ii>ay be pur- 
chafed at fo cheap a rate j for any cpbler ^opt |tjl\e town. will b^ 
willing to com.ipupip^,t?,an ftcVJ-6g)Lirp4 J^iife iQ ^ carious pe^n, 
if it may any way ppAtr;pu|;e tp the .advaiipeyuae»|t 43£ a^ur^ 
knowledge. 

ViRT. Contribute .to t:he a<Jv;ance(nftnt pf natural ik«iowle«^ } 
There is no doubt of it, or ^ny thing of lefs napmcntj for thew 
is not an odd-coloured or an Ul-J8iapen pebble in the kingdom, 
but the Secretary will manage it fo as to make it contribute to 
the genera] heap of Trani^(^ions. He makes it h^ pec^lis^ 4>uii-f 
nefs J and of late ]bc h beooipe p;ue of ts^e ixwf>A poo^kftt, I ha4 
jlmoft if aid a moft accompli Ihed, Naturalift. 

Gent. Tr^ly any hotly in his fenfes would think fo j for lie 
is a ma^i of prodi^ous qualifications, and wondrous natural parts^ 
But pray what otlier rarities hath he received from China? 

ViRT. N° 247, -this learned perfon. gives an account of a kind 
x)f " down, of a dark yellowiCb inuff colour, Ihining like filk^ 
f* fome of it a quarter of an iiicli longj" and that which Bsiake» 
it more remajrkable is, not only its being like fnuff and lifcc iilk, 
liut it ^Ifo jpfcmbles the " Lanugo of fcandeot and tree fepns, 
•* and fome of our cajjiiU^iries" at the fame timfi. 

Gent. I ^m afraid^ it refemhties.fo -p»aQy difi^er-ent tknngs at tlie 
fame time, that it can fcarce be like icfelf. But wii^c vi^b do 'they 
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' ViRT. " It is pretended, that fomc of the fmall down may, 
«*by being fwallowed, eafily flip into the wind-pipe, without 
** choaking the perfon." 

Gent. That is an odd quality indeed. But what other rarities 
are defcribed in this China cabinet ? 

' Vi&T. Page 462, " Eight feveral inftrun;ents made for paring 
«* the nails, at which in China the people are very curious and 
** dextrous;'* as alfo " an inftrumcnt much like a horfc curry-^-- 
«* comb," with which " they curry the natives, as wc do horfes.*^ 
But, befidcs thefe, our learned Author tell us, it contained " a 
*< fea-horfe tooth, a pajr of brafs twezers, a purfe made of fljraw, 
«* one wide- toothed comb, one ftrait- toothed comb, an inflrument 
** to clean the combs, a Ihcet of brown paf^r from China, a black 
** Scarabaeus, a fcarlet butterfly, an afli-coloured Capricorn, a 
*< locuft and a Phalaena all to pieces, a painter's brufl?, &c.'* 

Gent. Thcfe things muft needs be of great ufe, efpecially the 
brafs twezers and the £ombs ! 

. Vir;t. Of cjctraordinary ufe ! and " it were to be wiflied," fay§ 
our cwious Annotator, " that other travellers into foreign parfs 
** would make fuch enquiries into fuch inftruments and materials 
** tliat are any manner of way for the benefit or innocent delight 
** of mankind," as tooth-pickers, razors, ear-pickers, &c. 

Gent. I profefs, we are much obliged to the Do61:or. Kc 
is a great promoter of philofophical and innocent mirth 5 for there 
is fcarce any thing that is comical and diverging, but he takes 
care to place it in the " Philofophical Tranraftions." 

ViRT. But thefe are not all the rarities we are obliged to the 
Doctor for, from beyond feas ; for, fays he, N° 232, " A fellow 
♦*bf the College of Phyficians and Royal Society did me the 
** favour, fome time fince, to ihew me a coniiderable number of 
** fodi^e bones and lliells of feveral forts, he had lately tome to 
« his hands from Maryland. One of thefe foffils I' had the favour 
" to carry home with me, to cpmpare with the tongue of a fifli 
f* I had obferved in Jamaica ; and, comparing them, we found * 
f* perfeft agreement of the tongue that was dug up in Maryland, 
<* and that taken from the Paftinaca marina, frequent in the feas 
** of Jamaica. A part of one of the joints of this tongue was du§ 
" up in England," * 

Gent. Pray what docs this contribute to the advan6eiAent of 
natural knowledj^e > 

Vii^T, 
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ViRT. You miftake the deiign : it was never intended to ad- 
varice Natural knowledge j for who is the wifer for knowing that 
the bonVs of a dead fifli have been dug up, or where ? No, the 
true ufc of the ftory is to amufe the ignorant ; for, if they talk 
of tilings that are out of the way, we prefently make an harangue 
about « the Mandibulum of a PaJftMoca Marina found foflilc in 
« Maryland;" and then they " are filcnccd at an inftant." 

i Gent. By this, I perceive, your Secretary is a politician. 
ViRT. Yes, and a Virtuofo too, of a new fort j for he hath 
honoured fcveral perfons of his own kidney with the titles of 
Virtuofo's ; and it is to be hoped, they will contribute their mites 
in a little time : but, alas ! moft of ihefe of his creation are meet 
Beuxes ; they are afraid of difcompofmg their intelle£l:uals by 
ftudying. 

Gent. Nothing is to be expc6ked from thfcm as yet. Beiidesj 
the Secretary wants not materials for the " Tranfaftions." 

ViRT. No, no J he hath materials enough, from liis country 
Correfpondents ; and» if he ihould not he can fubflitute hiftorical 
relations picked up by his own indufhy. As for exan^ple, 
K* 240, he gives us account of one Edmund Melleon, born at 
Port Leiceiler. ** He was feven foot fix inches high ; the length 
*\ of his fpan fourteen inches; of his cubit' two foot two, inches; 
'* of his arm three foot two inches and a half; from the fliQulder 
** to the crown of his head eleven and three fourths ; his name 
*f Eldmund Melleon." How long his depending parts were, I did 
not inquire ; nor whether he was pot*bellied. , 

Gent. What was his father's name, and of what flature ?. - 

ViRT. What is that to Edmund Melleon, what .his father's 
name was ? 

Obnt. Altogether as neceiTary as to know that Melleon's 
name was Edmund. But 1 do not urge it further* Pray, proceed 
to fet forth the excellence of the Do£);or. 

YiRT. That fets forth itfelf : but, if you pleafe, I Aall proceed 
to give you an account of another remarkable pafTage taken 
nonce of in the " Philofophical Tranfaftions," N" 242 ; for which 
we are obliged to him: " In Pall-Mall, at London, lived one 
*' Jofcph Clark, who was called the Poilure-ihafter, that had fuch 
^ an abfolute command of his mufcles and joints, that he caa

GsNT. Yes, 6tr; and thercBdre your learned Author is fo per- 
feft in the points you have mentioRed. But,. 1 fuppofe, you have 
more of his difcoveries to produce yet : tliay are fo diverting, 1 
would fcarce wi(h them at ati eltd.

** thea^ into the feas. It is like^fe very caiy to conceive tba^ 
** being got to the fea, and floating In it," and the neighbourhooi 
denying them the hbeity of landing in their own country, they

Gent. Yes, indeed; he is a mod accompliihed gentleman. 

ViRT. Gentleman ! He is a Doftor of Phyfick, and under7 
Itands the flni£i:ure of a man's body fo well, that not the Icaft 
accidfeht can happen in any part of it, but he prefently gives you 
the ratio/tale of it. To. confirm what I have faid in this refpe£l:, 
I. need alledge no more than what he has oflfered concerning fuf- 
focation ; for, when the point was debated at Hertford Aflizcs 
^botit Mrs. Stout's being drowned, he very learnedly delivered

' ViRT. Proi'c it? There is no need of prormg it j -it is ftlfi 
evident. l^eVerthelefe, to convince thofc who do not ufe to fvval- 
low by the gullet, he adds> « Drunkards who fwallow freely a 
«* great -deal of liquor, and thofe wha are forced by the civil-law 
<* to drink a great quantity of water have no fufibc&tion or drown- 
•^ ing upon them.** 

^ Gent. Truly thofe are two inftanccs fnfficient to convince any 
reafonablc man, that hemay be drunk, or drink water, \^thout being 
i^hfowned; But what is this learned man's definition of drowning' > 
V ViRT. He fays, '« He rakes drowning,- in^ a grtat- meafure, t6 
f**be thus, viz. That though it is very likely, when one ftrugglesi 
«*hemay (to fave himfelf from being choaked) fwallow fome 
^quantity of water : yet tliat is hot thecaufe of his deatlij but 
*« that which goes into the wind-pipe and lungs.*' 
- Gentt. If " fwaltowiiig; water'^- is not « the caufc of his death ;*

ViRT. Swallow it to prevent choaking ? By no means ; he docf 
not fwallow it at all. " It goes into the wind-pipe." And 
though water fwailowed will not choak, yet when it goes into 
the lungs it will ; which this learned Phyfician thus demonftrates't 
*' In prefcriptionsy when people are very weak, or forced to take 
*' medicines, I have obfenred fome fpoonfuls in that condition 
"<if It went the wrong way) to liaye choaked or fuffocated the 
<< perfon ;" whence it appears, that choaking is not caufed hf 
Avallowing water, but by. its entrance « tJic- wrong way," la 
which cafe, it may be faid " to go into the lungs." 

Gent- But what is this to the queftion firft debated? 

"Vikr. Why, the queftion being put, whether the woman was 
ftnangled,and io fujf seated \ or whiether- Ike wae drowned? Our 
learned evidence only offers to ihew, that, if flie was fu0bcated 
or choaked by water, it muft get into her lungs ; whereas, in thofe 
tliat are cboakedy or flrangUd^ nothing at all gets into them : fo 
that the fum of our I>o£tor's evidence proves tliat, if ihe was 
firangled or choaked before (he Was thrown into the water, (he 
could not be choaked again ia the water^ except <' water went the 
.^< \vrong way, as in prefcriptions, &c." And thus much might 
be fufficicnt to (hew our Do^oi^ great (kill in the mcchani{fu of 
a body ; one of the main points necelTary in an accompli(hed 
Phyfician. But, as a further inftahce of hii great knowledge, £ 
10iall add another paifage of his evidence, .which is, ^ That with* 
^ out force, after death, little water wiU get into the flomach)

M death cannot be done." In which paffage, the phrafes not only 
come very naturally from the Doctor (as * for that it (hould,." 
&c.)$ bat he very judiciouHy tells us, that men cannot fwallow 
alter deaths and therefore thofe who would put water into a dead 
inan mud ufe force to get it in. Which» I tliit4^, is a demon- 
ifaration of the Do^Ws great (kill in Anatomy. 
J Gbnt. Yes, indeed} and, if all you kavje^aid of him be true, 
he is not only a great Phyfician, but a Botanift, and a Naturalift, 
and every tlung. Pray whlere does he live, and what are bis. 
iiours ? I have fometliing to communicate to him^ which perhaps 
may be acceptable,

Gb NT. I (hall take care to compliment as well at I can ; and 
I do noc know well liow I can fail : for I can tliink of none of 
his perfoimancesy but I muft. either hold my tooguti or com* 
pigment. 

ViRT. I am glad you have fo good an opinion of him.

And yet what 
vaft provinces ftill remain untouched ! Alexander, had he lived 
now, might have daily foun^ new worlds to conquer. The wor* 
thy Authors of the prefent '' Ufefu} Tranfa£):ions" have communi* 
cated fome of them, but have infinitely more in their clofets* 
Thefe ihew, that good Houfewives, Trades-men, Boys, Pedlars, 
'SemArejGTes, Poets, Gipfies» and indeed all forts of profeflions, 
may be ufeful to the world, if they ftudy Philofophy, and fct 
their ch^raders in a truf light.

SIR, LlandwwfwrhWy, Match 1, 1768; 

SEEING your papers communicated to the publick, in th^ 
moft ingenious ** Tranfaftions'* of the Royal Society ; and 
being fired, I hope, or rather prcfume, with a deiire and ex* 
pe6tation of equal glory j I recolle^ed that faying of Mr. Cowley^ 
** Tentanda via eft, qua me quoqUe poflim Tollerc humo." And 
thence, upon ferious recol]e6lion of paft a<icidencs of my life, I 
thought it might not be unyfeful to poflerity, n6r to mankind 
at prefent, to give an account of what has happened to me, fmce 
I firft came to be a fchool-maller. 

In the memorable year 1688, being an hundred years after 
the " Spaniih invafion,*' and twenty years before this prefent 
year— as may appear by the moft exa6t calculation— a pcrfon^

Now IT, 
in this town's name, beii^ four times multiplied into itfelf, pro- 
duces IT four, or the fourth power of the root IT; which is equal 
to IT mountains quadratically miafti^ed into #^ mountains, which 
mske a power of moumains. 

The word iAw is the fame that the Scots and Irifk frtmouncc. 
Clam, which ftgnifics a company of people of the fame lineage r 
and indeed I found In this town, not only all of ^m tkia each 
to the otber^but l^wife to aU WeUhmen befides; and, which 
raQCbfurprizecTtaierasihey faid, were all gentlemenr TheyK^rd 
J^tvwf is not unlike in found and (ignification to jthe £q|;]iik 
word Tuff, Kufy Qn^. The word K'whnu^ is likewifc .the lame 
' as the Knglifh word cnt^fJot cwfj. So that^ the pedigree of 
tlic name of LUmchptxfrnnlnxy being thus explained, k appears to 
be a town encompaiTed wkh mountains, with » rough crooked 
way leading to it. 

Thefe mountjdns " feem to be notlung elfe," p. 24x9, but a 
compoiition of fuch hard, rocky, marmoreous, flinty, lapideous, 
flony, fcopulous, torrey, cretaceous, obdurate, petrifb£bry, in- 
tractable, indiHoluble, and, in a word, mountainous matter, as diie 
Deluge could not carry away, nor the rains for many infinite 
numbers of years, although *' gutta cavat lapidem," be able to 
penetrate, nor indeed caufe fuch an impreilion upon them as they 
might become fit for ploughing or paflwage.-

proportion : it is rery moderate in its diet, and lives upon miiek 
lefs then a maid and acat at board-wages ; fo that tn that point I 
ftm tatofsn it to nothing but a hackney horfe, diit is left to fbe4 
upon rack-ftaves, or ibme of my acquaintance and yours thac 
yAXl flea ii iUnt upon any occafion. The (ides of fome of thcfe 
fbouatains ate not impervious by art, (ibid.) with fueh inftru- 
jncncs as {Hckazes, maundriUs, fledges, iron erows, fpades, and fuch 
fikfe things. Within the veins lies a bituminous, fulphuieous, an4 
opake fort of brittle floney oombuftible, inflammable ( which, being 
iB^ed firft m wheelbarrows, and afterwards in caits to the town, U 
by the inhabitants called pit-coal, with which die mod induibrious 
jfeuag gentlewomen of the family generally make a fire, which 
lerrea for many ufes, as warming dieir fingprs in winter, brew- 
ing their ak, feldom for wafliing their linen, fometimes for toaft* 
iflg tbdr nnfes, but daily for toafling their checfe. Wood fag* 
|ROts ut fcarcer here than at B^th or Northampton. I have feen 
ibne fruit-trpe^ in the adjoining vallies, particularly one^ whofe 
deUcioufnefs is protefbd with many pungent excrefcences, and its 
£ruit is black when it is red, %nd tvd when it is green* Ther« 
are feveral trees of above a foot high, wiiich bear a plumb called 
drmmninly^tbf ahnoft as good, if not the fame, as you and the 
l^orth'Bri^onis csU a floe, or a flee. Aflies, elms, oaks, and crab-* 
trees, we hfve none ; fo that we have no conveniency of a gallows 
nearer than Chefterf As for our grafs, it is as long as that upon 
any of your heaths whatfoever ; and for our My» ic is jufl enough 
to fri|^ten ^ fat ok, '' dry up a milch pow, and (burve a )u>tfe|" 
p. 2420. 

One thing I mud further obf|PrV9 to you, that within the p^rifli, 
about half a mile from, th^ church, is a pretty farm, called 
Llandavie, where formerly St. David's anceftors lived j it is com- 
pofed of fand, broken ftones,. gravel, and rubbifli, brought, as we 
may fu{^e> from the neighbouring hill. . The ancient edifice 
F 3 confifts 
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eottfiftsof onc'largt room, ia ^ich there is tn akove>*or an 
apartment for the gentry, divided by fercral fiirzc faggots from 
the offices, where ufually ledge a poney, a cow and calf, and two 
milcli goats, when they are fo civil to come home for calling for } 
the whole ** farm is a thoufand nine hundred yards in compafs, 
** and (ixteen, eighteen, and twenty yards in breadth : it is fcarce 
** conceiveable how confiderable a rent it yields the Lord Ap 
** Noah, whofe anceftors purchafed it from the I/>rd Ap Me- 
« thufalem," p. 2420. 

But to come properly to my own habitation ; in the fchool of 
yhich, next under her Majcfty, I am fupreme heid and governor. 
it wa« built, or rather hewed out of a rock, by Rayner, alias 
Morgan Dha, that is, the good Morgan, .in the days, and by tlie 
command, of the patriarch Enoch Dha. All the damage it 
fuftained by the Flood was contracting fome damp ; bpt Japhct, 
knowing what Wales was, fent his cldeft fon Price Ap Japhet, 
who, coming there, endowed the fchool with twenty chauldron of 
coals yearly, which noble bcnefaftion docs, or at leaft fhould, ftill 
continue. Since the Flood, thtt-c haye been four hundred (ixty-fi*, 
and I am the four hundred fixty-fcventh mafter ; before the. Flood, 
they living longj there were but two, Rice Ap Evan Dha the 
"good, and Davje Ap Shones Gonnah, or the naught, in whofe 
time the Flood came j fo that, by adding two to 467, if I am 
. not miftaken, I am the 469th mafter from Reyner, alias Morgan 
Dha, the founder — and God bleifs him, and Rice Ap Japhet 
too!- < 

When I came to the fchool, I found but four that could read 
without book, and never a one but one that could write ; and he 
could rot write neither, for he had neither pen, ink>'nor paper, 
nor his father before him. But I and my ufticr, who is my wifej 
by great induftry, encreafed my fchool to fix, all the moft con- 
fiderable perfons of the parifli feiiding thpir fons and daughters to 
• us : fo tliat then I had two that could read, four that could not 
read, and never a one that could wqte ; and, by the majhematicks, 
it is cafy to calculate how much they improved. It is. remark- 
able, I had never a fcholar under two ycairs old, nqr any much 
jnore than thirty, phough I have in other places known feveral 
that have been upwards of forty. As iny fcholars were preferred 
to (hoes and ftockings, they went off; •* fo that, as I remember," 
p. 2421, at one triepnial vjiitatjon of the Bifliop, the fchoolmafter 
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of Llandwwfwrhwy being called, and afked by the Bifhop how 
many fcholars he had; I anfw«red« '^ I had nonej for> by great 
" induftry, I had fo accompliflicd them, that tlicir parents, by my 
** advice, according to their capacities, had thougfit fit to provide 
** weli far them in the bordeiing counties, ibme to feed iheep» 
'* and fomc to ileal them.* 

Near this town is the fineft garden in the world; for it is the 
moft productive of leek§, and thofe the mod redolent. It is the 
antSent garden of St. Dtvid, from whence he took the vifbrious 
leeks with wliich his foldiers were crowned this day ; it is en- 
dofed with a natural flone wall; p. 2422, upon which is this 
infcription c

Before any one pretends to judge of the honefly and veracity 

of a milierj it were proper that he ihould ftudy Experimental 

Philofophy and the Carteiian hypothefis of atoms, together vntk 

die nature of vibration, rarefa^ion, and motion, and to have fo 

far a knowledge in opticks as to make ufe of a magnifying- glafs, 

and to read carefully all Mr. Leewenhoeck's obfervations^ All 

this miOgrs (hould likewife do, for their own jufUfication^ when 

they have leifure time from their honed calling. Let us fuppofe 

now a buihel of com to be carried to the mil). Alas ! what can 

in reafon at mofl be expeded back again, if it were wholly left to 

nature, and were not preferved by the carefulnefs of the miller f 

We all ^now that the fine flour is inclofed in a thick hufk ; and 

this huik being broken by the mill-ftones, the flour ilTues forth 

by fuch attrition. It is the nature of every tiling, to rejoice in 

^berty : when they are loofed, the particles make the beil of ^ 

their way by a quick vibration, moving to fomething on which 

they may fettle, but far enough from the bran in which they were 

heretofore prifoners, although fucli flight generally tends to their 

own lofs and.deftru^lion; and hence there i^ no fpace in the milU 

in which fome or otlier do not take up their reiidence : which is 

tan Qci^lar demonilration, that it is the wantonnefs and perveHc* 

pefs of the ftopr, more than the fraud of the millfr^ which at the 

return makes the corn, as to its weight, oftentimes prove very 

deficient. I have always obferved, how thcfe impetuous atoms 

feize upon x\\^ cloaths, hands, face, and hair, of tlie milUr, fo as 

indeed to render him a ghailly fpeflacle $ and I have been fo far 

from thinking that the miller took the corn, that I have been more 

afraid left the corn fliould Ileal the miller^ efpccially confidering 

^he fury and rapacioufnefs of thofe animals, as I (hew hereafftr. 

The Latins, though no great Experimental Philofophers, were 

fcnfible of this ; and therefore called their fined flour poUen^ 

from the Greek 9<hOi»^ to fignify th.e quicknefs of its vibration. 

And indeed this vibration gathers ftrength, not only from the in- 

pate heat of the corn, but from that which it acquires by the 

mill, which often proves fo hot that it breaks forth into flames of 

jts own generation. Now, if we think how much the corn muft 

f jjijilj jmd evaporate, efpccially being in fuch a fwcat as it often

Their reaibn feeibs to be irrefragable, frbm thft 
lUide that it bears from its fikfaing quality, being fuch a fdrt of 
tbing al will have a tick if it knows of Juiy thing good that is 
Itirrifig. I^ow it wbre unjuft to charge all that upon the mUlir 
itvhtch the nether fnili-ftone has ttken ; but prejudice will do any 
tiiingi iind cMimU may fbal whett the iMif^s iMrfe may not 
look 6"^^ heclgl^. Not is it in the power of the mikr to ii* 
nrain fo ^^ny ttiillions of unruly ftniiMh at there are in a buihel 
tSf corh wheii ground :. foitte ojf diem ^ winged like gciflns, an4 
ty nip tb tlie rbof immediately ; fome hang by the walls like cats^ 
^hiift bthtrs lie upon the ground in the fhape of hideous fcrpents. 
'All this is pcrcciveable by glafles, which fliew us likewife whafc 
"^imals crawl upon the biicks even of thofe animtls. This, Wtll 
tli6ught of, would terrify fuch ft beau as the Lord FoppiHgton, to 
l^ad, dt the powdering of his perriwig, what a hideous number tf 
hidnfters he bfears about him. We ihould therefore pity, rathet 
Vhan reproach, die poor miffer under fuch doleful circumftances, 
I would here rt£tify one grand miHake, which we have received 
^rorti ihe Latins ; who, 1 confefs, tax the perfons who ground 
Vheir corn widi bteing thieves : but, alack ! they Were not in die 
leaft regard like our milkn j for they grou\id widi a hand*mill, 
and, being flaVes, were kept to very ihort allowance; and fo, 
wtien opportUidty fcrvcd, would pilfer for their belly. But thic 
18 far from any fefemblance with our mUtrSf who are fome of 
the ableH: iften in the pariA, and, by the help of wind or water, 
^rlnd in large qdantides, and are fo far from being thieves them* 
felves, that they keep a dog (whofe name, according to the fong^

I HAVE Uvij .recAived two Boofo Iram HoUitiid^ vdiicb I 
have bem Umg inquiring for, and at laft coft me no ifaoon- 
lukfiabk priC6« They are two Works of Meiii£iis« The iirft 
contains the fev^ facts of ** Greek Dances/^ which iMwdesfutty 
iUttftcate the Grecian ftoiyy and lets us cooikterably.imoilie poK* 
ticks of thofe omfiSy and the Tanous occurtences of human ti^ 
So$svit may be the bettor abk to dirQ£b our own ior the futnse. 
I iball give you only a flion fpacimen of them ; for I design with 
^all fpeed to g«t a ioQiety of Daneing-maflers, both French and 
Engliihy and (o tp ihew that harmony which appears in our and* 
ant and modsm dances. We have indeed of late years made fone 
jaffiom to deicabe our French and country dances^ by books pub* 
liibed with inihruAioQS -for theXame t but, alas I we are not cone 
up to other nations ; thou^ we had long ago a fufficient exam- 
pie ; lory in the year 16049 Caefare Negri, a MUanefe, and, as be 
^yles himielf, a famous and exoiUont prafeflbr ^ 4ie art of con- 
tririn^ balls for qouitiers and ladies, has not only printed their 
pesfooners names in a beautiful folio^ but has given a plain de- 
fcription of the dance, with its fcTcral varieties and cuts of the 
divers peHbnages neoeiTai^ to the performance. Among the reft, 
fome for a man and two women, others for a woman and two

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by our bride-maids and bride-men, and may be introduced to go6d 
purpofe at our country nuptials, and, for any thing I know, be as 
fignificant eufloms as untying tlie garters 'and throwing the 
llocking. 

But to give you a tafte of die great Meuriius. I find his chiro-- 
Momia to be in ufe aiiiongU us in various particulars ; it is that 
motion in a dance, which makes the hands bear a correfpondence 
with the feet, and both complete z/aliatrUal, or, as I may call it, 
ft daneitive ' fort of gcfturc. The learned Hadrianus Junius 
takes notice of rhc/aiiaiio cbirommica ; which our bed criticks 
interpret of morris-dancing, where the tofs of the handkerchief 
and exteniion of the hands give a giraceful turn to the whole per- 
formance. I know ibme derive the word morris-dance as^f it 
were a Morifco or Moorifh dance j and think it brought into 
England by thofe EmbalTadors that King John fent to Miramo* 
malim, Emperor of Morocco, when he profered to turn Maho- 
metan, if alTiflance were granted t6 him againd his Barons. 
Odidrs carry it up as far as the Emperor Maurice, who was killed 
by Fhocas, who fet up Popery about the year 600 : but I doubt 
. fiot but I ihall prove it much more ancient. The chironomia^ as 
Jefciibed by tl^e old Scholiafts, is exactly like the found made 
by our young ladies with their eaftantUy the crepitacula^ or the 
^ra of the Phrygians and .Egyptians ; and therefore I fhall make 
no fcruple to fay, that the cbiroaoma is moft properly reprefented 
by our prefent farahandy which, though brought to us from 
Spain, and prafitifed there by the Moors, yet was undoubtedly 
taken up by them from die Greeks, upon the Saracens over- 
running the Eaftern Empire. Here I. cannot but obferve the 
great miftake of all learned Dancing-mailers, who write the word 
fofianets^ whereas it ought to be written che/fen-nuis, as plainly 
appears by Biihop Cooper's " Di6lionary V The colour and.

,T HAV?R*'fonnerly given you feme account of tlie great 

,X Il^euriiasV Book of <^ Greek Dances." I ihall now give yon 

,'ibn)^ few.; but admirable remarks, out of his Treatife of the 

f** VariouasPlays of the Grecian Boys and Girls." Nor is this 

lefs ufeful than the former : it fhews the natural fagacity of tliat 

; nation f;om tlieir infancy, for they had learning in their cradles { 

, i\ot unlike to Quin6kilian that excellent mailer of the Latins, 

and admirer of the Greeks, who provides even nurfes for his 

future orators. . But qf this more at large in a Treadfe of Nurfes^ 

. wherein ihall be explained all their fongs, the true reafon of 

latdes and corals, ii hammers, goe-carts, wluriigigs and duW 

cimcirs, &c. ^euriius in this fecms to have done like Homer, 

who; after his Iliads, publiihed his OdyfTcys, comprehending in 

the laft more knowledge of nature, and examples for the manage* 

menc of human life^ than were in the former, though by many 

it may for the grandeur of its images be the more admired. 

. It i& wonderful to confider what tlungs great men have and do 

' employ themfelves in. Suetonius wrote a Book about the plays of 

the Grecian C]>ildren; and, that being loft, Meurfms has endea* 

. voured to reflore it by a Book he has publiihed from Elzevir's 

prefs, in wliich are many excellent tilings, from out of Atfae* 

»9euS| Suidas^ PqIIux^ Hefychius, Tzetzcs, tlie admirable £uft»- 
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l}ilas> and ethers. It is' concerning their private recreations; for 
h^had publilhed one before' about their dancing, of which fomc 
time ago I fent you an abfbra^*. 

• Indeed fome Of the plays are very remarkable, and very ufeful ; 
aa the- Afedutfrnusy hopping upon one leg, and beating other boys 
With a leather, which the moderns call " Fox, to thy hole ;" and 
Ttqu ires great cunning, exercife, and patience, in the perfon by 
whom the fox is feprefented. But. he has omitted <he delineation 
of a pair of Hop-fcotches, with the names of their fevcral apart- 
mcnts, which I hope to retrieve and publifli, together with the 
%ure of the Hfobby-horfe that King Agefilaus ufed to ride upon 
with his childten. That of Socrates and others are all obferved 
by the ancients, and even Horace himfelf, to have been made of a 
long reed ; and therefore the Hobby-horfes introduced in " The 
«' Reheaifal" are abfurd, and without any precedent from anti- 
quity. They had likewife their collahifmos j and fo they had their 
cbytriuday anfwerable to our " Hot-cockles," which play the 
learned Littleton % by a fynonymous term, calls ** Selling ot pears,*' 
or " How many pears for a penny >" But aS for the reafon of 
thofe names, that ingenious Author has left us in th^ dark. The 
mu'ia calche, by die Latins called iwyiW^,* by us " Blind-man*s- 
" buff," was univerfally received amongft them, and probably 
took its beginning from tliat barbarous contempt which was put 
upon the divine Homer after his blindnefs. They had likewife 
their bafitinda, reprefenting our " Queftions and commands," or 
" King I am :" though afterward- in thefe latter ages the word 
was referred to the fportof cliufing King and Queen upon Twelfth-

I have made it itty generstl remark, that whereas ^ Efigliih 
plays have barbarous founding names, as, ** Almonds and Rai^s/' 
*« Pofs in a Corner^* *< Barley-break," " Puih-pin, •< Chicken-a* 
'* train-trow," and the hke | thofe of the Grecians fecm all as 
if they were ladies in romances, as iejufi'mdoj ekufliuda^ cbj* 
frinda, epbefoida^ bafiiinda^ which federal others* I deiign to- 
fearch in tl\e clofets of the. curious, for their tops, giggs, marbles^ 
trapfticks, balls, and other inftrumcnts of their diveriion : hut I 
3m afraid, that, being entrulled to perfons of little forecaAi, 2^ 
youths generally are, there may few of thcni, thromgh the injary 
of time, remain at prefent, chough they would be of the greatefl 
value. It would be very ufeful, if fome Virtuofo would put our 
childrens plays in a true light ; for, amongfl other things, would 
appear their truth and juftice, in •* going halves in bi-rds nefts j*' 
^heir forefight and parfimony, in ** hoarding apples ;** and the 
great benefits, as to the increafc of fecrefy, fiJlclity, and friend- 
fliipy dv^ may be gained by robbing of orchards, as IVlr. Oibooi ^, 
in the beguming of his " Advice to a Son,'' has extremely, well 
obferved. 

To conclude this^ Difcourfe. 1 muft acknowledge my happt- 
nefs, who in a Manufcrtpt found the following verfes. The iirft 
was an Englifh Ode, very ancient,, harmonious, and ufeful tp Ha 
publick, encouraging youth to exercife and hardilup ;

** is un-come-at-able, unconceivable, and j as the Greeks have it, 
•' acroamatical. You may write in this ftylc without any body's

** cizc upon that which he cannot comprehend., And then many 
•* of the fevered Criticks do not underlland Latin ; and I will

IT is npt doubted but, as thefe " UfeAal Tranfii^^ions" becqn^ 
more public, they will encourage worthy *nd ingenious per^ 
fons to fend in fuch materials as may for the future contribute 
to the good »nd welfare of their native country. .

The 
matter is known, both at Drury-lane and in tlit Hay-market. 
. A& for the *« Difcpurfe of Tpngues,** it were to be wiihed that 
l^erfons would be more jpommuni^cative and forward to promote 
the public good. Nsthing could be more ufeful tlian a full 
and trUe infpe6^ion of hubaji tongues ; and tlierefore it is hoped^ 
that if any.perfons knowthemfelves to be notorious bufy-bodieSy 
'canters, flatterers, liars, tongue-pads, fpokefmen, rattlers, bpim- 
cers, &C. they would in tlieir wills bequeath their Tongues to 
he differed, and viewed by the microfcopes of the Vfeful Societal 
Sirhich would produce many wonderful fk^twmena.

red Crows and Rooks and camatton-coloured Thruihes an4

though a maUi would be thought to. banter here, ihould he Kient 
tioH fudi things without &> good an authority as that of Sir 
Walter Rawlcgh*. 

« Or (as he himfclf fpelt his aame) Ralegh. He was born in Devon* 
ibire, in 155a. He finiihed his ftudies at Oriel College, Oxford { and 
toiade but a ihort ftay there, his ambition prompting him to an aftiva 
Cfe^ which he had a full opportunity of indulging throughout the reign 
bf EHikbieth^ and difiSnguilhed himfelf particularly by the dlfcovery ef 
l^rj^niai bnt on her death he loft his intereft at court, was flripped ^ 
all his prefennentf, and even acctifed, triedi anj condemned for higk 
tteafon. Vow* 17, 1603'. Being reprieyed, he contianed prifeaer in tha 
Towet for many years $ and in that fituation, befides other works, ^reta 
his famous ** Hiftoiy of the Worlds'* He was enlarged fron coafineaiett 
to 1616 ; but by the artifice of the Spanifli .embaflador Gundamer, waa 
beheaded^ O^ 49, in consilience of his former Attainder.

fit; Angcio, for the treafure of Sextus Quintus, to help to pay 
his tattcrdemallion forces, who had more guittars tlian horfes or 
mufquets, he found in a comer an old cheft, that had lain motkhU 
ing for many ages ; which being opened with much-ado, ex- 
pe£iing great treafure, it proved to be a collcfUpn of the child- 
bed linen provided for her Holinefs Pope Joan.

T H E E tr N U C H 'S CHILD. 

Some irnportant Queries, whether a Woman, according to 
Juftice and any Principles of Philolbphy, may lay a 
Child to an Eunuch : as the Matter was argued betweea 
the Churchwardens of Santo ChrjHTollomo in Venice^ 
and the Learned Academy of tKe Curiofi there: oocai* 
fioned by an Accident of that Nature happening to 
Signior Valentio Ccimpaldi^ Knigjbt.of the Order of 
the Capom. 

SIR, 

THERE happened not long ago in Venice a remarkable 
accident, which has giren occafion for many fpecu)ati<]hs. 
There was a young woman of creditable parentage, only led 
away by tlie delufions of yo\ith, that came and made oatli before 
•Mr. Ju(Hce Nani, that ihe was with child by the Signior Valentio 
Crimpaldi; and defired his warrant againft liim, that he might 
'father it. The Churchwardens of Santo Chryfoftomo at the 
fame time appeared for the pariih, and preyed the matter- home 
upon the Juftice, who feemed aveHe to granting any 5 not only 
ov of refpeft to the quality of tlie pcrfon, who w^s ^ Ca^viffero^ 
but like wife becaufe he was publicly l^nown and reputed to be 
an Eunuch. 

.^However, the Churchwardens, togetlier . with the Ovcifccrs 

ajijl Jbidcfmen, w^ vury importunate, and the woman with a 

.modcfly that (hewed as if thai had been her only flip, perfifted in

was. his. 

The Jnftice was. an Hiftonan and a Virtuofo; ,and toM theni4 
*' That all the Eaflera people had Eunuchs for their, prime con- 
^ iidentSt becaufe they would keep their women to themielves ;" 
and then argued, from the various parts that were wanting, that 
the matter was impoflible. 

However, one of the Sldefmeny bemg a Horfe-courfer, fpoke 
much to the fprightlincfs of geldings, and as to feveral of their 
feats of a^vity; infomuch that he daggered the Judice, who^ 
living near the Academy of the Curiqfif fent for fonie of his 
learned neighbours^ to help him out in this di£Beatty; 

The hall was quickly full ; and, afierfome arguments managed 
with much eameftnefsi the venerable $ignior Aerio, by his mien 
of gravity, feemed to command iilence, and thus began *:

zted and eighty thoufand hairy diameters, which is a fum prodi- 
^ous* But more exa£t calculations of tiiis and many other 
things (hall be fully demonftrated, in a large Treatife I intend, 
concerning the proportion of a Hahr's-bnadtb to a Cow's Thumb* 

f/Ly Fnend told mc^ that his bufinefs would not fuffer ium to 
fjuj very much IoDger,.yet ikill he was deiiroos tliat he might tajdei 
cor I might if^pcSk into, a iKcc or two of the Sheep's Tongucj^ 
which I iad prepaied for him.

»ge, or ftation. That which I can nearcil reprefent it ^o is .a 
fmooth bright- fhining ftrand, newly left dry by the ebb, ^n whi^jh 
there ftill remain many gulls of Water flowing down gently, as 
appears in the whole figure K : and this pKilofopluQaliy explains 
what feemed before to be only metaphors, when we mention tor- 
rent$, floods, and ftreams of eloquence ; iince they are a^ na- 
turally inherent in the Tongue, though they have been improvjpd 
by Arifbtle and Tully, in dieir Treatifes of Rhetorick and 
Oratory. 

1 then told my Friend, that by thefe fpeculations we might eafily 
fee the feveral ufes thefe various particles might be put to, in tbe 
feveri^I occurrences of man's life. I fliewed him how die long 
acute particles of the Tongue, as defcribed N<* H, were proper 
for Scolding, Snarling, Criticifmg, Slandering, and .Backbiting. 
That the particles, N* I, had in themfelves much of the nature 
of .^he former, and carried with them an equal poignancy; but 
could OQi^e their iharpnefs bend itfelf and comply as occafion 
might offer, fo as to produce the eflFe6(s of Lying. The Figure 
£, fets forth the ihape of an eternal Pratler.or Tatler, who has 
a multitude of thefe particles, whofe iharpnefs is rendered obtufe 
or blunt by the perpetual ufe that is made of them. The Figure 
G, by the multitude of its Thimbles, N® 3, fhwes itfelf to be 
feminine ; and the firft pointed hillock, N^ 4, denotes Maunder- 
ing : the fecond protuberance, N® 5, impons Scolding ; and the 
third, N«6, being forked, demonftrates Cuckoldom, which is 
likewife denoted by the bottom of the Figure A, though there the 
^ked particles feem more concealed, as l)eing perhaps likely to 
.be received with greater contentment, the coronet at the top de« 
noting riches and preferment to be gained by it. 

The Figure reprefented by the Letter F, fliews the true nature 
of Pleading and Haranguing ; the ftreams of Eloquence flowing 
from the root in feveral rivulets, N*> 1 ; but terminating ftill in a 
poignancy, or pungency, which is not ungrateful, but rather 
tickles than offends the ears of the audience, after a various man* 
ner ; as in N^ 2, and 4, wliich are what are vulgarly called ov////, 
or girJji and N<> 3, which is extreme Satire, When tliefe little 
iharpneffes are wholly removed, then it comes to the fmoothnefs.

MIGRATION OF CUCKOO'S^ 

A Letter concerning the Migration of CtrcKoo's, witir 
their Deflru^ion of Eggs : And general Remarks con- 
- cerning Birds Nefts, with the Speech of Birds. Comtati* 
nicated by Mr, Mjsrtin Che apum, M. A. F. U, S, 

SIR, 

I^^AVE often confidered, tliat it would be neccfiary for at 
Ufeful Society, as we are, to contemplate well the migration^ 
that is, the coming bitber to a place that we do know, and the 

going

publiutleh ' for 1775 ; but without any notice of the ingenious Aiitbor

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going tbitber to a place that wc do not know, of that celebrated * 
Bird the Cuckoo : for I conceive that the knowledge df the 
place of his habitation in nvinttr may " condute to tlie difcovcry 
'* of a very pretty phainomcnon g." 

The Bird has prudence indeed, and aflt according to the way 
of the world. To ftay in the climate where he was well received 
during the continuation of profperity ; and then to leave his bene- 
factors amidft thcchiltnefs and florms of Fortune, till fuch times- 
as he believes they have a frclh fupply for him to fpoil thenr of. 

" The bufinefs I would humbly recommend is, that the mem- 
** hers of the Ujeful Society, all over th« realm, would themfelvcs, 
** or procure their inquifitivc Friends, to obferve and note down 
*' the very day they firft fee of hear of the approach of that 
*' migratory Bird the Cuckoo." P. 123. 

To promote this the more effeftually, in my judgement, it 
might, not be improper for the Secretaries of our Society to fend 
circular Letters to all School-maflers, School-miilrelles, and to 

•to whom be was indcbttd f9r it. From his great age, however. Poor Ro-* 
bia may be excufed this negle^ in citing bis aothoritj.

I would have thefe lads enjoined to take notice what day» what 
houri ** how die wind fat/' ibid, when they found any Birds-nefb 
whofe eggs had been fucked : for it is my opinion the Cuckoo 
migrates hither long before we generally hear it ; and, knowing 
his voice not to be of the cleared or moft pleafant* continues for, 
fome time the fucking of raw eggs, with an intent to clear it. 

They fliould likewife obfervc what nefts it chufes to borrow, to 
lay its egg in; from whence we. might piobably make a good 
guefs at the commodities of the country it comes from, ^ whether 
« fromward the EafV, or any other pcunt ;'* ibid. 

Hcx^ is a noble field of contemplation for lads to ramble in : 
to coniider why Jackdaws and Magpies dif&r in the flru£hire 
of their habitations from Tomtits and Screash'-owls ; why fome 
Birds are brought to bed in wool, fome in hair, the Martins [in 
4irt, die Sparrows in thatch, and the Rooks on the tops of trees 
in bru(h-faggots. 

There is one thing which I am forry I have forgot, ** till the 
« lynji, or Wryneck, juft now come,*' has brought it to my 
thoiights. * " This I take undoubtedly to be a Bird of palTage r 
** the. win4. has ftood Southerly to-day, WssrsaLY yeiier- 
« day/' CiU4*> Easterly the preceding day, and the day before 
diat Northerly : fo that we may be certain, if he came to- 
Jtsy., ic'wa» fiom.the South; if yefbrday, from the Wefl{ if on 
Tuefday, from the Eaft^ but if on Monday, from the North. 
Thus, by* fixing the time of the Bird's coming, together with the 
fchange of tiie weather-cock and die tlowirig ' of the wind, we 
may arrive to that knowledge df Migration of Birds^ which will 
amount to little Ufs than ^ demonftratiori. 

« But, foir a further fample, I (hall annex my obfervation$ laft 
^ year. The Swallow came March die 31ft, making a great out- 
*< cry at his approach, as if he faNy Jomething ftrange," p. 124. 
I was then walking in my garden, in my new filk night-gown, and 
« velvet cap- A^ firft ^ thought he might be furprizcd at fee- 
ing me in that habits as, having left, me ia a Au£f one laft year :

I know this matter may feem new to fome. But Mr. Ran- 
dolph S a noted Author (whofe Plays and Poems now bear the 
Fifth Edition, in his '< Amyntas, or Impoffible Dowry," p. 2o6| 
tells us, that Cuckoo's dp prefage conftancy ; and then intro- 
duces Mopfus, a learned Auguo with liis Miftrcfs Theftylis, and 
his Brother Joca0:us ; wber$ he numerates the fevcral diale£U tliac 
the Birds ufe in their language.

h Thomas Randolph, bom June 15, 1605, was educated at Trinity 
C^\c%ty Cambridge. The moft generally admired of his works (which 
confiff of poems and plays, collected by bis brother Robert in a fifch edi- 
tion 1664) is his " Mufes Looking-glaf$/* in whiph there is a great va- 
riety of charafters 9f tl^e paflions and vices, drawn vr'.th much truthj and 
interfperfed with (ome ftrokes of natural bvimourf He died in March 
1634. — Robert, who was alfo a good Poet, was a ftadent of Chrift 
Church, vicar of Docringtoni in Lincoln/hire, and died in i6'7i. 

i Thomas, or, as he was more frequently called, Tom Durfey, in the 
year 170^ brought on the ftap a performance ii^timlcd. *• Wpndcrt in 
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* Wonders of the Sun," introduced the " Kingdom of the Birds/' 
with all "their Croaking, Chattering, and Whifpeiing Language. 

It is a piece, I may venture to fay, that excels any of his pre* 
ceding performances : a fubje£l: fo elevated $ a confiftency of (o 
various impoflibilities ; fuch a multitude of chara£lers or epifodes 
conducing to one (ingle ^eiigm to which they feem not to have 
the leail coherence : the language of the wliole, and particularly 
the eloquence of the Vice-roy in the Sun, who flutters gibberiih 
of the Author's own compofing : 

^* KeeHn, Seelin, Dalley mazzow, goUin bellin kendilango 
-** Garzzokta blowzin minger bounce, Pgfflary gomon. 
•' Wowla kan riggan, wawla kan roo." 

That /atirical genius jvhicb he jthews, by reprefenting Birds as 
High>fliers and Low-fliers, fufficiencly declare him a complete 
mafler of the Emblematic and Comic Opera* 

He fhews us what fports the Birds have in their kingdom. 
That the greatefl in office there are mofl gay and divertive. And 
Sir Fratler Parrot, Favourite and Hiftorian to the King, and Sk 
Owl Moufer, the King's Attorney General, are made to dance af- 
ter tlie French manner ; which is extremely natural, becaufe they 
are both Low-fliers. 

«< t^ie'San, or the Kingdom of the'Blrdt, A Comic Opera," and printed 
It the fame ^ear. He was defcended ftom French parenti who fled from 
Roi^dle When it was befieged by Lewis XIV. They fettled at Exeter, 
where' Mr. Durfey was born. He was the Author of 31 dramatic 
Piccct, and Songs without number. An impediment in his fpeech, which 
is f^d never to have afl^ed him wheniinging his.owii foogs, prevented 
iiis application .to the Lsw, which his father intended him for. He ap- 
pears to have lived in great familiarity with the principal Noblemen and 
Wits and even fome of the crowned heads of the times in which he 
^ouri^ed ; but was generally in a ilate of poverty. After a very long 
life, he died fieb. 2.6, 1723; and was buried in St. James*s Church-yard. 
He frequently ufed to refide with the Duke of Dorfet at Knole, where 
a pi6lure of him painted by ftealth is ftill to be feen. The 67th Number 
of The Guardian was written in his favour, when grown old and poor, 
to procure a full houfe.toa play of his own compofing, which was then 
gc»>hg to be afted for his benefit. It is ho fmall eonlmendation of Mr. 
Darfey to have been loved, and, though in jocular terms, even praifed, by 
Mr. Addifoa. Had he lived in an age when baUad opens vcrC'faihian- 
a^e^ he would h^e been eflecfflcd a firft-rate wrltert

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It is d>fervabk9 thstt all adoug, whatever occaiion ke may hanre 
for his Brrds> he makes cli^m prefcxye that character U^R* 
which they bore heretofore in another place. So, Sir OUyer 
continues his paftime of Moufiqg ; ^nd Sir Pratler is continually 
calling for his Sack, as being allowed him by his Prince : 

" O rare Parrot, Parrot ! Parrot's a Bird for the King. 
" A Cup of Sack for Parrot j quick, qufck, quick." 

His genius of the Black Bird, .the emblem of jollity and con- 
tentmenty afTuming a human figure, defcants on his own freedom 
and happinefs in the Region of the Sun j and fatirically rail- 
lies oft the vices of the under world, pitying us mortals, and 
chanting forth this moft fublimc Pindariquc : 

^* Whilft in eternal day, Tcrrey, Terrey, Rerreyy Rerrcy* 
« Hey— Terrey, Terrey, fmgs the Black Bird, 
" And what a world have they!" p. 67, 

Then, after a comical Dance of Birds and other creatures is 
performed, he makes the Nightingale finiih tlie fport in a Chorus : 
" Jug, Jug, Jug, Jug, Jug, Jug. 
'' The jolly, jolly Philomel, 
" Upon the haw-thorn (ings, &c." p, 69, 

But nothing is more pretty than hit Epilogue, where he make^ 
. Cits aad Ladiies of his Starlings and Wagtails j Beaux of hk 
Woodcocks, Snipes of his Low-fliers, and Rooks and Hawks of 
bis High-ones ; to whom he joins Ducks and Gcefe for good 
Company. Cuckoo's, and Owls are placed in the Galleries^ and 
Swans fit (Hll in tlie Boxes : whereas, *^ were tlKy fwimming iti 
** Tiie Thames, there were fcvcral pcrfons prefent, whom he 
"need hot name, that would dive to pull of their mourning 
** ftockirtgs," denoting that Swans have black feet. 

My gravity would not give me leave to go to fee the machined, 
nor nature of the Birds which Mr. l)*Urfey had brought upon 
tl^ Stage ; but I got one Mr. Sly ford to go thither every time of 
its pcf^rmancc, who, coming lately into the country, gave me 
the following account. 

He fays, he was credibly infonncd, by tjie Keeper of the Firft 
Gallery, that, near adjoining to the back-fide of the Rofe*Tavern, 
and contiguous to the Play-houfe, there is a large neft, in whidi a 
fufficicAt quantity of Tuide-doves and young PuUets are brought 

up 
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up by He tmd She Canary Bird$, to (erve Gentlemen at a rate 
certain, Jiot only, in the performance of thefe Hieroglyphical 
Operas, but likeiKnfe on many other preiling occafions. 

My Friend aiked him, if thefe Birds were not migratory, or 
kept to any one place mort particular. He faid, that the chiefeft 
of them were of the migratory nature, often moving from the 
Hay Market to Drury Lane, and from Drury Lane to the Hay 
Market. 

He faid, they are at the iirft much dearer than Wheat-ean, 
Pheainnts with £ggs, or Ortolans. Thefe, at great expences,may 
be kept for a year or two without any migration : but, as their 
price grows lefs, fo their wandering increafes daily ; and fome- 
times numbers of them pour themfelves down firom Drury Lane 
and the mfis adjacent, upon Covent Garden, The Strand, and 
Fleet-flreet, where they become ambu/atory and noQivagoust 
that as for their mftsy it is obfervable, at their firft fitting, that 
they make them in fine chambers, over down and feather-beds : 
that they generally advance up two pair of (lairs the next feafon, 
and may chance to neftle in the cock-loft at tlie third $ from 
whence often, upon a North-eailerly wind, they migraU into the 
Plantations % but that he has obferved their return from thence 
jiot to have been altogether fo certain. 

I have defired my Friend to fearch further into the nature of 
thefe Birds ; wliicb, as foon as tl)e particulars come to hand, I 
ihall communicate to the Publick.

WENHOECK*s Microfcopical Obfervatlons on the Mem* 
branes of the Inteftines and other Trypal Vessels ; 
communicated by a grave Matron in Field Lane, long 
accu Homed to Experiments of that nature. 

GENTLEMEN, Field Lane, April 20, 1709. 

« ¥ T A K E the liberty to acquaint your Honours, that Pro- 
X " feffbr Slaughter came to my houfe, April 7, telling me, that 
** he had lately viewed through a Microfcope a little piece of Gut, 

** which, 
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•* wiikl*, he foW, was- part oi the Bowels of a Woman : and/ 
•« ka?ing fcparated a fmall particle thereof from tlic reft, he dif- 
•* covered in:one. of the thin Membranes,* of which for thk moft 

• part the Gvt is compofed, a great number of little fibres and 

• veffek, which lay io great multitudes over and acrofs each' 
•^ otlicr ; aj alfufome particles of Fat, wliich lay like bunches of 

• grapes on the faid fibres. He likewife obfcrved, about the 

• bloocl velTels which he- difcovcred fliut up as it were under the 
'^outmoft .membrane, a< great many fat particles lying } from 
**• wl^CBce he concludetl, that the Woman who was the OwvitfL 
•^tlwrtof had been very fat ^" I ma<le him a courtefy, and 
told hitn, I believed the /' little piece of Gut" at prefent wa9 
the property of his Worfhip; and chat the " Woman'* could 
MVt >uflly be faid to be the ** Owner:" that, by the particles of 
Far^ he roighc conclude tl^ Woman had been '* very fat :*' 
aadd tiiat I agreed with him in that opinion ; adding further^ 
ilMt £nce particles of Fat <^ lay .like bunches of <^rapcs," it was 
yery {)robable ihc liad been the buxom wife of fome hen-pecked 
Vinpicr. H fecms, that Gentlewoman, according as Mr. Pro- 
feUor Slaughter had the gooducfs to tell me, died fomething un* 
feitiinately ; " and thereupon he produced two Diflcrtations, fub- 
*^ fcribcd with the name of Peter Evertfe in Latin, dated Mar<;U 
^ %Xi" from .whence he explained to me, << t^hat the Woman to 
** wkc^n cliat Gut belonged had been hanged, and th^t in hei 
** life-time ihe had been troubled with the F^ling-ficknefs/* 
He then laid down two very extraordinary maxims j viz. 

*• Tl\at, in fuch perfons as are banged or ftrangled, as this 
«* Woman was, the circulation of tlie blood is in a great meafure 
•* interrupted by , the rope," p. 54. And this he proved by innu* 
merable inftances of perfons, whofe blood not only.ilagnated, but 
vhoTe breatli had been ftopt, and thci;r necks l»:oken, by that fatal 
operatiofl. 

AncJ, fe^oixlly, that tlicrc is a great diflfercnce between a Pog. 
ti>a£ is hanged for worrying of Sheep, and a Tliief that is hai^ged 
for dealing of them, becaufe " tliere will be a much greatef 
•« protrttfion of blood" of that of a rational creature than that of a 
iieafl » and), *' that tlie former has great concern at that time, and

thoughtlefs and .unapprdieiifive ; fo that it is altogether untrue to 
ity oi z roan that is hanged, " that he died like a Dog/' (ince 
*• Ills blood has fo much greater protrulion." 

Andy thirdly, ** that, in any fucli accidents as Hanging, Bleed* 
*• ing is highly neceiTary, in order to give the Blood room enough 
^ for a free circulation," p. 58. For '* we muft fuppofe that a 
** Tiolent protrufion," or cxpulfion, of the Blood through the 
TunicaTs of the veiTels which would there coagulate, might t>o 
occaiioned by the great and " fudden fright and forrow," whicH 
at that time Jack. Ketch-might put the Criminal into. 

To divert him a little from this melancholy fubjeft, I took a 
large piece of Double-tripe out of the kettle, and, placing it 
before him in a clean di(h, with Muftard, Vinegar, and Ontoi^ 
juft by» I dirtired him, if he pleafed^ to dille£k and eat of it ; and 
chat he w^s heartily welcome, 

• I told iiim, that at prcfent this Tripe " belonged to me 5* 
|;hlit ie formerly had been in the pofTeiHon of an Ox ; that it wat 
never <* troubled wi;h the Falling-ficknefs," till it was knocked 
doVvii by the Butcher, that he might the more eafily cut its throat j 
imd in that manner it died, as <* a great many other animals lofit 
*« their lives by the fpilling of their Blood," ibid. To this I at- 
tributed the delicate whitenefs of my Tripe : whereas I believed I 
Aould have foubd the " Tunicas or coats of the fmall VelTek 
.^< extended, and tlie Blood pliiltrated through them lying dry in 

** little lumps dpon the extreme membrane," in cafe the Ox had 

been banged. And I then ihewed 

him how very fat my Double-tripe 

was ; oipon which, taking a pi6hire 

out of his pocket, hp cried, " Oii !

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Then, looking upon the 
fiDootfa pare of the Single- 
tnpey which was extreme- 
ly i&eak and clean, he pro- 
duces another Pi6hirey which 
he did me the honour like- 
wife to give me. Pray, 
Madam, fays he, accept of 
this drawn by my own 
hand, from the Membranes 
beforementioned. You fee 
the various crevices in it, 
as appears by the Fignre 
marked B. 

From the crevices in the Hand, the Learned have framed the 
Art of Palmifhry, or Chiromancy ; from the wrinkles in the Fore- 
head,, that of Metapofcopy : but the moft noble of ail is, that 
which the Romans ufcd, called* Arufpicj-, or Extffpacy. That 
great people, when they facrificed, caufed fome of their nobleft 
perfons to open and view the bowels and entrails of the beafts ^ 
and thence to foretell things likely to happen tp the commonwealth.

Particles (hould be very bright and yellow, it might denoce thiit 
Goldfmiths Hall would be a proper place for his Lordihip to 
keep his Mayoralty in. If the ^gures fliould appear in the ihape 
of grapes, as aforementioned (Figure A.) then Vintners Hall 
would be moil proper for him. And if the crevices ftould appear 
reticular, or like a net, then Fishmongers.

Clouts. Communicated by the Ingenious and I^earnc4 
Virtuoib Signior Giovanni Barberini, of CacL* 
80GNIA. Occalioned by a Pail^ge in the Pbft-Boy, that 
the Pope has lately made a Prefent of the fame nature to 
the Young Prince of Asturias. 

THOUGH feme modem Authors, out of fpleen and prejudice, 
c^^ioie the great antiquity of Confecrated Clouts, and would 
fink, them down many ages beneath their antient date and originai : 
yet the Primitive Writers are not filenc on fo material a point of 
Ecclcfiaftical Hifiory i and we have fufficient authority to ^race 
them as far backward as the middle of the Sixtli Century, from 
the following ftory. 

When Boniface die Third was advanced to the Papal Chair, 
with a fatherly care and piety becoming fo great a Prelate, he 
promoted his relations and natural i^ueto the moft emioent ftations 
both in Church and State. One old Aunt only ^^as 1^ unpro* 
Tided for, who had many years lived- a Semftrefs of repute unJh^ 
M hulk in Rome : but it was now thought by his HoUnefs not fo 
honourable, that fhe fliould longer continue to make dowlas 
Ihirts for footmen, or vend coarfe focks for the unfan£lified feet of 
the vulgar. The young Princefs of Parma being big with child, 
Pope' Boniface was defircd to do a neighbourly office, and fland 
godfather to the fon and heir that about that time was expe£bcd 
into the world. He, beUig frugal! in. his uftturet aad^ knowing 

what 
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wiiat a Heatlienifh exi>eiicc the luxury of the times had run it tif> 
tOp in prefenting Gofllps and Midwifes, and giving to Nurfcs,; 
Chstmbermaidsy and Butlers-*-that, in return for Lambs-wool, 
Cake, and Groaning-€heefe^--*the cliild muft havcprefents of Silver 
Caudle-cupsy Porringers, Spoons, and Suck-bottles, and thofcf' 
©ften witli the additional expence of doabU^gilt. Having therefore 
maturely confidered thcfe things, he very prudently makes an ac-* 
curate collcftion of old Shirts, and orders lus fagacious Aunt tor 
transform them with her utmoft &ill and management into a fett 
of Child-bed-linen ; which, having received the grand ceremony 
of his Holinefs*s bencdi6lion, with a plain but decent fett of Coral- 
bells and Wliiftle, the old Lady is fent EmbafTadrefs extraordinary 
with tliis fpiiitual prcfent for tke carnal pofteriors of his young 
Parmezan Highnefs. 

• To give the better turn to this new miffion, three or four old 
#omen were laid-in at tliefirft ftage on the road, that were ordered 
to be mightily affli6):ed with the tooth-ach ; but the fan6^ified 
Clouts were applied with wonderful fuccefs to their luminous 
checks, that by their primary inftitution were calculated only for 
Ae blind ones of the future Prince of Parma. Tl«y were received 
at court with that excefs of joy and gratitude that fo unexpefted 
and furprizing a bleffing deferved ; and as the tonfecrated bundle 
promoted the bearer of them to an annual Penfion, a coach and 
fix; fo we muft do them this JuHice, to fay .they proved, won^ 
derful and in&lliblc prefervatives againft all manner of Fits, Loofe- 
nefs, and Rickets : they 'did the whole bufipefs of Black Cherry 
Water and Ooddard's Drops i: and, when oompleatly fouled* 
they did not require half that profufion of foap fuds that is nccef- 
fary to reftore common and unfan£lified Clouts to a fccond appli* 
cation^ 

This -whimfical prefent from Old Infallibility gained wonder- 
ful ciedit and efleem in the World ; and a Royal cbnfort nafboner 
Ixgan longing for Green Peas in December, and Ripe Chinies 
at Chriftmas, but the riext word was, ♦* My Dear, I ihall uevea 
** have a good time of it, unlefs you get mc a. bundle', of Con- 
** iiectated Clouts ; I cannot but.fiuicy i snifcarrred the. lad tim« 
•* for want of them. Whj', there is the Princefs of Parma could 
^ have them> 1 warraofiyou,* brought by \\\l Holinefs's dwii Aunt(

In fhort, tfhis fort of Ware was fo mnch in vogire, and turned t» 

fo good account, that the price of 50,000 Crowns was fet on 

them by the Confiftory, and a Holy-Lumber Office ere6:ed fee 

the benefit of Infants, Royal Commiflioncrs <rf the Ciiildbcd 

' Duty appointed, and a handfome yearly income by it flowal 

•into the Pope's Exchequer. And from that tin>e forward, from 

the mighty Emperors of the Eaft and Weft, down to the Kings 

©f the Ille of Man, the German Princes, and the innumcrablB 

Monarchs of » North and South Wales, they were ali furniibfii 

.from the Holy^Clout Office at a ftated rate, from the Wb^K 

and Suck'bottle down to the Go-gart amd Leading-ftrings* 

For the two fucceeding centuries this continued a ttioft coo- 
iiderable and flouriihing brancli of tlie rcvennc of the Papal 
Chair; but then .unfortunately came on tliat long, l^loody, and 
•xpenfivc fwar, known by the Name oi boly, which impo»iefiJhfi4 
our Chrifiian Kings and Princes to that degree, and reducei 
their^illuibrioiis Families to that low dbb of cafli, and want of the 
readjf that, for the fpace almroft of three following sges» our 
European Queens were forced to run on tick for Baby-cloathi^ 
and take -in every rag from Rome on theilrength of Hoyal crediL 
. To remedy tliefe grand inconveniences, and fecure the! tnightf 
fums that Monarchy ftood engaged for to the Apoftolk^ Cbant* 
^ber for«Swaddling>clouts, a large and fubfiantial Veil«fii^8x^ 
boc^ was ordered into the Audit-houfc; ao^ i Conny^tt cf^ 
Foreman and two Clerks ere£i:ed, for the fending out of iisijl!^ 
and writing dunning letters^ to all Chriftian Empemrs, Ki^fi^ 
and Princes. 

And this <fays my compaffionate Author, like a good Calio- 
lick) was tliat unhappy age, when the great debts and nece&ies 
of our Hply Mother Church put her firfl: upoa ibphiiticatii;^ 
her good ftaple-ware, and debaiing hei; vendi'ble cofamodities^ 
that flic had hitherto managed with great proik, credit, aiad ib- 
putation. But now, like a decaying Cit, flie liegao to put cdT 
counterfeit Coral for good, her Bells, Suck-f)Ottks, aiid WJaftle^ 
were not Sterling, and wanted weight as well as the HaU-iQatki 
. ihe would fell you GJo-carts and Rattles for new, that were but 
iecond-hand ; and, on her boned Pontifical word, reconunenid t« 
you Dowlas, Locrum, or Kcnting Swaddling-bands, for lupai^iD^ 
6 HuUasil 
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HoHand and Cambiick of the bed. By which mcans^ cuibm 
fell ftrangcly off; and ihe loil the bufinefs of many good aod 
fubftaacial families. 

About the latter end of the thirteenth or begixming of the 
fourteenth century^ out comes Pope Leo, with a thundcrtng Bull* 
in the nature of a CommiiHon of Bankrupt, againil the Houfe of 
Auftria, eight Crowned Heads, and three hundred Germfp and 
Italian Princes, for vafl fums of money, and long arrears due to 
the Holy-Clout Office, and Cliamber of Accompu. Commif- 
iioners were appointed to meet twice a week at the Triple Hey 
Tavern in the Flaminian Way ; and a competent number of 
anathema's, in the nature of Spiritual Catchpoles, were dired^ly 
iflued out againft all that ihould refufe to come in, and difcharge 
their refpe£Uve incumbrances, or give bond and fecixrity to thfi 
fatisfa£lion of the Court. 

But, after many delays and remonibances againil fo public a 
grievance, a compoiition was agreed on of five ihilling^ in the 
pound, and a longer time allowed for paying off tlie old fcores 
and clearing the debt. And, to prevent all inconveniences of 
this nature for the future, and for the better encQuragemcnt of 
cuftomers to bring ready mpney, and get good penny-worths, this 
price of a coo^lete fett of Baby Clouts, and all neceflary equip-

of i^ady caih. For the good old Dowager of Modcna ", Anno

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tiSS, being defirous to equip her youn^ grandfon his Wclfh" 
Iligimels's pofteriors with a choice fett of Holy Cttholic Clout?, 
and being a good Market-woman and hard bargainer, flie pro-'' 
cured a complete equipage, confifting of Mantle, Swathe, Clouts, 
and WliifUe, &c. fat the fum of 8000 crowns : though it is re- 
ported by feveral creditable Authors, that his HoUnefs at the 
fime time made a folcmn proteftation he was a lofer by the bar- 
gain, and that he would not have "funk the price fo manifeftly to 
the prejudice oP the public revenue, was it not in hopes of en- 
gaging the cuilom of the Family of D'Efle, and having the 
honour of f(?rring England fpr the future, that, on fome little dif- 
guft, had laid out their money at other Ihops for near two ages, 
ftut, the old lady not having the whole fum by her, and the Pope 
Tittle faithj ihe was forced to fend into Limbo the great Gilt 
Bafon and Ewer that graced the Side-board on Coronations, 
Rinaldo's old Goblet, her Ear-rings, Crofslet, and Necklace, to 
her very Silvet Tea-pot and Gold Spoons. 

Haying thus given you an hiftorical -and chronological account 
of the origin and growth of Confccrated Clouts, and of the dif- 
f crept fate and fucceft that has attended them through fo many 
ages, viz. from the fixth to the fevcnteenth century ; it may 
pot be improper in tliis place to tell you how Authors differ on 
this fubjefL There are not wanting men of learning and cha- 
n|£|;er]( that afiirm Pope Joan was the firfl inditutor of this cere* 
mony^ and invented thefe confecrated prefents as rewards for the 
t^urfe^i and Mid wives that attend^ and delivered her of three or 
§wnt Nepb«ws» it being contrived for their benefit, that other 
Qfowned Heads fliatild pay for her lyings-in. Perhaps you may 
be ft»pfized at the expreiiion of " being delivered of a Nephew ;** 
Iwt that is ft peculiar privilege the Pope referves to himfelf, let 
his children be never £0 many : yet tlie moment he is promoted 
to the chair, they ceafe to be fons and daughters like the com- 
mon offspring of the world, but commence Nephews and Nieces 
frpm the very hour of his exaltation. 

I might here likewife mention a fchifm that crept ii)to the 
Clout office about the ninth century, occafioned by Starchanellif 
th^ Pope's Laundrefs, counterfeiting xht goods, and vending falfe 
iMtro to feveral illudrious families : but ihe was condemned by a 
General Council for hex; crime, with a fevcre fenteoce : and after-

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lvard» growing penitent, ihe turned Camp Laundjefs, went- to tW 
Holy War, and wafhed foot foldiers that had fhiits out of love 
and charity. 

And now, Sir^ perhaps you v/i\\ a{k me the ufe and application 
of. this Difcourfe ; which when you hear, may be vftry furprizing^ 
«nd out of the way, when I tell you it is, to prove the title of 
Charles the Third » to the Crown of Spain ; to dcmonftirate hif 
t)cing the rightful and lawful Prince ; and that the Duke of Anjou 
has no pretence to, and is only ah ufurper o^f the Catholic 
Tlirone. 

And this 1 ihall prove from a paragraph in a late Poft Boy/. 
now to Be fcen in my Repofitory, that his Holinefs has made a' 
prefent, and freely given a fctt of Confecrated Clouts to the' 
young Prince of Afturfas, the Dutc of Anjou's fbn : which can- 
not be done to a lawful Monairch, without violating all former* 
precedents, and breaking in upon tte very conftitutibn of the 
"Vatican, "fo a private pcrfon, futh as his Baker, Sutcher, of 
Shoe-maker, he ma.y freely give a t>enedi£lion of' this nature, 
without tfefpaflingf upon' ordinances and fVatutes : But to lawful 
Kings and Princes the ftatc'd price is fet j it is out of his power to 
give 5 and r dare affirm, that the very virtue and equality of the 
Clouts would be loft, if the utmoft farthing* was not paid dowii 
on the nail. I would thereforie have hi^ Holinefs confider whatl 

n The ardidHiike Cbxrleit' of Auflria ^econd'fon to the emperor Leo- 
pold )i to whom the Spanifli crown was allotted by the two treaties of 
partition, of 169S and ijod. Charles the Second of Spain, pro^ 
Tokcd at the indignity of parceling out his dominions' without his cotffenf, 
and urged by the intrigues of thtf Marflial de Harcoiirt with the cardinil 
Porto-carefo/ (fee ** The Way to Modern Preferment/* ihourfirft vo-' 
lume, p. 185,) by a will made ftbout a month before his death; bequeathed 
his monarchy entire to Philip duke of Anjou^ fecond Ton to the dauphiri 
of France ; with a very diftant remainder to the archduke Charles. The 
king of Spain dying l^ov. i, 1700, Philip was proclaiiped at Madrid on' 
the 24th of that month ^ and was acknowledged as king both by England 
and Holland.

lie fpeedily fends in his bill, ^ays daini to the debt, and out of 
hand arrefts him for the money, this may be brought as evidence 
againft him into the Heralds-office, to invalidate his preteniions* 
and may be one fubfbtntial i!?afon tP fend him packing from 
Madrid.

The Publiflier of thefe Papers therefore tliought this Trcatifc 
inight give fome fatisfa£lion to the Learned World. It wa» 
written in Dutch by. the accurate Dn Jafpcr Hans VanSloncn- 
bergh, a perfon.whofe name carries reputation along with it. 
It is filled with variety of knowledge: the Author is jnodcft; 
his ftyle humble j his obfenrations, raifed from tlie appearances of 
things, made as ufeful as they poflibly could be ; for it is truth 
that Natural Philofophers muft fearch after, gnd n0t ornamental 
cxpreflions. ** Feeding of Fowl," Intr. p. 16, 17 j " the educa- 
♦* tion and difcipline of Swine," p. 30, 3 1 j "die making of Bcdi, 
f* the untying of Breeches, and loofening of Girdles," p. 47, 
with many other things defcribed by tliis Author, mgy feem at 
firft to be trivial, yet contain in them great penetration of thought 
and depth of judgement. By thefe means philofophers fearch intp 
^he receflcs of Nature j which though to nice perfons they may 
not appear fo cleanly, yet have not therefore the l^ft ufe in the 
animal oeconomy. Dr. Van Slonenbergh, in this Difcourfe, pro-^ 
pofed to himfelf, as far as he could, the example of 9 Britilh Au» 
thor^, who, in the year i7«7, pijbliihed a large Folio of hit 
Voyages into the American lilands, and is defervedly eileeraed by 
the Curious. He has traced his methods and exprellions, a^ 
yirgil did thofe of Homer and Theocritus, and (as it is the com^ 
mon opinion) with equal fuccefs : but that and the performance 
of the Tranflation out of Dutch muft be l^ft to the candour of 
the Reader. I know it will be obje6^ed to the following papers, 
that many things feem impertinent ; that moft are fuch as wer^ 
linown without traveling ; that an old woman could tffe£k fuc)i 
cures ; and that the bbfervations, whi^h run fometimes a littlf 
upon the naftjy are m^de frpm the meaneft a£tiQns of mankind, 
and the very dregs of .Nature. To t^us I fliall only reply, that 
iuch perfons ought to be quiet, rather than to exf>ofe their own

** the lludy of plants, and had feen mod of tliofe kinds of curi- 
♦^ ofities which were either in the fields or gardens of the curious 
. ** in thefii parts." In my infancy, being left to the care of an 
uncle I had in Ireland, I had fearcl^d into the niffure of Water- 
gviiis and Cliambrook of all kinds, and I found tl>c pungtncy of 
the foimer very much cone6ked by a lump of raw Butter eatc(i 
with it, p. H* As'l grew up, 1 was admitted into the Potato- 
garden, the cultivation of which I IJiall difcourfe of hereafter, I 
found Potatoes to be an earthy, flatulent, mealy, infipid fort of 
food ; but, fearching among tlie records of our Family, I difco* 
vered that they were to be rendered more nutritive and delicious 
"by the vehicle of Buttcr-miljc. I was not alwve fifteen, liefore I 
had (een various forts of Beans, Peafe, and Barley, in the cabinets 
pf our neighbouring Virtuoh.

Herbert of Cherbttry^ and wat particularly efteemed by Ben Jon/oo,.wh0. 
revifed thefirft ^ork which he publifhed, an £figlidi tran/lation of Thucy- 
dides. His patron dying in 1616, and the young earl in 1628, Mr. 
Hobbes went abroad a fecond time, with Sir Cervafe Clifton. In 163x9 
the Countifs of Dcvoillhir^ put the third earl, then aboot ij, under 
his care, whom he accompanied in hii traYelt from 1634 to 1637. On 
the breaking out of the ciyil war, he vrtthdrew to Paris, and continoe^ 
there ten years, in which time he wrote many works, particularly hit 
famous book ** De Cire;** and his ** Leviathan,** printed at London iii 
X650. After the pubficatioti of the latter, he returned to England, aoA 
pafTed the fummer commonly at Chatfworth, the k^t of his patron.; and 
Jlis winters in town, where Harvey, Selden, and Cowley, were his inti*, 
Aate friends. In 167^, he wrote his own life in Latin verfe; and In 
1675 publiihed a tranflation of the Iliad and Odyfley, in which he did ai 
SMich injary to Homer as he had before done juftictf to Thncydldes. In 
x674» taking ieave of LondiDn, he went to fpend the reniainder of hit 
4ays in Derbyihire : where, notwtthftanding hU great age, he publiflie^ 
from time to time feveral pieces. In June, 1674, he fent' his ** Bdumoth** 
to a bookfeller, not to be published till a proper occafion ofiered. Thit 
appeared foon after hii death, which happened on the 4th of Deoembor 
following, at the ageVf 92. His character and manners are defcribed by Dr« 
lCennet,in the Memoirs of th6Cavendiik Family, annexed to the Funeral 
Sermon on Williain Duke of Dievonfliire. This Sermon occafioned aa 
excellent pleaftntry of Dr. Kbg, printed in vol. III. p. 37. Mr. Hobbct't 
"Writings, both in hSs life-tinie and finte his«deadi, have been treated 
with great feverity. It is certun hit nptioni concerning civil government 
&ave the moft pemiciouB tendency. But, notwithftanding the ermrv in 
&i8 opinions are many and great, he will ever be efteemed a man of v«iy 
^tenfive genius. A Writer, to whofe fen^ments much deferenee Ought t* 
Be paid, fpeaking of him, fays, «< But here let us do juftice to that great 
^ man's memory, at c time His Writings feera to be entirely negleaed, 
^* who, with all bis errors, and thofe of the niofit dangerous nature, wc

comes neareft human, would never by their good wills touch 
any Water, if ftrong liquors were before them 5 in which they 
delighted to fuch excefs, that David's Sow was become a Proverb 
for her drunkennefs. I told him, thefe were particular inftanccs ; 
** but that Negroes, Indians, Mahometans, and a great part of 
^' mankind, know not the ufe of Wine or vinous liquors, and 
** yet looked freflier and are much healthier than we," p. 27. He 
faid, if by a black, fallow, or tawny complexion, I meant look- 
ing ** freflier or healthier," he would agree with me ; but other- 
^;^e he thought that Europe could fliew ruddier cheeks and more 
rofy countenances, by the help of Ale, Wine-, or Brandy, than any 
perfons in Africa or America could pretend to, by the ailiftancc 
of Water and Tobacco.

I found Dr. Van Slyboots an obitinato advocate againfb Water 1 
and fo I left him. Byt to proceed to Cajaroai. 

•* The mountainous part for the moft part is very ftcep^ and the 
" high lands that want tillable earth are barren ; for all the hig^ 
^ land is covered with woods, which are great high trees, fome 
" of them very good timber, Thefe trees fend down their fibrous 
•* roots mtxj the crannies of the rocks, where here and there they 
" m»Bt with little receptades, or natural bafons, wherein tlic Rain 
«* Water is prcfcrved, not only for the roots of the trees to give 
^* them nouriihment; but like wife to give Birds and Infe£ir 
** drink, and fometiiues pallengers on tlic roads/' p. 13, 14; ( 
myfelf, upon making thefe obfervations, having had feveral op* 
poitnnhies of regaling myfelf with liquors at fuch places, tc^ether 
with thofe inferior ranks of my fellow creatures, as Ducks« 
Water Snajces, Frogs, and Widgeons. I was very well pleafed 
to find tlie " meadow grounds after rain to be very green and plea« 
** fant ;*' but it was furpnzing to find them aftei^ " long droughts 
<' to be very much parched and vmHered. Low land is very 
•<* proper for hjiy, which feeds herfes very well. Grounds which 
*^ hare been manured for a long time need dung, and therefore

I take to be as valuable as any made by Varro, Pliny^X^OLU- 
UZLLA, and the late Writers concerning Hufbandry. 

Concerning the Food of Cajamai. 

PART of the Food of the bcft inhabitants is ** Poultry of 
*' their own railing, as Ducks, Hens, Gccfe, and T.urkeys, 
" whieh are fed with corn," p. 17. They are very care&l in 
their education ; in ihort, I could obferve their Poultry lay eggs» 
fit upon them, hatch them, walk about the garden, and fee what 
they can pick up, as Ants, Worms, Flies, loofe Grain, &c. ibid. 
They hold up their heads as they drink ; and their Ducks eat up 
the dirt, that children may go abroad, juil as they do in Holland, 
England, and other countries. But in Cajamid they have " Muf* 
** covy Ducks, which come orig^ally from Guinea j thefe ar« 
** moft plentifuU and thrive extremely,*' p. 17. It fbutled me at 
firft, to think how " Mufcovy Ducks" Ihould come originally 
from Guinea ; till, confulting with a learned Negro, who prae«- 
ticcd Phyfick,he told me, '^That, many ages ago, the Emperor of 
Guinea trafEcked with the Czar of Mufcovy ; and that they changed 
thefe fort of Guinea Ducks for Snow and Ice to cool their liquors; 
and that Ic& and Snow would be valuable commodities if carried 
there at prefent. He told me how much Guinea, and indeed all 
Africa, had been wronged, as to tlie original of Poultry, of which 
honour they had been robbed by other nations ; and that they had 
great injuftice done them concerning Turkey Cocks and Turkey 
Hens, for that they were Guinea Cocks, or Numidian Cocks, or 
African Cocks; and that fo much.lud been allowed by the 
learned Columella, who calls the Hen by the Name of Numidica 
and Africana ; and that tlie ingenious Martial, who, being a Spa- 
niard, might probably bcft underftand the Fowls of his neigh- 
bouring continent, calls the fpotted Turkey the Numidica Gut- 
uta; by fome it is called Garamantica, the Garamantes being « 
people in the region of tlie Inward Libya. So that all Authors 
agree chat the original of thelb Birds come from our country^; 

s^d 
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and yet, becaufe the Carthaginians and Photnicians, thofc great 
mailers in the Art of Sailing, carried fome of tliem into Afia, to 
humour the luxury of Sardanapalus the laft Monarch of Aflyria ; 
and the Medes, upon his death, transferring the Monarchy and 
diis fort of Fowl together ; in fome time after they came to l)C 
called Galli Medici. Alexander, in his Expedition into India, to 
(hcvr his grandeur, carried all rarities, and fome of thefe among 
the refti which' propagated there to that degree, that they had the 
general name of Indian Cocks, the French calling them fo to this 
day ; but feveral of the Europeans, and the Englilh in panicular, 
ufe us barbaroully, in calling them Turkey Cocks, for they c?innot 
but know that the Turks were an up-ftart handful of men ; and 
that, coming from Scythia, they had more notion of Horfe-flefli 
than any other dainties ; and that they had no fettled feat of 
Empire till their taking of Conftantinople, which was not till* 
about the year 1453, according to your Chriftian reckoning. 
Pardon me, Sir, faid the Black Doftor, if the love of my coun-' . 
try has made me fomething too particular." I excufed him, as I 
hope my Reader will do me j for t take the ol>fcrvation to be 
wholly new, and that it may in time help to reftify the vulgar 
error concerning Turkey Cocks. 

The next principal part of their food is Swine, fome of which 
run wild in the woods. When thofe are " (hot, cut open, the 
** Bones taken out, and the Fleih, ga(hed on the infide into the 
«* Skin, filled With fait and expofed to the Sun, they are faid to 
•* h^jirkedj^ p. 16, 17. This gave me a more clear idea of that 
threatening expreiTion ufed in Europe, " I'll jirk your jacket ;* 
which carries greater terror with it than is generally apprclicnded^ 
** This is fo brought home by the Hunters to their tnaftcrs, and 
'* eats n>uch as Bacon if broiled on coals,"" ibid, I liad the curi^ 
plity to have fome fried with Eggs, and ftill it "eat much at 
*« Bacon }" jhen l^oijed with Herbs, then with Fowls, and ftill it 
** eat much ai{ Bacon j** fo that J could not attribute that tafte of 
j3a«;on to the Coals, but to fome ** Baconic Particles in SvvineS 
" Flefli," which make it, when ** faked, dried, and jirked, rather 
''eat as Bacoii*' than as red Herrings or dried Salmon. The 
inhabitants have ** other Swine," which lye in ** lloufes and 
*« Stycs^" p. 17; thefe arc creatures of great ingenuity and faga- 
city, and obferve extraordinary •* order and difcipline." They 
m^di out b the morning, ** feveral hunjdrcdrof tliem Vogeihex^ 
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** to feed on the fruits in the neighbouring woods}" which they 
do with great civility and moderation. I have often ** gone into 
«* the woods, to (ec thcfe Swine, where they have occafioncd 
** me no fmali divcrfion," ibid. The evening ceremony is thus 
performed : Their Steward, or principal fervant, having provided 
all things neccffary jit their ftycs, both for their rcpaft and their 
repofc, acquaints the Swine with it, by the blowing of " a ConcK 
<* IhcU, whofe found is like that of a trumpet. On the firft 
** found, they lift up their heads from the ground where they arc 
** feeding, and prick up their cars to hearken for the fccond ; as 
" foon as ever they hear the fccond, they begin to make fome 
♦< moveipcnts homewards; on the third they run with all their 
" fpced to the place where the Overfecr ufes to throw them corn. 
** They feem to be as much, if not more, under difcipline than 
f * any Troops I ever faw j" ibid. I was relating tliis ftory to t>T* 
Van Slyboots, before-mcntjoned, who had been a great Traveller, 
Itnd had jtpcnt much of his time in England. He told me, that 
tfieir Swine there had fomething of this difcipline, but nothing_ 
pqual to that of Cajamai ; that twice a day tl^ey were called to 
^eir food, which was Whey, Butter-milk, or common Hog-wafh ; 
jhat the ceremony was performed by z.WcmK who, with a ftick 
{Iriking upon a trough or pale, ufed to endeavour to reprefent a 
drum, and then, with a drill voice, gry,. •« Come, Tig; come, 
f * Tig J come, Tig." That they never flaid for the word of 
command, of " One, Two, Three, and away ;" hut he tha^ 
heard the firfl found ran as if the Devil drove, and left tim to 
fake tlie hindmoft. That they never complimented, as, " Prayi 
ff Captain Swineface, help yourfelf. Where*s the Silver Ladle 
" an^ a Soup-plate for Colonel Porker's Lady? I vidll not be fo 
f rude as to carve the Carrot-tops before Madam Pigfneyj" but 
all fall to like Hogs,, and eat like Hogs. They tell us indeed of 
a place where Pigs play upon the Organs ; but I take it to be 
^buloiis. One of their Poets « has given them a laudatJle cha- 
ladlcr :

■ft hU *' RthcArJal,** which had a confiderable tffe£k in tcformiixg the 
ftage. It was diiiQitd before the end of 1664 ; whsn the poet, who w^t 
^rawn for Sir Robert Howard, had the same of Bil boa. Bat, the greet 
|»]ague and other accidents having prevented its being a^ed before 1671^ 
the name was changed from Bittioa to Bayes, and the whole artillery of 
Ac Author*s wit was leveled at Mr. Dryden. He is faid to have been 
nffifted in. this comedy by Dr. Sprat, Mr. Clifford^ and the celebrated 
«i^thor qf Hvdibras.— Th« Dulte was born January 30, 1627, the year 
1>efore his father's aflaiin nation. After many fufFeriigs in the royal caufe, 
he folkited one of the daughters of Cromwell in marriage ; bat was mor- 
•iifed^with a denial. He afterwstrds married the only daughter of lord 
Fairfax; and was ibon committed to the Tower by the Prote£h>r« 0« 
the Refhiratioo, he was at firft flighted by the King ) but the charms qf 
hss wit and converfation foon prevailed, and he was appointed a lord of 
the bedchamber. In May i^BS, he pwrchafed the office of mafter of the 
herfe} June y^ 1671, was indalled chancellor of Cambridge, and waa 
deprived of that office in 1674.

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carry them a viHting, and tr eat them with the fame civility as the' 
Ladies of other countries do their Lap-dogs. I mufl do your 
Swine this jufticc as to martial affairs you "have been fpeakingof : 
I mud own that I have feen the Armies of the Confederates, and 
of the French; and I am of opinion, that '* the Swine of Cajamai 
*« are as much, if not more, under command and difciplinc thau 
*• any Troops I' ever faw," p. 17 ; always ei^cepting the French 
in one particular, who, by many Basics, have been brought to 
this difcipline, that, upon the approach of the Confederate and 
Britifli Forces, and their firfl onfct, they " hang down tlicir 
••heads, and let fall their ears;** on the fecond, tliey "make 
f* fome movements;", and on the third, ** they run with all thdr 
•* fpeed," till they meet with fome River to leap into. 

It might fcem a ftory, but I have been credibly allured by a 
worthy Colonel, that the " Wild Dogs in Cajamai," p. 67, 
keep an admirable otconomy ; and that, without the afliflance of 
any human pcrfon, they ufed to hnnt of themfelyes the cattle 
that were in the woods ; and at night, when one of the ** Re4 
f * Dogs, called a Buik, began to howj, he wa$ a^nfwcred by the 
«< others in the woods, who came from all quarters to him, an4 
** then went orderly about to take their Supper," p. 67. Theft 
inftances of Wild Dogs and Swine, with others that I could give, 
might convince \xs of the rationality of thefe creatures ; and Ihew 
that their oeconomy is better, in taking their Suppers orderly, 
than of fuch animals S|S fit up all night drinking of Punchy or 
playing at BaiTet or Ombre, and take what they call Supper when 
It is a more proper time to go to Breakfafl. 

The Brcakfaft of the inhabitants in Cajamai is " Chpcolate, 
«« which is ufcd by all forts of people at all times, but chiefly in 
«< a morning. It feems to be nourifhing, chiefly by its Oilincfs, 
<» jmd by the Eggs mixed with it to be rendered more fo," p. 20. 
Sometimes I haye thought it *f hard of digeftion," otherdmes 
<< to be a wholcfome Footi," ibid, but of tliis I am certain by 
many experiments, " that Chocolate colours tlie Album Graecum 
/♦ of thofc feeding on it of a dirty colour."

Concerning the EfFcfts of Heat in warm * 
Climates. 

1 Found Heat in Cajamai to be very flaggatire of Candle^ i and 
therefore the •* niceft fort of people/* efpccially the Ladks» 
" were dedrous of Wax Tapers ;" becaufc, through ** the heat c£ 
'* the Air, Tallow Candles were often fo very fofc as not to be 
^* able to (land upright without falling or doubling down. Butter 
** is Hkewife as foft there, as when it is half melted in Holland," 
p. lo; and cdnfequently cannot be kept from turning to Oil, 
without great judgement in the Cook-maid. 

I End all Authors to agree concerning the effe£ls of Heat in the 
Torrid Zone upon Butter and Tallow Candles ; but I cannot 
agree with them concerning Lice. I know " it is a commonly-t 
** received opinion by fome ingenious men, that Lice die on 
*' cliange of the Winds, or pafllng the Equator ; and that on the 
*^ South of the Tropick of Cancer are none to be found : but 
f* this nqpion is certainly fali'e, for although I think the great 
f* fwsatings and little apparel of the inhabitants and travellers of " 
f* the Torrid Zone occafion lefs diflurbance from this fort of 
** Vermin 5 yet Indians, Moors, and Europeans, are fubjeft to 
** them, though they be not in fo great plenty as in more Nortliem 
f* countries, where the inhabitants fweat lefs, and go. better 
'* cloathed, in the plies of which apparel thofe creatures find good 
" Ihelter." To this purpofe may ferve the ftory of Starchaterus^ 
a famous Prince and Giant of the North, who, in a Journey he 
had taken to his Midrefs, in a great dorm of fnow, to (hew the 
hardinefs of his conilitution, the greatncfs of his mind, and 
contempt of cold, fat down by a mountain, to encounter tlic 
innumerable enexnies that lay in ambufcade in his Doublet, as we 
6nd in the moft authentic Runic Hiftories. 

The Dog-days are <* intolerably hot and unhealthy : few people 
<* find themfclves perfe6^ly well and eafy," p. lo. This was ob- 
fervable even amongft the A&cients, who, notwithflanding their 
ignorance in Natural Hiilory, complained of tlie " Sirius ardens," 
or the parching heat of the Dog-ftarj as likewife by the moft 
vulgar Almanack-makers, who tell us when the Dog-Bays begin, 
|ihI vybat ij Ijkely to proceed from their fatal influence.

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In the midft of " this heat" of the air, people endeayottr to 
amend it» '<by Fans, Umbrellas^ lyin|; cool, and many other 
^ ^< itf^eaiou» conmvaoceay" ibUb 

The heat of the coup^ prj^d^fcc^ V>fy flrange effects upon 
their Liquors. " Wine brought hither muft be kept cool ; and 
^ wiU fm «fi thflt remotA kit a fm^l elnii^y without being pdckeil 
^mi4 tufalng four. Cydei-y Beer, and Ale, when bottled, huff 

* aA4 fly intliii ftMnge climate,'* p. a€. So that the Natives anct 
indnm, whea^ th^ fee fuch a prodigious deal of Froth cotne oU% 
vfomicr extismdiy liow it erer came to be {iowc>d in io fmall i 
te&L ^. it feems to me that it ilouid be rery unhealthful td 
V 4fiiik t|»eir fmali Beer ^ which is the fecond or third rvmning oflf 
** of the Malt, whence it mviik come diAt a great m'any feculencie^ 
^ ixmtain in die bjood-*' Therefore it is very wifely provided by 
ilw magiflmies, that near every great town there ihould be a pul>> 
Ifc officer, y4id, amongft otlieF things, ihouM take the folemzi 
jftnaation df paCengers, upon a pair of Rams Horns, ^ That

»b $2 ; fa here they cry, ** All hands to work," as at fea they 
cry, ^ All' hands to prayers'* when they are in great extrenuty." 

I*- AUuding to the ancient cuftom at Highgate (now aknoft ob&leM) f 
■where it was ufual for every public hoafe ta hare a Urge pair of horiik 
placed ofcf the figb ; and,, when tiavellers ftopt for refidhmeot, a pair 
9B iff^hftns fixed da the end of a ftaflT was brought to them, and a 
jMPib of buxldqiie oath to the ab«)ve porpofe, and abundance of other 
thia^ of the fame kin^, with the falvo of <' Except I like the other 
•« be^ter.'*-^Thif ludicroMS ceremony was principally praftifed at the

Tli«fefore J 
found it ,not proper to bolt into a chamber till notice givcij, left 
there ihould be more expoied tbin in tlie colder climates* where 
we lie under Feather-beds. Once advifing. a perfon to bf put to 
l)cd in a cold fit of an Ague ; I prefcribed a Warwipg-pam. They 
told me, they had no fuch utenfil ; and that thf re hadac^p^ been but 
one cargo of Warming-pans fent over (ince Cajamat was a Dutch 
Plantaiioo, and that camc^from an eminent Merchant in London. 

It fe&ms *' th^it Frod and Snow are never ieen in this hot cli- 
** mate," p. 3 a; by which means d\e youth arc deprived of man ]^ 
pallimcs, as Slicing, Skating, , Foot-baU upon the Ipe, .and Uu^ 
gre^t diverfion of throwing SnoM/-bal\s | but mdeed /f ^x^rctfe^ 
<* liere are ijiot ipa^y^ bccaufe of tlK Ikeat of tlie air, ^B>i4ia^.u| 
<■< the mornings, is tiie mofii oridi^VT* whichi ^y eaQly^meving chq 
^< Abdomen, and conieq^uent^y th^ contents, by that m^ns foiw 
** wards the deput^ation of the^ blood in the feyeral <n}unS^e4 
*^ there placed," p. 34. T)ie want of exercife is tji^ ^9M(e ^of 
feveral difeafes ; and fuffers " the pailions of the mind CQ h«,Te a

•* condriacal men. Tliey who cannot live cafiiy elfi^bere have 
<' been of bad lives, who have nqt^ t^r wills, ■min4;, or aif^ix^

** mindj and quiei confcienccsj in. all which refpe^s the Indians, 
** who arc not covetous, nor trouble ihemfelves about many 
•* things as we do, have much * advantage of us," p. 3 1 ; for, 
excepting UieiP iaolioation to '^*' Venery, and Bawdry, ind 12141^.^ 
tl>ey cannot be faid to lead ^bwi ^es-; tliey have n'6 Church con- 

tzovcrfiet 
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trorcrfics to difturb them, and but few fcruples of Confcicncc, as. 
generally having their Religion to chufe ; they having no Elates, 
•< their affairs are foon fettled ;" and there is little need of a Scri- 
yener to frame a Will, when they have no more to difpofe of to 
their Widow and Pigganinnies, but a Calabafli, fome Potatoes, 
a Pipkin, their Canvas Doublet and Breeches, and " perpetual 
« Slavery," p. 57. Befides, they arc not fo inclined to lazinefs 
as the Europeans j but " at night, although hard wrought, will 
«fing and dance with great aftivity/' Their Scaramouches, 
Mafques, and Operas, are performed by ** tying rattles to their 
•* legs and wrifts, and cow-tails to thebr rumps, and adding fuch 
«< other odd things to their bodies, in feveral places, as gives them 
*« a very extraordinary appearance." I got one of their Songs, in 
which all the words are,

I find tlie generality of men to be eafilj^uieted ; and 
that, upon the death of their Fathers who held plentiful Eilates, 
Grandmothers and Mothers that had large jointures. Wives either 
expenfive or difagreeable, they have great rcfignation, in duly fulv 
mitting to whatever is difpenfed to them by the means of the Phy- 
iicians ; but Parents parting with their only Children, Clergymen 
and Cuftom-houfe Officers Widows who lofe their maintenance 
witli their hufbands, are in fuch cafes the moft cenforious and 
uncharitable, not to fay unchridian, in their expreffions concern* 
ing perfous of our profeflion.

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The liiftory of Dr. Stichcverell Affords a Very ftriking example 
of the folly and madnefs of party, which could exalt an obfcure 
individual, poileiTed of the lowed talents, to an height of popularity 
that the prefent times behold with wonder and ^onifliment. He 
was the (on of a clergyman at Marlborough, and received part of 
his education at tliat pKioe. From thence he was fent to Magda- 
len College, Oxford, of which he was chofcn a fellow ;'and mere 
became known to Mr. Addifon, who addreifed to him his poem 
intituled " An Account of tjie greateft Englilh Poets." dated Apr. 
3, 1694. His firft preferment was Cannock, in the county of 
Stafford. He was ajtcrward -appointed chaplain of St. Saviour^ 
^out4iwark. While in this ftation, he. preached his famous Ser- 
mons, at Derby; Aug. 15, 1709 ; and at St. Paul's, Nov. 5, in the 
fame year j.and in one of them was fuppofed to point at lord Go- 
dolphin, under the name of Volpone. It has been fuggefted that 
to this circumfVance, as much as to thed9£b'ines contained in his 
Sermons, he was indebted for his profecuiion, and eventually his 
preferment. He was impeacl^d by the hpyfe of commons- ; and 
his trial began F«b. zf, 1709-10 ; and continued -until the 23d of 
March, when he was fentenced to a fufpenfion from preaching for 
three years, and his two Sermons were ordered to be burnt. This 
ridiculous profecution ovenhrew the Miniftry, and Igid the 
foundation of his fortune. He very foon after was prefented to a 
living near Shrewsbury ; and in the fame month that his fufpen- 
fion 9n^ed, had the valuable reftory of St. Andrew Holbpni given 
"him by the que?en. At that time his reputation was fb high, that he 
was enabled to fe> the firft Sermon preached after his fentence ex- 
pired for the fum of £. 100. We find by Dean Swift's Letters that 
he hiad alfo intereft enough with the Miniftry to provide very am-" 
ply for one of his brothers. After the accelTion of king George, 
we hear little of him except by quarrels with his parilhioners, al- 
though he was much fufpefted to be- concerned in Atterbury's 
Plot. He died June 5, 1724.} and by his will bequeathed to bifliop 
Atterbury, then in exile, who was fuppofed to have penned his 
flcknce tor him, tiic fuxri of £. 500,

** Modern Fanatick, with a large and true Account of the Life, Anions, 
** Endowments, &c, of th^famous Dr. Sacheverell. This was followed 
by the " Vindication** here re-printed ; and by another piece of irony^ 
a pretended " Recantation of Mr. BliTet/* dated " S^ Katbenne*Sy 
V Jan. 17, 1710-11.** Mr. Biifet prepared a reply, which is dated Feb* 
^i, 1710-IJI j but did not appear foon enough to prevent the publicttion 
of Dr. King's " Anfwer to a Second fcandalous Book that Mr. Bidet it 
" now writing i to be publifhed as foon as poffible.** The Eldeft Brother 
0/ St. Katherine's, however, was not disheartened from fending his fecond 
book into the world, under the title of ** The Modern Fanatick, Part II j** 
but annexed to it a fmail poilfcript, complaining of the '< unexampled ^ 
•* folly" of his antagoniil, in ptetending <* to foretell what was to be

He was long confined in the county gaol, for holding conventicles; and 
fpent his time there in preaching, writing books, and tagging ia(;€;^..for. 
bis fupport. After his enlargement, he travelled into many partsof th« 
kingdom, *' to vilit and confirm the brethren." Jle died Aug, 31, i6&8j, 
aged fixty J having written books equal to the number of his years. 
" His mailer-piece" (fays Mr, Granger),** is his Pilgrim's Progrefs, on^ 
•' 6f-the mtrft popular, and, I iray add, one of the moft ingenious bookf 
<* in the Englifii language. — Bunyan, who has been mentioned amongft 
•* the Icailand lowcft tf our writers, and even ridiculed as a driveller by

Boets, Mr. Merrick and Dr. Roberts. 
. i Mr. Richard Bxterwas born in Shrnpfliire, Nov, n, r6i5; and 
died Dec. 8, 169 1. He was the author of 145 different treatifes ; and his 
pnlftical works have been publifhed in four volumes folio. The moft 
considerable of his writing* are his "Catholic Theology,** and his 
« Saints Everlafting Rett " — '< A SkQve to heavy-arfed. Civilians," and 
**Eyes and Hooks for Unbelievers l^reeches/* with fbme other trads 
under equally ludicrous tiile?, were fathered on him by L*Eilrange. 
-«-He was a man famous for weaknefs of body and ftrength cf mind i 
for having the ftrongeft fenfe of religion himfelf, and excitng a fenfe of 
it in the thoughtlefs and profligate ; for preaching more fermons, en- 
pging in more contr^verfies, and wAting more books, than any other Non-- 
conformiH of his age. He fpoke, difputed, and wrote, with rafe ; and 
difcovered the fame inti'epidity when he reprpved CromweU and ocpo^- 
lated with Charles II, as when he preached to a congregation of mecha* 
nics. His zeal for religion was extraordinary } but it feems never to 
have prompted him to faction, or carried him to enthufiafm. This cham- 
. pion of the Prefbyterians was the com^ion butt of men of every other 
religion, and of thofe who were of no religion at all. But this had 
very little effe£k upon him j hisf prefence and firmnefs of mind on no 
occafion forfook hinr. He was juf^ the fame man before he went into a 
ffiCoa (where he wsis committed by JefFeries in 1685), while he was in 
it^ and when he came oAt of it ; and maintained an uniformity of cba-^ 
raster to the laft gafp of lifei-^ee more of him in Granger.

They knew the advantage of it in tlic ttial 
of poor Strafford^, and the execrable -attempts upon kingCJharles 
the Firft ; and therefore Ben was pitched upon to blow the hotn', 
to hollow the hounds together, to lob tlicm full cry at MoiTatthy 
and the Teachers of Non-rcfiftancc. He was to tell the people, 
** tliat they wCre the original of government; that kings arid 
•* queens were creatures of their making ; and when any part of 
** thur government was difplcafing to thera^ it was their DtJTY 
** to rebel; to biml their kings in. chains, and their nobles id 
** links of iron } that the governed part had a riglit to do them- 
*< felves juftice, when they apprehended any grievanCe"^ or op-

Tor apprehending any of the rioters. The abovementioned perfons werp 
all that were difcovered. They were afterward tried at the Old Bailey 
for High Treafon j and, being found guilty, received fentencc of death : 
but, as a very able writer. Sir Michael Fofter, obferves, her Majefly'a 
new advifers did not chufe to have the dawn of iheir adminil^ration ilaine4 , 
with the blood of Dr. SachevertU's ahkji advocates. They were there- 
fore pardoned; and Dimaree, who was dne of the Queen's Waterm.cn, 
was refiored to his badge and livery, which he wore until her Majefty*s 
death. * . . - 

^ On the 3d of May, 1641, an armed mob, led by Cornelius Burgefs, 
a Paritan Doftor of Divinity, went to Weftminfter, crying out *• Juftice I 
** Juftice !*• againft the earl of Strafford. They rifled WeftminfteriV^bey^ 
and infultcd the king at Whitehall \ and when the jufUces of peace 
would have committed fome of them^ they were'themfelves committed 
by the commons, who had incited the infurre^tlon. — ^The earl^ who was 
great from his honours and preferments^ bu^^reater in and from- bimielfy 
pleaded Bis own caufe^ with a clearnefs and ftrength of reafoo, tb^t ly^uft 
bave ' cleared h^th In any court but fuch as were determined to condema 
him. When he faw that the force qF argument was not likely to prevail, 
fie had' rccourfe to the pathetic, 'of which he was a great mafter. Such 
were the p6wers of his eloquence, that many, who iincerely hated the 
prime mini^ftcr, as fmcerely pitied the man. In the laft dreadful fcene of 
Ills' life, he acquitted hlmfelf with a greatnefs of mind, foitable to the 
dignity cf his charafter. His enemies difplayed a malignant joy upon this 
bdcafion ; but his difmayed and affrighted friends coniidered his death W6 a 
prelude only to more executibns. If there was a fhade in this groat manV 
ehara£)er, it was, that feme parts of his condudl coincided too much. with 
the arbitrary {>rocccdjn|s of king Qharlw. $ce Grander. . c^) . •

Jibufcd:": ihflio«!, flicfotind that lx)th fuflfered great abatement 
of their repuUtion and grandeur at home and abroad j yet iho' 
did not immediately exert lierfelf- ftc was prevailed upon, by 
(pecious pretences of peace, to fit ftillj " that thus far they 
*' would go, and no farther;" that they would foon return en- 
tirely into her bofom, and raife her to her primitive luflrc 
and glory, over which at prefent the « neceffity of aifairs" forced 
them td draw fome veil and ihadow r flie acquiefccd, Ibc fub- 
mitted, becaufc fee was counfeled to it by thofc whom fee 
thought her beft and choiccft offspring ; and particularly be- 
caufc her principles taught. her to be mild and peaceable; to 
-tielictefolcmn proteftations and declarations; and to hbpc that, 
in the cnd> " all things would work together for her good/' 
For thefc rcafons* we bore you, we endured you, we fuffercd 
you : but whctt yo» grew impudent upon concellions ; when 
you koifled 0ur condefcendoHs into property and right indif- 
putable ; when you attempted " to bind the ftrong man," bc- 
cairfe* he indulged you a place in his territories 5 it was time 
for us then to* make ufc of thofc weapons, with which tlift 
government had armed us, and our Religion given us leave to 
combat : the weapons I fpeak of arc our votes and fuffragcs 
in all cleftions of magiftrates and reprcfcntativea in parliament? 
by thefe we quell the fa£^ious, crufe the feditious, and quench 
tlic fire of the Fanaticks* fury 5 by removing thofe from power, 
that' intrigue with the two former, and give fuel and ilrong 
wind to blow up the latter : and {thanks be to God, that, by his 
viiiblc help, we have ufed them fo fuccesfuUy of late) my re- 
membrance ^oes not regale my foul with any thing more agree- 
able and pleafant, than when it recounts to me what 1 have I'een, 
•heard, and done, within thefe 4aft three or four -months. It was 
a noble entertainment, to fee the fons of thb Church of England 
ffouzed from their lecliai^y, to (cc the foporiferous draughts ^f 
moileTation fpued udl and ufelefe j it made my heart glad, to 
behold tie becomin^pirit of BurgefTes, the uoble ardor of the 
Citizens, and the univerfal zeal of the Freeholders, in all their 
xe{pc€tiyc ele£kions. How did every good man exult and 
triumph ! How ilrangely were our fouls enlarged and lifted up, 
when we faw the proud Whig laid now, and the haughty 
JFaaMick humbled ! The young men were exceeding glad at 
this ** fcboildijiig tiie teii^le.," and the old men ware pleafed, 
,i O 3 though 
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ihough they feared ic would not rife (a btaiitlfol « thtt whidi 
the eqemy had thrown down ; and t^iat which crowned it all 
was, the decency, the good behaviour, and the peaceable way of

To. Some people; they fay, in the army, drink a health of 
that nature ; I heard fomeching -like it too from (^reeiiWichj X 
think they fay fome folks in HampOki're are mightily given to 
it: but thefe are Whigs, old Sir Martin MarralH and you know 
who it is thit they Would " confound ind damn." -What 
occailon have we to drink your confulion > ' Alas, poor hearts 1 
you are confounded already : your daufe, as we fay, is damned 1 
and fo will the friends of it too, if you do' not repent, and iuend 
your manners. Pr'ythee, honed Noll, do not mention that health 
any more, as a charge upon the Tories : we have had but three

be the Do€br's enemies^«-when I found that he did not fo muck 
as pretend to produce any authentic teftimony, but Ktfexzed us » 
the two letters of the relators names ; and yet charged the Do&or 
as peremptorily with them, as if his own eyes had feen, and his

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own ears had heard them — the indignation that would naturally 
rife in any breaft that had the lead acquaintaace with honour 
and virtue was flrange]y over-ruled, and even jufiled out of my 
mind, by an immediate refle£^ton upon the ftate and conditio o £ 
the Ci^rgy of the Church of England. To what unhappy cir- 
c\imftances are they reduced, when fuch falfe brethren are vio* 
Icotly obtruded upon them ! when fo many Anomala's, fo many 
unaccountable Ueteroclites, are found in their holy order, which 
ufed to be (b regular and fo coniiftent ! When the Gown is iUined 
witli fo many indelible fpots and blemilhes^ there muft be very 
great abatements of that honour and efteem, which tlieir high 
office gives tliem a peculiar claim to. With what face can* tiiey 
blame tlie Laity for withholding from them a part of that rt^ 
verence and refpe£^ which is their due, when there are found 
among them fuch as « fit and fpeak againft their brethren, and 
** flander their own mother's fons j" who delight in'expofmg and 
aggravating the infirmities and the failings of thofe of their own 
order who differ from them in the ways and means of preferving 
the primitive purity and glbry of the Church of England ; who 
will not with them think, that not to preach feme do6Vrines.^ is 
the way to have the people learn them, and tliat to preach againd 
others will moft cflfe£^ually perfuade the people to l)clievc and 
^ra6life tiiem ; in a word, fuch as will not be perfuaded by thcit 
-arguments and preferments^ that to betray a Church for reafons 
of (late is innocent and blamelefs, and to pull itjlown the 
fureft way to preCerve k. 

How often have I heard many of them enlarge, with mucfi 
malice, upon the ftories of this ix>ok ! drels up die Do^or in alf 
the frightful colours of Tyranny and Popery, and the blacked 
habits of wickednefs and vice ! I have heard them repeat the ac- 
counts of this Book here with as much pleafure and deadly hatred 
IK that Afftatt wrote them ; and affirm them to be true, when 
they knew, and really believed in their own confciences, that 
they were falfe. Methinks/if they had any fliare of that ** ChriOian 
«* temper, moderation, and charity,** which they pretend to value 
themfelves upon, it would have prompted them to endeavour to

Grandfather, being a Non-conformift, dtfinhorhed his Father for 
conforming to, and takipg orders in, the Church of En^and i 
for which heinous and unpardonable fin, he was always treated 
by his Family as a Baftard, and no Son ; fo that there was no 
con*cfpoaden%e between the two Families : and when he received 
tlu» vtik fkpm him^ he did indeed fay, but not in the rough 
maimer Biflet nencions« ** That he had heard of fuch a perfonD

I ptofefx, I almdfl envied tlie happy way lie 
has of delivering himfclf to them upon this fubjc6l ; 1 hare licar<l' 
lum r^coQut to them the long feries ef favours that chey have 
QCinferred upon Uiip fton^his almoA childhood till nowj and hc^ 
i^nowledges the vad debt to them, with fo Ijccoming an addrcf^t 
ID a manner fo fuitahle to the oc^afion, that it was as great, a* 
pkafure to me co hear liitn own his oUUgafious, as it was xo his 
good BcDefa$or& to lay him under them.

Cpllar of Brawn to ^e ^urth } Do not you think a Letter of 
this nature from that Bifliop to tlwfe Polemical Divines woul4 
ii^vc great influence upon them, dry up all their ink, and fpoil 
t^cir pens t

him ? Hey f what arc you dumb, old Noll ? Anfwcr me. 

W-H. Why, ifaith, I do not know what to fay .to. you ; ** the 
**- caufc was well enough,*' as the Judge faicJ, " before you puzzled . 
"it/* I wiih I was well out of the houfe, 1 believe thou wile.

'.BiiTetis Induikioufly in the wrot^g. I muft own to you,. we are 
looapttoinjproveupon any (lory againft the High-ilyers, and we 
do not much. infill upon tidUAiony and confirmation ; if it Is but 
biack enough, we define no more : and truly it is the thing Z 
vaoik ^iflike in our party j I have complained of it, but I could 

• never fee any amendment. I hope, though, you do not pretend 

* to jttltify the tefolution of thefe genelcuQen, ** not to trade mih 
«..• . , '• -.P a . ' «the 
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*^ the Diflcntcts t^ you had as good fhut them out of human* 
fociecy. 

To. I do not care if they were Jh fhut out. I am dearly of 
the opinion of thofe gentlemen 5 I am for U^thdrawing myfcif 
from all fort of commerce with them : they hate you upon prin- 
ciple ; and think they do God good fervicc, if they can cheat 
you 5 iti a word, fas gfl et ab hofii doeer'h I will learn to figiit of 
riiy enemy. Nothing has done die DifTenters more feiivieey'thaa 
dealing only with one another, where it can pafiiMy be done. I 

'know one that obferves this practice fo rdtgioufly, that he wfll 
htyt touch either food or ndntent, that was not bo^ht i^ the Qm^ 
of a Fanatick. They will fend for the lead trifle to the otHeiT 
end of a teng flreet to one of dicir own crew, when tlie viry 
liext neighbour, a Churchman, has it to feil : nay, I hare known . 
one of them almoft fpue at the liglit of an ungodly Mrnce-pye, 
and immediately devour it like a Cormorant, whcfi Ae good wo* 
man told him, " Honcft Mr. Such-an-one, who com«s often to our 
*« Meeting, was the maker." If a Tory had had a Rnger ra th6 
Pve, it would have been fupcrfHtious, and forWdden meat; andfd 
pdvvcrful is the touch of a Saint in this refpc^^, tliat ftrpetfHtion 
and intctdiftioa are taken off by it / and what that hats farrdifie^, 
muft not /be refufed, or eflccmed unhallowed. Afk them wh^ 
they are thus narrow- fouled ? why they confine their' cVeaKngs 
and their charity to one another ?

To. No ? I can give you the lie out of this, p. 5 : he chargM 
the Church (and you know who is the Head of it^p and that the 
prefent Miniders of State are true, and not o^caiionaly Members 
of it) witli Tyranny and Arbitrary Power j that every man's li- 
berty and property i$ infulted, that no one is fure even of the 
^eth in his head ; that High-church Tyranny, that is, the prefeiic 
^dminifbration, is worfe than Nero's or Dioclefian's. This, I 
£hink, is a note beyond £la, I am fure, if a man laft winter had 
idared to fay this, with the alteration of Low for High, the Com- 
mons of Great Britain would have employed Jacob Tonfon's 
predes a fecoad time P. The fellow is confcious to kimfelf, tliar 
no man dleems him, tliat he may fay or do what he pleaCes j for 
any Jury upon earth will bring him in Nom csmpos. But go oa 
to the other page, and there he illuflrates his propoiition, ** High-

But above all it is mod deplorable, that the Ladies fljould af- 
front and mob him j he exprelTcs a vaft concern for the irrepara- 
ble lofs of their favour ; he will never forgive the Do6l:or for 
cngrofling, as it were, all the Ladies ; a fex, I am told. Bidet 
lived by a great while ; and the little pra£lice he has with them 
now, I am well affured, is not the " Prafticc of Piety.** 1 mud 
own, I do not wonder to hear a Fanatick lament the lofs of his 
intereft among the Women j they arc as ufeful to a Conventicle 
as a Whig Miniflry, and, without taking a leafe of it, are forced 
to fupport, maintain, uphold, and keep it ; (hut the women out 
of the Meetings^ and «* there will foon be much grafs in tlic 
"*'* place." The fcditious Canter will read Wall Lefhires by 
himfclf, be no more regarded than the Mountebank upon Tower- 
Hill, the Rat-catcher by Bow Church, or lord Wyngham *" at an 
Impeachment.

^ upon a level with ^em, and have no claim to the fuperiority.'*' 
Now that noble Peer- is known to *^ condefcend to men of low 
** efhite as much as any body,** where he can " with fafcty 10 ' 
** his highnefs or fuperiority." I know him a& humble and con- 
<!efcending upon fome occafions as poffible. But if an Hedger^ 
or any Labourer, ihould come to him, and fay, ** My LoFd^ (ix 
** Horfes in your Coach are not neceffary 5 pray give me two>

He was foba made chaplain 
to king William and queen Mary j was fellow of Eaton College, rea^r 
of St. Auftin's, London, and le^urer of St. Duncan's in'the '\yeft, "Hit 
curious '* Eflfay on Miracles,** on which fip* Hoadly and others have 
aJiimadverted^ was printed In 1701 • Th« next year he obtained from

Wh. Come, here is one Arficlc more; and truly I do not well 
know what he means by it. Run over that ; then fum up your' 
Evidence, and adjourn ; for I am wonderfully deiirous to come 
to an ^chor ; thou haft toifed me up and down flrangely, and 
I am afraid I ihall be loll in the fVorm, which I am fure you 
will raife when you come to fum up and enforce what you 
have faid. 

To. Why, I declare, I do not know what to make of this fame 
i*welftblj. The Do61;or is charged in it with «* falfehoods in doc- 
'' trine^^ and fa£V," and that << he preached an old Sermon before 
** the Magriftrates of London, who he thinks deferved a new one,'' 
p. 3 I. The twofirft, he fays, ** tlie Honourable Houfe of Com- 
** mons proved againft him," as you may fee in the printed Trial ; 
and that this was not very nicely done, you m^y fee in the printed 
Trial alfo, if you look towards the middle of the Book. But, 
I perceive, the weight of this Twelfth Article lies chiefly in " his 
<' preaching an old Sermon before the Magiilracy and Companies 
" of London, who deferved the honour of a new one «." I bcr 
lieve their Worihips the Aldermen, . efpecially the. acute judges 
among them, had rather I lliould prefcnt them with an <* old 
** fine jewel," than with a ne<w one which fell Ihort in luftre and 
beauty. I believe the Do6ior intended them the hti\ he had, 
and took fomc time before he determined which of his Pifcourfes 
he Ihould prefent to them. 

I fancy Billet, by a new Sermotiy means ^. Sermon with *' new

mind and remembrance : this is as unwelcome to their Worfhips, 
as the falling of Bank-ftock, or the New Miniftry ; they dor^ot 
undeyftand doflrines that appear in old ruffs.

Wh. But pray was not this Sermon of the Do£kor's *' a com- 
** raon hack at Oxford^" as Billet affirms, p> 31 ? 

To. I have indeed heard the Do6tor preach upon tlie fame 
fubje^ at Oxford fome years before he preached at St. Paul's ; 
but two thirds of the* Sermon« at lead, wen: new, and fuited to 
the occalion of the day on which he preached. Billet is a very 
bappy man if he can appear always xeiv, and has no occalion to 
ixvife his old tuare. I do think tlie Clergy have the fame liberty 
in their Sermons, as the Queen has by law in her Fleet 5 they 
may build upon the old Keels, and keep themfclves within the 
Statute. A Merchant is fatisfied with a good Ship, though he 
^an difcover fome Tiipbcr in it that has been ufed before, whei^ 
be finds it is not rotten, but found and ftrong. The Jockey does 
not throw his Racer to the Dogs after he Iws run one beat. Thq 
General does not caOiier his Soldier after th« firft Battle ,• but 
intends, with Hudibras, that " he fhall live to fight another day." 
And I do believe the Clergy have fomething of this good huf- 
bandry among them ; and they are not at all to be blamed for it. 

Wh. I am fatisfied, if you are. Pray have you done ? I think 
you have faid enough upon this Article, and I hope our con- 
ference is at an end ; for he fays here, p. 32, " thatjic has done 
*' with the Doftor;'* and I am of the Judge's mind, If he has 
" done with his Text, I have done with bim.'* I never was 
fo midaken in any caufe dnce I was born : I was confident that 
tjie whole was true ; and that you could not fay any more foi: 
yourfelf, than 1 have been able to fay for myfelf. 

To. It is true, he docs fay here, p. 32, that he has done with 
pur High Prieft, meaning the Do£lor ; but, at the end of the 
Book, a Poftfcript takes him to tafk again j a word or two about 
thatr and fo conclude. Henc is a copy of a Letter written" to. tlic 
Do6tor by a Non-juror, and the Doctor owns that it is copia

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I do beliere there are many very cxcellttnt men. Thfe Dean is 
[teevifli, impatient, fcunilous, and always reviling ; lie has a 
grrat fharc of the worft wit, the fafrricaif and beftows it with- 
out diftin^ion upon all j mad that be has loll his preferment, 
and a/bameti, though willing, to regain it by taking the Oaths. 
After very great fcrvices to a Son of his in Magdalen College, 
he wrote this infolent Letter to Dr. Sacheverell. Such is the 
pride of the poor man, that he calls the Do^er plain Henry 
Sach^-erell, bccaufe he direfted his to the Reverend Mr. }ones, 
and not to the Keverend Mr. D^an Jones. He has a Son, « 
i)emy of Magdalen College, brought in by tlic Doctor's intercft 
Xvhcn he was Dean of that Houfe. But the young Gentleman is 
j>ot at all -careful to obfcrve the Laws and Statutes of that Society; 
he is *fo ^ery rcmffs, -^hat there has been fome motions made 
to cut him out of It : the Doftor interpofed, and defired it might 
not be done immediately ; he would fee what he could do to- 
wards reclaiming the young man ; and, if he met with no fuc-» 
cefs, lie would give his Father an account of it, and advife him 
to take his Son away privately, to avoid the fcandal of being ex- 
pelled.

To. You have him exa6^1y. ' I hope now you will allow 
tliat the Doctor is not in the intercftof the "Non-jurors; that 
the Jacobites do not court him, and phce their hopes in his help. . 

*Wh. "No, truly, this is pretty good evidence to the contrary 5 
1 fhall begin to think, as you faid jufl now, that "they pay 
i* their court fomewhere elfe." 

To. You may depend upon it, 1 am right in that notion ; 
and I believe you will every day fee'frefli confirmations of it. 
1 have now done ; for this other ^.etter is trifling, and not worth 
pur notice. As to i\\c debt to Mr. Matthews, the .Doftor never 
owed fix. pence to one of. that name in his life. There was a con- 
•toTcrfy of tliis nature between one Pt)vvel a Painter and the 
1 Po^or '< 
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Dbddr: b\lt'tli6 debt was paid ; and tliewiiole affair forgotten, 
cj^Cept the generous piitt that th6 Do6lor a6led in it, N«^hich was 
the more remark al)le becaufc he was then an Undergraduate 
and Very young S. 

Upon the wliole then, fs not the Doftor to eftecm it his greateft 
happinefs, that, when fo many malicious as well as piercing 
eyes are upon him, wlien the wiio^e herd of his enemies are 
fearching into his life pad and prefent; they can find nothing 
but ftich trifles as thefe to blacken or charge him with ? Pofte- 
rity, if poiTible, will have a better opinion of his charafler thaA 
We nd'w have, when tliey find that his nroft inveterate Adver- 
faries arc forced to have rccourfc to his younger years, and ar-» 
raign the Doftor in Divinity with the conimon and almoft nU 
iowcd'^ peccadt/lo*s of the Under-graduate. Tell me thfc man that 
can undergo (pardon the cxprciTion) fuch ** a day of judge- 
** mcnt,'* and prcfcrve his reputation as he has done. The Bi^* 
ftdp of St. Afaph had a true fenfe of this, and very handfbmely

Church May 24, 1669 ; biAop of Oxford fn Dec. 1674. He -svai traaal^ 
lated to London Dfec. 18, 1675 ; fworn of the privy council j andappointoi 
tutor to the princeiTes Mary and Anne, fucceffivety queens of Englaoi. 
He ftrongly expeiQed to be promoted to Canterbury ; and was greatly dif^ 
appointed when it was given to Dr. Bancroft in 1677, but more wbesi 
Dr. Tillotibn was preferred to it in 1 691. He was degraded front Sub 
«pifcopal fun^ion by king James^ Sept. 6, z686 $ and reftored Sept. mj^ 
1688. His leaining was fuperficial, but hi^ great diligence in <fi^ 
charging his epifcopal duties was truly exem^)lary. He is fakl to have 
been '* an humble, modeft, generous, and good-natured man; but weaSc, 
•* wlful, much in the power of others, and IVrangely 'wedded to a partyj" 
He appeared in arms at Nottingham a. little before the Revolution, ami 
declared his readinefs to fight for the prince of Orange. He was a trife 
fioin ani brave champion of the church, and a moft munificent beacfa^or 
7 ^ 
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of the Church of England. He tells hin;i, ** That a Book was ready 
" for the prcfs ; thathchimfc^f was hired to tianfcribe it, a p^ripf 
** which talk he did perform ; but it appeared fo ^Icteflably wicked, 
** fo malicioufly falfc and fcandalpuSj that he refufed, thcugh Ive 
" wanted bread, to go on with it.*' X^c poor niaj;i thinks liimfelf 
near his grave, is very ill, and very penitent; and, without any 
hopes of reward, gave the Do£tor this caution, as the only fatif- 
ia^ioB he could make him for engaging in it fo far as he had 
done. Some of the Doftor's friends are of opinion, that this 
Book of Billet's is the Book he mentions ; but, the Doftor only 
being concerned in this, it muft be another. This was intended as 
the fore-runner of fome greater wickcdneft. They were to fee 
ho\^ the world digefted this, l^efore they gaye us flronger mpat; 
but thanks be to God, that hpr Majefty put a "fl;pp to it; that, 
by the late alterations <», flic brqkq their meafvires, antj their 
hearts too.

Clergyman. I could plead a little in favour of a Lay Wliig";

that gives him his bread, into the ha^ifl^ of thftfe men that wiu 
certainly ftarvyehim when they have got }t, is to me the grpapeft

When he 
had learned to read, ^nd a UttU m ^orite, he was bound apprentice ttf a 
Aoe«Bsakflr.i When he was eighteen, he paocured a Li)y*a Grammar,; a 
GoeldflOaaTs Pi^kmary, OindV Metamorphofia, and a Latin Bible $ and, 

. liy the l^tj^. of thcfe boobf,. ac%uire4 Latia enough to read the works of 
aftrological authors in that language. He next appUed himielf to the 
fiudy of Greek and Hebrew i and alfo (ludied phydc.

"Rump, aDeftroyer?" Poor man ! he has Ixien fo long ufed to' 
call men by ivrong names, that he cannot bear to hear tl\ctn 
called by the right.

This confideration has hitherto kept me from obliging this 
^ll-natured prejudiced world with any of my lucubratidhsi and 
notliing could have prevailed upon me to do it now, but the 
novelty of this my undertaking. I am fo vain as to think thac 
the furprize of it will give the world fo much of the agreeable; 
9S will defend me from any forced criticifms or ft^:ained ccnfurcs /

That " Vindication" is afcril)cd to fo many, that I beUcvc no 
one but Dr. Sacheverell and the Printer can (hew the man ; but, 
if he 13 a Sprig f or a laft year's ihoot, no wonder, in my mind, 
that he becomes a RoJ, and does laih.

This, I hope, is enough to give th^ world a taftc of Mr. BiiTct's 
Second Performance. They know what they are to cxpe^i 
and I humbly conceive it will be a warning to all Printers, noc 
to be too forward in working for him. If I had time or pi-« 
tience, I would give you an account o£ fome other parts of liis 
intended prefent to the world \ but I proteil, when I am raking 
in his works, 1 envy even the Cold-finders of this metropolis :

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jJublick as " an excellent Difcourfc, and well worth the perufal 
•* of every Chriftian Reader." 

I fee now the force of your arguments and eloquence, wheii 
fueh a pert a$ that of the Review, fo ufed to fatire, can be tur- 
ned to a panegyri<ik in your favoUr, and a DilTenter be brought 
to chime in with a Churchman. 

Atfirft, I could not well imagine how you and Mr. Bickcrftaff 
and the Review (hould ever come to agree, when ihej are daily 
paiBng cenjun upon all the world, and you are at the fame time 
declaiming againft it* But I find yoii have qualified yourfelf 
for their company, by a paffage in your Sermon Svhich 1 oblerved 
to you in my laft, " That you particularly exercife the talertt 
" of cenfure yourfelf, and tranfgrefs the rules you fet to others.'* 
So that now it may be faid there is a triumvirate of Cato's m 
Great Britain. 

I find you have all three made yourfelves fo far trivy Coun- 
fcllors, as to advife her Majeily how Ike may heft difpofc of her 
Hereditary Right. I fliall not concern myfelf with the otiiet

Perhaps you, that are raw in politicks, may feq this ar- 
gument in a clearer light when it is applied to yourfelf: no 
doubt but you have a good right and title to your Canonry, by 
your learning, eloquence, and other merits ; you have likewif^ 
what One may call a Parliamentary Right. Now, if you had 
heard this laft right fo much iniifled upon as I have done lately, 
you would have been apt to think that people fufpefted your 
other titles. 

In my lafl, I meddled with little mote then your Dedication, 
and faid a word or two to your Text, which was more fhan yoa 
did. • Give me leave now to go a little further, and lay beforfe 
you fome odd points ia your main Difcourfe. 

I believe there is fcarce any man of figure befides yourfelf, in 

Great Britain, that would have dared, irt a public Difcourfe, to

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Revolution ?. I veriW bcUcvc, in my confcieiice, tlirit you meant 
them concerning Joo : but, feeing there was no mention of a 
Revolution in bis Hiflory, as you ctll it, what occafion was th«re 
for it in jfour Scnnqn ? You meant it innocently, or may be 
iheant nothing, by it ; but what then ? If you were not un^er 
fucb prote£Hon and mfucb company as you are, this would have 
laifcd great fuipicions againft you, and might with good managi- 
ment have been improved into a high crime againil the Govern- 
ment. 

i mention thb ooly as an indifcretion* New let us fee fbme of 
ypur (kropg reafoning againft rebuking in publick. Tou lay it 
down, tliat << it has been feldom known that any good has been 
*< done upon a guilty perfon, by publifhiug his crimes, and pro- 
«» claiming his infirmities. Sharp and fcvere methods will rathei 
^ harden and confirm him in his wickednefs, than reelaim hini 
" from it/' p. M» . 

1 am afraid, dear Friend, that,, by thefe general propofitions ol 
yours, you feem to encounter all laws, both divine and humat^ 
ccclcfiattical and civil. 1 own that I am not very well verfed in 
^cfe Laws, nor yet in the Prophets ; but I have heard that fonitt 
pf them^ as Ifaiah, Jeremiali, Hofea, and Jonah, in particular, 
were ordered to do fomcthing contrary to thefe propofitrons ; and 
to publifi and protiatm^ both to Prince and People, thofe fms 
ifirhich. were like to bring down God's judgements upon them, r 
Mid, as I remember, the King of Nineveh and his Nobles (who 
might probably be as great as ours) proclaimed a Faft, and put 
on fackcloth, and by their repentance faved that great city, which 
otherwife in forty days time had been brougliQ to deflruftion.

when they were compelled to fign /dmgninaiy au4 uwia||iMiil 
edi6ts againfl tlieir fubje£]ts. Buc of all the Eaitmjntes iliat 99^ 
branded to pofterity by the AnclantSji for I meddle not with HWr 
dern inftances, there is none, wligfe {^ory^ {bmo circmpftaAcef 
iconiidered, is better worth our prefeat recolledion than thaC o£ 
Rufinus. 

It were indeed to be wilfced that tlie Writers of his agr ha«t 
delivered down the tranfa£lions of it wicli more certainly: Vnt. 
the Ihort Effay I have here drawn from the mpft authi;|itici of 
them, imperfedt as it is^ will furnish more foUd and uft^ful w 
flections- 

Ru6nus thea was a native of Gaul ; but fo mean at)<| obici|i»^ 
that none of the Hiflorians have been able tp deduce his pedigrcf 1 
and we find little mention of him till he was made Captain of 
the Guards to Thqodofius the Great. It is probable^ his b^^* 
hing in the military fervic( was much lower, and more fuitab]|| tQ 
his extraction ; but by what ways and means he was advanced 
from them into this poll, we are mot told. Perhaps th<ry Wfjr» tpQ 
flagrant to be named : however that be, he at lai): became premier 
Minifter and fole Favourite, 

He had all the endowments and advantages Nature fiooli give 
him, except that of birth. His perfon, according co Ntoeptorus, 
Was tall and beautiful; his teniper compoied aod lediiie$ Us ad- 
drefs fmooth aud affable ; his converfation fubtk and inftnuatiiig s 
yAxizh fitted him wonderfully for the intrigues of a Couxt a fat 
his elevation (][uite turned his head, andf ioAead of making a 
tight ufe of itj by behaving hlmfelf with ^ratiitude and •eknoW*^ 
ledgement to his prince, with regard and decency to his fuff dor$» 
jie grew treachierous to the oae» and infoleat to the oiiher. Hi 
began to forget hi« original j to aegleQ: his old friepds ; «o fwf 11 
with an' opinion of his own fufficiency; ;o talk loudlf of Mil 
firvices zndlde/erts i to flatter his ambitioii and avarice wkh .^mi* 
bounded profpefts i and, in the end, to entertaiu tjiogghts eveji 
of the SoVereigu Power : in order to accompUfh which, he foujidt 
it ncceffary to remove mep of rcfolutioni WQrth» and probity^ 
from the court, and fill their places with fuch as wcce of mipnr 
moderate, obfequious^ and du6Ule priiiciiples. 

The firft attempt Tie made of this kind was upon Prommt^i 
•nef of Theodpfius's ^cncrjds;^ who, a little before, had defeated 

*' '■ ' ■ ■ !■;•■; ,. j^^ 
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ft' bodf of parbarians, and obtained a fignal and wonderful vi£^ory, 
whicli greatly eclipfcd the glory of Rufinus; wliich, had it 
been gained by him or any of his creatures, wonld have been 
diftiDguiihed with groMts znd titles. But Pronratu^ found very 
different efre6h from it ; he was not only denied favour %t court, 
but enried and traduced there, for having received the thank& 
and congratulations of tlie people on his return to ConAantinople. 
All this merit could not defend a brave and fuccefsful officer from 
the vile infinuations and calumnies of z jealous Favourite. He was 
a man of a fiery cnterprizing genius, forward in aftion, and 
fcarlcfs in danger ; fo far confcious of his own fervices, as to 
require juftice, and to refent injuries. Zozimus calls him, 
"Afi^a mTisre /txi» uplrlopAy &c. a man above the temptation 
of money, who fcrvcd his country and his prince without mean 
and fordid views, 

Tatianus and Proclus, men in great ports and of a confidera- 
blc hmHy, nvere tie next cyc-fore to him j their juft and im- 
piirtiai execution of their offices was a conflant refieftion on his 
fvil'adminiftration. He therefore took care to iiiifreprefcnt them 
loo to the Emperor ; and in a (hort time, by his falfe accufa- 
tions and other perfidious artifices, accomplifhcd their ruin, to the 
great detriment of the public, which loft a Patriot in the one> . 
, and a General in the other. 

But his. malice was not confined to Jingle ferfonsi he knew 
how to iUpopulafe whole cities, and was the advifer of that in- 
human and barbarous maifacre of ThcfTalonica, wherein not lefs 
than fevcft thoufand perfons were facrificed j for, to promote 
any deftgn, mens lives were of little confideration with him. 
It was on this occafion St. Ambrofe excommunicated Theodofius, 
and made him fenfible of the enormous crime he had committed, 
in gratifying an unchriftian revenge with the efFufion of fo much 
Wood. But Rufinus, who had been the caufe of all, was har- 
dened in impenitence, and infulted the emperor's devout con- 
tfition ; which provoked St. Ambrofe to rebuke him with the 
indignation he dcferved. This excellent and truly primitive Bj- 
ihop was not afraid of exerting his autliority againft the enemies 
of Religion, though never fo great and powerful. And it is 
much to l>e lamented, that his glorious example (bines at fo great 
a diftance as to have loft all influence on many of his Succeflbrs, ^ 
who hnfe a6tcd with a nearer view to their temporal advantages ' 

thaa 
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than to their fpiritual trufts ; and htYt not only given up thd 
ceremonies and difcipline of the Chorch, but^ under a more cz* 
tenfive chanty, liave proftituted her ^eJfetttUl and fumdmmeiOai 
rights to defignbtg Atheifirical Stattfmen ; and that too^ fonie* 
tiroes, in oppofition to the pious intertions of Religioas Prtnoes. 
But, notwichilanding all thtir •pntended meeknefs and low fnb- 
miihons to Layi^eii in. authority, they hai-e frequently betrayed- 
their love of dominioii over the Clergy, and, to gratify their re- 
venge, have not fcrupkd to ftretch thcif Vifitatbrial Power into a 
more than Papal Tyranny. But what is mc^ woodcrfiily and 
worthy our obfervation, is, Theodofius ;ill along retained a good 
opinion of Rufinus, and at his death appointed him Goyemor of 
his fon Arcadius ; which, as it is thf greateft bicmifli on his 
chara5lcr, fo it is a clear denionAratiop, that no prince can bo 
iecure from the ix)ifon of fuch vipers, when once admitted into 
his bofom : for Tiieodofius, notwithilanding the dttraSwH of the 
Pagan Hiftorians, who every where traduce, (^hriflianity and die 
profeiTors of it, is juflly recommpiided as a. pattern of ^f^agSf 
virtues, and in nooft things deferving the imitation of all Chrifiian 
princes, efpccia Jly in his great regard to the honour and difdpUne 
of the Church. 

. Ru£nus, after the death of Theodofius, was in reality emperor 
of the EafV, and Arcadius only nominally fo, thougli a prince 
adorned with every virtue, of a foul truly rpyal, of an heart en«- 
tircly Roman. He a£ted without controul, difpofcd of all of* 
iices, put. in and turned out, pardoned and punilhed, at pleafure.; 
He was, in a word, poiTelTed of unlimited power, and exercifed it 
at large over the nobility and the populace, who were now bath 
miferably degenerated froni the virtue and gjory of tlieir an^ 
ceflors. The dignity of the Patrician order was in a greati^ea- 
Cure extinguished; the Plebeians rights and privileges were, 
grofsly invaded; the laws of tlie Twelve Tables, the Magna 
Charta of the' Romans, were no longer held facred, but openly, 
j|nd fcandaloufly violated 3 the cqnAitution, and even the Roman, 
^ame itfelf, was in danger of being totally aboliflied. 

The SitiaUf that is, the. majority of it, was become little better 
than a eolUQion, or siflembly, of Penfioners, Preferment-hunters, 
Boy-politicians, Sham-patriots, Petty-traitors, and Court-flaves^ 
}jke the members of the prefent Parliament of France, being di- 
y^fted of tlieir original Senatorian authority; had loftaUfenfe 
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ttfjuflrg lA fnrk^ni of ▼otiag^ all ch^c foras of eloquftnos^ tbu 
%irk (Oi li]KirCy» whidi vuonted the old Ronums, and made tkkcm 
^ MtnMr of «bitMry and tfraDmcal powec ^ pn»eeditig9 
wtm to* violenty jio dccr^s too unjuft, no proCscvtions too fan- 
f^amsojf DP rdbltttions too abfurd, 119 adionsy no rafmagen»ent6« 
too piofiigata for them, when they were executing the commanda 
of tlvar great lord and mafter Rufinus, Thay were gr6\nt 
odioiia in ihe eyes of the people, and contempciUc in the opinion 
of him chief fervedi whole policy was, firfl;^ to make men pro- 
|ktt«te their charadcas to his drudgery, that he mif^u afterwarda 
diicfrd thsm at pkafune^ witiiout apprthan(ion9 o( danger from 
ihcir intsoBfts. 

Tifaariua had not «mik loafon to laugh at the bafe compKancea 
of tiw Senate in hii citnc^'when he cried out, bamin$i ad for* 
^utem parsiHs / ^ O beafts of burthen !'^ than Rufinus had af 
dtt iavjA ^ODdefceii&oiia of this. Bttt it may be urged, in apov 
logy f or f he fornier, though Tacitus makes a very fevcre xo* 
Ae&on sipoa diem* ScilUet ttuM Hiurn qui fuMicam ii&ertatem 
MoiUt Urn pro}t€f4t forvientium patientia Udihai^ ** Such abjcft 
?* oAntcnted ikrcs wcrfe naufcous, even to a Tyrant :" and Sueto- 
nius gives them no better chara£^cr ; Precantem fenatutfty it 
fratumhenttm fihi mi gmus^ atnhigtus tifiot\fis et caUlda cunflathn§ 
JuJ^indenSf ** The^mpcror vouchfafcd riot to anfvvcr the flatter- 
*^ xnz addrcflcs of the Senate, meanly begging and proftrate at 
•*%is feet?" f iay, it may be urged, in apology for the former, 
tint %Aat they did was in obedience to their fovereign j where- 
as tfe^ latter a£kd in vile fubmiffion to their fellow-fubjeft. 

•lor was the Bcclcfiaftical polity Icfs corrupt than the Civil : 
fyty tiMmgh the Qiurch had at this time a St. Ambrbfe, apd 
Ibiiia few laore Fathers, both in the ^aft and Weft, who were 
cJiampioAs," and ready to be miartyr$,for herj yet the gre^itcr 
toooiber of fccr Payors began to depart from the purity of h^y 
dofiWntesi* to renounce her homilies, to relax her canons^ to en- 
i^ottiage all (brts bf erroneous' opinions, to pi^ach up the iierce 
knd unchriftian principles of i^bellion, inftead of the meek- and 
jfMut^o |h:ellefk]ft^Of ^le-Go^. lt\& eafy to conceive what effe6| 
f«oii indulgences had, tn'ah age indina)^ to Herefy and Sdiifm'. 
I^en grew wanton in finotters of faith; every onealmofl was 
foi*»fqrmii)g a^^#^ of his owti; which, however ridiculous and 
ataford) 6b^lioinovB& and pibphaiiei n^er wanted ptofelj-tes. 
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The Free-tlfthkers^ «s thty ftyled throifblt^, tt^Mtod tfid 
Vntfthond tvith iht titknoft contempt, land denied Ihe fattfiidll 
attd eficjtoy of thoir oftcfc. Th^y Hdiculed th^ M^;s^9Me:r ^ 
Cfatiftlaincy) as rtotWttg hot incre df^fvii'on atrtd prv^ftttafi j tnd 
pOfblHIitd, without the letft ccnfurcj fhcir iineHgtJhd hrflighm 
Libels, ftbkii fttrni old hferttieal Authors, imd ptoned witfi tuatt 
Jifiinmnce tkan JrrgQtnent. The inferior rerdltrng Clei^, hi 
dcfiahceof ihetrdtttf and canonical obedlto6e>; n:viM t^ itoi* 
lotted life octhodo&c Wkop^^ and were o^senly rewatded and il^ 
^landed fen it; Whilft the trut fone of the ^urch wt»^ iitt' 
peathed and j)etfe€fttt»d, fordetcfting thtpmls xiithefk fa^ ^rt* 
tbr^ S and aflercing the caufe of her with a feaifcfs ttrd piitttt^ 
tire eeil.

hid be^n educatttd in the ir§iifakb^ fo he wouM firfnly iard!^r^%b 
it^ aM countenance only thofe of his own petfiafim.

*l*hus ftufinus every where intcrpbfcd, every where picvailed 4 
and Ins Hmhition for the prefent feemed fully fatisfied ; but lua 
avaru^ knew no bounds. This vas hifr predominanc paflkasv 
winch had for ibkne tnna kin coneesddd, and now at hnfgtk 
l>coka ouc Ilka a fiame pdnc4n. He made his poWer eneively ^b^ 
ftiTiMttok; allptfefieroieatSj^r^^S^^m^ civii, and -MfBtary^ 

I AUuiTin^ to Ac title «f Dr, SsartrcrtllVfcttratfs Strmctt. 
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pnblkly cspofed to fale, and even the determinitioffis of 
pmpeity were bought ami fold. He had informers and 
cfidencet in conflant pay, wlvo were inftru£tedy on occaHon, to 
fwtmr Wff ihugf to accttfi any body $ to prove this man a Luna- 
ticky and that an Ideot*. by which means he had the lives and 
foitones of all tlie fubjefts of die empire at his command. In a 
word, bis v^le aclminidration was one continued a£^ of rapine 
and plunder; and. though it laded but a few yearsy he had, by. 
his gramis firom Arcadius» contrihutims from the Provinces, and 
fia$rtums from the People, heaped together fo immeafurable a 
inai^ of wealth, that he grew too bulky for a fubje£t,and became 
danjgpvus to the Crown. 

Bttt^ notwithilandtng his immoderate love ofmonejf, he had his 
cztravaganccs, which appeared chiefly in the magnificence of his 
buildings : for he ere^^ed the moJi: furoptuous and ftately fabrick 
in the whole c^pife ; and fo vail was the expence of it, that the 
world, with ibme reafon, fufpe£^ed he had recourfe to the imperial 
cofiers, whilft^ works of .greater importance flood ftill for want 
<»f money. Hiilorians have left us no particular defcriptions 6f this 
• bouie i only Sozomen fays in general, that it was an iromenfe 
and coftly fabrick, built to perpetuate his name and family. 
But it happened to him, as it has fuice done to Wolfey ^ and 
others m England, that what he dedgned the monument of his 
greatnefs and glory proved one occaiion of his difgcace and ruin. 

He afiefbd nothing more than a peipetual fnioothnefs and af- 
lalulity in his outward behaviour ; but underneath tliere lurked a 
petfecttdng and revengeful foul : I may add alfo, the tria) and 
impeachment of Lucianlis, defcribed by Zoiimut and others, 

^ Cacdinal Wolfey poCTeffed, for fome years, all that power and gran- 
deur which could be enjoyed by ihe greateft favourite, and moft abfolute 
minifter, under an arbitrary prince. After he was created cardinal and 
confl.ituted legate (Sept. 7, J515), he.exercifed as abfolute a power in the 
chorch, as he did before in the'ftate. ' His abilities were e^ual to his 
great ofiices.; but thefe were by no means e4|ual to his ambition. He was 
the only man that ever had the afcendant over Henry ; but his fricnd/hip 
/or him did not f < exceed the love of wonaen :** the violence of that psflion 
was adt only too firong for the ties of friendlhipy but of every law human 
and divine. Had the cardinal not pppofedit,. he. bad perhaps been fafe. 
He fell into dtfgrace foon after the king*8 marriage with Anne Bol^n ^ 
ihd died, in his 60th year, Nov. 29^ 1 53a* 

• black 
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black as any of his cruelties^ though it proved fatal to hitnfelf} 
for it raifed a general difcontent and clamour throughout the 
empire, which was not, in all liis fubtlety, ever a6lually to be 
compoied. The people of Antioch, where Lucianus refiilled, 
had liim in great efleem and veneration ; and when they found tQ 
what extremities Rufinus was proceeding, they committed fcreral 
outrages, demanding juflice, and threatening revenge. Ruiniu 
was not a little furprized, to find his old friends the popvlace 
turned upon him; and, afluming a fpirit of Patriotifm, h« en-- 
deavoured to appcafe their rage, by pretending that Luclanus- 
fhould^be ufed with tendernefs and humanity ,when atthefamc time 
he was a6tually defigning his life. Such is the moderation^ fucli 
tlie mercy, of Politicians and Statefmen ! But Lucianus wanted 
not an advocate iu the midft of his futFerings, which, to his im- 
mortal honour, when others mtanly /briini, dared undertake the 
caufe of perfecuted innocence. 

The riot on one hand was condemned, as no lefs a crime than 
ireafon \ on the other, it was excufed, as a juft remonftrance an4 
a cafe of necejjity : however, to pafs it over, he had now formed « 
deiign to marry his daughter to Arcadius. But Fortune, that had 
hitherto denied him nothing, forfook him here ; and Stilico^ bjr 
his agents at Conftantinople, found means of recommending au- 
other lady, and engaged the emperor's afFe6tions before Rufinus 
bad the Icaft fufpicion of it. 

After this, his power began vifibly to decline : the people freely 
arraigned his mifmaaagementst expofed his corru^tiojts, and called 
aloud for rejiitution and jujiice. Some uttered bold f^ecbes ia 
public afTemblies ; others wrote inve^ives againil him ; and 
even his own flaves defcnde^l him with lefs zeal and vigour 
than ufual. 

Stiiico was too wife and vigilant a Statefman, not to impiovc 
this opportunity to the bed- advantage. He was of a more ez« 
tended genius, and better Ikilled in fmclles, the (Iratagems and 
myfleries of a deep and intricate policy, than Rufinus blmfeif:, 
he was the man in the world moft capable x)f turning bis own. 
weapons upon him, and making the means of his advancement 
the inftrument of his ruin; which he the ^ore ea&ly effefled 
by the affifVancc of the Lady who by liis intercfl: had been fa 
highly preferred, and who now reigned abfolute in the bcar^ of^ 
Ai^cadius. She ^employed her whole infiuencc in favour of bioi ;, 

and 
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ftid Wtt ^bundamly co&viiiceJ, thac her own happinef^, as wett 
SI bis, dtpetpAed entirely on the fopprcffion 6f Iftufinus and his 
ftnOy ; lie coqM czpeft omitbg but revenge and blood from i 
S l ^Wid mAfippiaxted Stateftnan ; nor fht any thing lefs front 
* fiamk tRfaffointed Rival. Such enemies were not to be ap« 
paffd, but deftroyed. 

All this while Rufbtis obfenrcd their motions with a ftriS 
mdiMachfiil eye : he was fo confcious of his own guilty fo jea- 
Ittds in Ms nattlte, that he apprthended every thing from a Farty 
tvluch Wte ibiow coming into full power ^d authority : a Partj^ 
Afliag^ Ulhcrto fmalkr in number than his own, yet always 
iBDtt tbbfiderable in etlecm, being compofed of men of the 
llfft tiiflc, the largeft properties, and the greateft abilities; 
n^bMA BO motives eould induce to acquiefce tamely under the 
il^evanees and calamhies Of their country, who could not without 
honor nffitSt on the confequences of an endangered Church, a 
fnbveited conlHtution, an exhaufled treafury^ and a perpttuai 
itrvi who preferved the principles of religion, honour, and 
loyalty, in the word of times, even under Ms moil deUflahU 

Btt he was not more morti6ed with the apprehcnfions of hi« 
«ywn min, than with the thoughts of Stilico's grandeur and re* 
fiaCttfon ; aind refolved, if poUiUe, not to pan from his powers 
withaiit giving fome coneuflion to the flate, which he conceived 
Would moft naturally be efFeftcd by calling in Foreign Powers f 
and diettfore made a fecret league and ilrid alliance with the 
Gokhs, &nns, and Alatis^ But his chief depend ance was on 
Alftic the Goth, a prince and hero of great renown, who* had 
tidmnimded the Confederate 'fi^b^ians inhabiting the Banks of 
die Danube, in that memorable vi61ory obtained near the Julian' 
Al]ps ov^ the ufurpers of the Weflern Empire on the death of 
VUentinian. It was this Alaric who afterwards diHinguilhed 
\&$ nulitary virtues by many futcefijfiil triumphs in Italy, and* 
wlmii dicHiftorians have tranfmitced down to poflerlty as a more 
Atti feoond Hannibal^ in conquering and demorilhlng Rome 

Matters thU^ fettled abroad, he wanred not infhruments ehouglr 
ar borne, ready to do their part in any hardy and defperate en- 
itstptm, Oi thefe AntiocKus wais the chief; one more able to 
> jnd annoy, riistn to dite6t and govern j and fo naturilly 

bene 
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ijtnt on fedition and mifchief, that he is called Uom^Ui t^at^t^ 
•' the engine of iniquity." Rufinus had for tver engaged him to 
his intercft, by making him Proconful, or what we now call Lortl 
Lieutenant, of Greece ; wlipre he ravaged and plundered all be- 
fore him. There were many^ particularly Gerontius, whom ho 
had alfo obliged, by putting under his care the Streights of Ther- 
mopylae, which, lying on the Gulph of Ziton, gave him the 
command of the fea. Gerontius was a man of lefs abilities tlian 
Antiochus, but, equally zealous to promote all pernicious and 
tfeafonable pra6l;ices. 

This attempt not only rouzed StUico's indignation, who had 
conftant intelligence of the moft minute fprings and progrefles of 
it J but, with good reafon, gave great offence to thofe who had 
any regards to the common faftty. And what a deplorable cir- 
cumftance is a nation in, when its chief Minifters fly to Foreigner* 
on every approach of danger j betray their trufts, barter away 
the confUtution of their country, and, in defiance of their natural 
prince, enter into rafh and rebellious treaties ! 

Here I may, without much digreflion, obferve, that, where 
Foreigners have been too freely admitted into any fettled go- 
vernment, they have feldom failed to alter the manners and reli- 
gion of the people, and the nature and frame of the conilitution i 
which is the greater argument agaiaft general naturalizations, 
when we confider that the fcum and dregs, the vagabonds and 
beggars of other countries generally take the benefit of fuch 
laws. Methods that are proper to advance a flate in its begin- 
ning and infancy are often pernicious to it in its full growth 
and perfeflion. Rome owed its rife to the admifTion of the 
Sabines, and its ruin to the admillion of tlie Goths. 

But Rufinus was now tranfported witl\ the hopes he enter* 
tained.of fupplanting Stilico, and dreamed of nothing lefs thaa 
a crown : for he was not content to oppofe him only, but, ac- 
cording to the ufual gratitude of Favourites, he had of late en- 
deavoured to leHen Arcadius in the opinion of his people ; to 
reprefent him as a poor weak prince, unqualified forythe bufineff 
of empire ; and, by fcattcring vaft fums of moneyf had drawa 
fome brave troops and perfons of diflin£lion into his Fa^^ion^ 
who were to join Alaric, depofe Arcadius, and proclaim him 
emperor i th« confequenot of which was to be, a military go- 
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▼eminent, the conftant fupport of ufurpation, and one of the 
grcatcft calamities a kingdom can labour under. 

Thus the condition of princes is more unhappy than that of 
private men. Their high ftation renders them incapable of re- 
ceiving the returns of friendlhip, or*of knowing the hearts of 
thofc that profcfs it to them. Their power of doing good and 
conferring benefit* excites ambition and errjjf where it ihould 
j^roducc duty and gratitude. Nor arc we to account for this> 
' upon the vile notions Hol>bcs and his admirers have of human 
nature in general ; but rather to impute k to the paiticular mif- 
fortunc of kings in the choice of their Favourites, or to the cor- 
ruptions that are too often contrafted in Court- education. 

But to return to Rufinus. After he had projefted this black 
treafon againft the bed of mafters and mofl indulgent of princes, 
ic was infatuated rnto a fecnrity of fuccefs ; infomuch, that he 
had aftually prepared the donative, the purple, and all the cn- 
6gns of majefty, for his inveftiturc. 

But Gaines, a celebrated general, and a friend to.Stilico, rc- 
folved to prevent the ruin of his country, by the deftruflion of 
Rufinus ; and he accordingly accopaplilhed it, on tlie very day 
tliat he liad intended to dethrone and murder Arcadius. . 

After the foldiers, who were his willing executioners^ had 
killed him, there was no vile or contemptuous treatment wanting, 
to infuk his dead body. His head was fixed on tlic point of a 
lance, and his mangled carcafe lay expofed in the (hjcctSi to tho 
fury of the multitude. A coiumon foldiex cut off his right- 
band; and had fo contrived it, that, by drawing thp fmcw^ 
which moved the fingers, he could make, it grafp any tiding 2iX> 
pleafure. With this hand he ufcd to receive bribes ; he wait 
about begging alms, and crying at every door, Aoti ry axXiru% 
•* Remember a poor infatiable wretch." Tlie people, plcafe^ 
witl> any thing that ridiculed and expofed tlie memory of Ru- 
finus, applauded the fellow for his ingeuuity> and beftow^d theijr 
mocH-charity upon him. 

§uch wa^ the end of this mtgbty Favourite : and, it n\ay. be. of 
Jnftru^on %o other§, that covetoufncfs can never amafs richer 
fufficicnt, nor policy form alliances ftrong enough, to fecurc 
them at laft from the refentments of an injured and oppreffeil 
nation : they may fee the fatal effe6ls of ambition and avaric^ 
and the natural inftability of «^w and fuddett grcauicfi^ ; they 

may 
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nftiy Icafn, that the hvtyiri of ^ood princes are not longer to ht 
relied on by their minifters, than they give fatisfa6Hon and do 
juftice to their fubjefts. ' 

Arcadivfs, af^er he caMe td fefte6l fully on the iniquity o^ 
Rufinus's actions, expreifed an utter dcteftation of his memory, 
attainted his blood, feized his lioufe, and confifcated his eflate s 
bvit he permitted his Wife and Daiaghter, objcfts below hi^ royal 
vengeance, to ileal into fanftuary ; where with difficulty they 
wfere pwferved from tiie rage of the people, to whom they had 
made themfolres obnoxious and hateful, by their exceilire covet;* 
oufnefs, pride, and infolence. 

Now StiHco dire£bed the councils of the Eaftem and Wefbm 
empire^ without a rival j and ihswed the good difpoiitiori of his 
Miniftry, by eudeavouiidg to com})ofe wars and tumults, and to 
reftore peace and htpptnafs to the Romaiis. 

Flora this fingle inftance, it would be eafy to clcmonftrate, 
tint a FaroUrke MinlAry is fundamentally deftru£tiTe of good 
goremment, aiid aqually: ^rnioious to the Prince and to the 
People: to the Prince, in that it endangers his crown, divefts 
him of his fovereignty, betrays him into a negle6l of his beift 
friends, 'gives a low idea of his abilities, begets a contempt of 
his perfon ; and, in a word, makes him the tool Tacitus dcfcribcs 
Clauds Caifar, Prmceps cut Mnjadiciitm iion odium efl, nifi inefl-^ 
tdM dcjujfam, *^ a priftce that is neither allowed the ufe of his 
«< reafott hot the freedom of his pafHonS, but is taught even to 
« yoe and hatit*' to the People, in that h (huts up all accefs to 
thtfthtbue-, defirays their fundamental rights, delivers them over 
to the tytaiih)' of thcii' fellow-fubjefts, renders the whole ad- 
miiiiftr'atioh partial, and eonfcquently unjuft arid opprcflive, 

Coilftantinc" the Great \Va§ fb convincied of thefq truths, and 
fo Ikilled iti fhe policies of government, that, upon the firft 
ratmilurs and fertOfifbratici^s of tlie people againft his Minifters 
and Favourites, for their infatiablp avarice and mifapplication of 
the publid itiOney, he iflucJ Out the following ediHy which 
BafOniUS calU San^io fdriSiUlma^ dignafane qua ad veluiH cujuf* 
qtti prindpiS praforibus affigatuff cum f ape contingat honos prin* 
cipis aUUcoram^ mintfirorumt et magtflratuum perperamgeflis rebUs 
efitrmitef infamaria ; *' a moft righteous law, and worthy to be 
** engraven on the' gates of all royal palaces ; for it too often 
** happens, that tTid' bell princes fuifer grievduity in their cha- 
U ft <« raOcrt 
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*' ra6^crs by the mal-adroiniftration of their coumers^ miciflers, 
^ •* and magiftratcs.*' 

" To all our SuJ)jc6ls throughout tlie Provinces. 

** If ch«eTe f>c any pcrfon^ of what jsJacc, condition, or quality 
•* foever, that can truly and fully prove any of our Judges r 
«* Generals, Favourites, or Courtiers, guilty of undue and cor- 
" rupt prafticcs in the'cxccution of tl\eir refpe&ive trufts ; let 
** him with all freedom and iecurky approach the throne, and 
" appeal to us» We ourfclvcs will hear and take care of all ; 
.« and> if the fa6is lie proved, will do ourselves jufticc. Let him 
^ accuCe them with all freedom and fecurity ^ for, as we faid, if 
** he make good hU allegations, we will not fail to do ourfelves

" with fpecious but deceitful counfeU, And, for his encourage^

*' him with honours and riches. So may the divine Pnxrixlence * 
'< ever prote£k oitr royal perfon, and make us ha^ipy in the 
*< flourijihing condition of the empire !" 

Here, the prerogative of the Prince, and the liberty of the 
Subject, which Ibme Republican fcherne^ make incompatible, 
are vindicated in the fame breath ; and, no doubt, when righly 
underflood, they will be owned to be the bell guardian of each 
other. Prerogative, if it were not bounded by Liberty, would he. . 
apt to grow into Tyranny ; and Liberty, if it were not reftrained 
by Prerogative, would as naturally run into Anarchy. Jxtre' 
pidus etfecurus accedaty interpellat me^ ipfe audiam omnia, esc- 
preflcs a very tender fenfe of thtjalu* fopuli, and is what a fub- 
je6l will only aik of his prince. Ip/e me vindi€abo deeo^ qui tnt 
ufque ad hoc tentpus Jmulatd inUgritate deceperit, is the voice of 
majefty, and what a prince ought to fay and do» in affertion of 
hlmfelf and his facred authority. 

When tliis edi6t was publilhed, the Romans were in no very 
free ftate ; and yet we fee what ample fatisfa^on . they received 
from an abfolute and unlimited prince. Nor did he think it 
any diminution of his fovereignty, to deliver up his chief Fa- 
vourites to the juft complaints of his people : for they could not^ 
with 9II their fubtlety and influence, impofe upon him, " that 
** an in(][uiry into public mifmanagemen^ was affrontlve to 

*«MaJefty;* 
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*< Majefty." On the contrary, he knew fuch doftrincs were ad- 
vanced by thofe only who meartt tlieir own fecurity mort thaft 
his fervke, and who would inake princes accountable for the 
anions of their mii^iflers ; wlilch is a &ate of bondage incon* 
iillent with the principles and nature of Monarchy. 

Now, whether this Jaw is a. pattern for fuccceding ages, Icfs 
abfolute than Conftantine ; whether, wlKn tlieir Favourites be- 
xome perfidious and infolciH, when their Judges give falfe and 
illegal judgements, when their Treafurers fcjuander aad mira^ 
ply the public money, when their Viceroys plunder the Provinces 
they (houlci protcft. when their Generals for mean and fordid ends 
protra£l bloody and expensive warsj Avhethcr, in fuch clrcum- 
ftahces, Mercy .Ihould'jpot prevail over JulHce, is, with de- 
ference, fubmitted to tnofe whofe duty and hufinefs it is to aflifl: 
Princes with ^heir oounfcls, and to redrefs National grievances. 

But to difcufs tiic T04)icks above named at large would rcqmre 
a volume j and that is not intended hera. Befides, they might 
^e illuftrated with examples more modern tlian this of Rufinus; 
which, as -they are of .iiearer concernment to us, may hereafter: 
defgrvc our inquiry and examination ^^

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AN ESSAY ON CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 

Infcribcd to Sir William With-ers ^ 

AS to a Body Politic, it ought to be governed by its charter, 
whether it be a city or other wife. Now, if it be a city; 
wherein there i; a mayor aod ^Id^rmen, a coromon-counei^ and 
freemen, there, I fay again, every one of them, in their rcfpcAive 
capacities, have the right of ele^ing of officers in that city | 
And though I know the fuperior governors dp ufurp a tyrannical 
power over thfc poor freemen, as we dp in our inferior ad-, 
miniftrations, where the inhabitants' of every little village arp 
forced tofubmit to the abfolute government of the headborough« 
churchwardens, conftables, or tithing-men, of the faid villages I 
I fpeak of my own knowledge, having had long experience of 
rule and dominion, as I may fo call it, without controul : yet'^ 
notwilhftanding all this, I muft beg leave to fay, it it a falfc ftep 
we magiftrates make, when we thus endeavour to enflave the U- 
benies of the people committed to our care.* ' ' 

In ancient times^ the 'mayor, alidermei), and co»iniamty,\vere- 
all fummoned to the eleding of flich ofiicers a& Were to govern 
their refpeft^ve cities ; and rfie community was then not fup* 
pofcd to' be rcprefented by the common-council, but by fomc fe- 
)cft, honeft, difcrect, and wife men, chofen by the citizens 9$ 
j:heir reprefentatives, or the wiiole body of the commons, for 
thcfe following reafons, which I fliall humbly offer to your 
.confidei ation. 

1. That the jurifdiftion of a mayor, or aldermen, flieriffs, &c. 
extends 10 a local jurifdi£lion ; and therefore ought to be chofeij 
bv thofc who live under their power, free of their city, 5ind none 
eifc. 

2. Becaufe freemen of the city pay fcot and lot, and are,boun<J 
to afiift the chief officers of the city. 

3. Becaufe queft-men, jury-men, conftables, and fcavengcrs, ar^ 
*1] chofen by the community of every ward ; and it is as equally 
necclFary and juft for the well-government of the city, that th^ 
Sheriff's officers ihould be diofen by the fame. 

/ l«o.rd Mayor of |«oodoA in itoS.. 
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4. If there be any mifmanagement in government, the citizens 
"living in the city muft be taxed, and pay fines for mifgovcrn- 
mcnt ; and therefore it is moll fit they fiiould have their vote in 
election. And farther, if any accident liappen by fire, or the 
mifcarriage of one or more of the chief officers, ifit fo fall out 
that the ureafure "fiiould be exhauftcd aiid mifapplied, I would 
fain know who mlifl: be refponfible for it 3 the feveral focietics of 
the whole city, or the community, and every particulat member 
tliercof ? 

And here give me leave to exprefs with forrow, what I am fure 
h the whifpcring, nay the report of many, and, 1 fear, too true, 
that the cry of the widow and the orphans doth folicit for 
vengeance againft fome magiftrates ; but 1 Iwpe, your Worfhip 
and I may with fafe cohJTciences wadi our hands from fuch guilf 
and oppreffion : it is true, they wear cbai?u of goU, but they arc 
<bdins as well 2iSgoU; and though tht'ir gowjis are honour ahUf 
they are very burtheufime. 

' I ihall proceed to enforce the argument for the freemen of 
cities and corporations ; and IhAlI confider, once for all, whcthei* 
the companies of the feveral mifteries, or the freemen of London, 
for example, have a right to chufe mayors, aldermen, arid 
flicrlfFs : and I do allert this for a truth, that the freemen only, 
tor their rfeprefentatives who fhall be a6tually cliofen to reprefent 
the freeman (excepting th^ tord-mayor, aldcrmeil, and common- 
council), have a right to this eleAion. It is plain that die very- 
city and common-courtcil in all things do acknowledge this to 
be the people's right j for, upon their eleftion of reprefentatives 
in parliament, the commiflions they give them run in the name 
of the whdle commonalty of th* city: and it is gienerally ad- 
mitted to be the people's right, in all a£l:s of common-council, 
and other public a6ls, which run iff tlic name of the commonalty 
df the city. They are tiiercfore fuppofed to do tliofe afts them- 
felves, of by their deputies. 

But I will waive this, left your Worfliip fliould think I would 
reduce all government to ah uncertainty, by difFolving it into 
the firft principles, and fo feem, at laft, to run upon that rock of 
confufion, which fome people would have us fpMt ourfelv.es 
upon. Now I crave leave to inform you, that the firft records 
that fliould liiake out the people's right, in moft corporations of 
IDngland, are citiier era beetled, burnt) or loft : but, the liberticf 
V 4 ^ 
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of London bcFsg conHrmed by Magna Charta, it is plain thsit 
they not only cxifted before tliat time, but that thofe com'inoii 
libenies were grounded upon right reafon, fo are confirmed by 
common law, and by confequence are unalterable i and any law 
made again ft thofe liberties of London, either by a power within 
the city or without the city, is null of itfelf. Now to make ic 
Appear, that it was one of the city liberties, before the Great 
Charter, that the freemen ihould chufe their chief officers, we 
can go no farther than their charter granted by king John, which 
is the firfl charter the city of London hath extant.: and by that 
charter it is faid to be granted to the barons of London, yearly to 
elc£t a mayor and IherifTs. The word barons doth import no 
more than }\i^ freemen of London; for then iht freemen oi every 
fort were called barons^ though at this time it is a title of 
nobility. 

Now every body muft allow, that this very charter was not the 
original of thofe liberties of London, which are mentioned to be 
granted ; but that it was only declarative, (hewing what the li- 

\berties of the city were. And here I muft infer, that this 
charter, declaring that the barons of the city, wherein every par- 
ticular citizen is included, fliould chufe the mayor, iberiffs, &c. ; 
this, I fay, doth but declare what was the common right of all 
the citizens of London before this cliarter. Whence we may 
conclude, that, before the Great Charts, it was the right of the 
citizens of London, none excluded, that they fliould chufe the 
ma^'or, &c. and fuch a right as J a(k leave to affirm to be unal- 
terable ; that is, juftly fo : for, being a right l>y the law of 
Nature, it is fuperior to all other laws j and other laws are only 
fo far right as they agree ^itli this. However, I may more 
boldly fay, that this libeny of the citizens of London, being con- 
firmed by the Great Charter, cannot be null by any aft of com^- 
mon-council j and, in my poor country opinion, 1 thfnk it was 

' not in the common-councirs power to make an aft tliat might 
debar all but the liverymen of the feveral- companies to come to 
the election of mayor and flierifFs j for they could not take away 
the right of the citizens declared by their charter. And in the 
lirft charter, and all otliers, it is faid to be granted to the ciuzen$ 
iiuiefinitely to chufe of themfelves a mayor ; and the charter 
pught to be conftrued in favour of right j and fo it is to be taken, 
t}^t ic is granted to aii the citizens y juid tlu^ tlieir right is apt* 

parently 
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parently tlie ufe of it here mentioned. And in the 20th year of 
Edward the Third, 1347, there is an aft of a common hall re- 
corded, wherein it is faid, " That there gathered, togetlier, on 
** Simon and Jude's day, the whole commonalty into Guildhally 
** London 5 fo tliat the whole hall was full with the com* 
*' raonalty." 

The words of the aft were thefe ; " And it is agreed, that 
'* from henceforth there fliall come the mayor, the aldermen, and 
** alfo out of every ward of the city of London twelve,, eight, or 
" fix, according as the ward (hall be great or fmall, of the richeft 
** and wifeft of every ward j and fuch numbers, with the mayor 
** and aldermen, Ihall intermeddle and chufe a mayor and flierifit 
** for the year following." This is a fufficient proof, I think, 
that it is the right of the citizens to ele^l j for accordingly they 
did meet together, the whole body of the freemen ; and, finding 
it inconvenient, the commonalty jdid agree, at a full hall, that 
fuch a feleft numlTer ihould be chofen by every ward, and fent 
to the eleftion of a mayor and iherifTs. And it is probable this 
was not the firft time that fuch an agreement was made j but 
tliat this was made after the commonalty had, upoh fom« oc- 
cafion, re-aflumed the power of ele£ling to themfelves :- for, ac- 
. cording to tl\is agreement, it was the practice of the city for fome 
ages before it was put into the hai;ds of the liverymen of each 
company. 

It is apparent, that it was the confiant praftice for the lord 
mayor, Iheriffs, aldermen, and the whole commonalty, to cleft 
every year : fo that the Records make it plainly appear, that the 
whole commonalty was either by themfelves or their deputies, 
which were felefted men of their feveral wards, wherein i§ un- 
derftood the fame thing as the commonalty. And, if it were 
needful to firengthen this, I could prove that parliament»mea 
were chofen by the lord mayor, aldermen, and the 'reprefentative 
of the whole commonalty of the city 5 which admits that they 
were all there in their pcrfons, or in their deputies, to chufe 
them, and give them their commifiions ; elfe the commpnalty is 
abufed, in having their names ufed in the commiifions. 

Now I fliall conclude from all this evidence, that, it being 
the liberty of all the freemen of London, by themfelves or de- 
puties, to chufe tlie lord mayor and Iheriffs ; and this being con- 
^rmed to them by Magna Charta, as unalterable -, I afiert, it was 

not 
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not. in the po«^cr of the common-council to take away tlie fre«- 
snens right j nor to fay who (houkl be the peoples deputies, tliem- 
felves being deputed to another power. So that I conclude It 
WIS the ancient undoubted right of the citizens of London, b7 
tli«nl'«lv«s or tlieir deputies, to make their ele6tio&of their mayor 
and fheriffs, and other chief officers of the city } and I coniicive 
di0 right of the freemerf of the city of London, to be the com- 
mon right of moft corporations and freemen of the kingdom of 
England. 

But, from tliefe particular points> relating to ouyfelVec and 
fereral corporations, let me pafs to the c6mmunication of xny 
dkoughts concerning tlie ftite of the natiotty and the prefeiic 
pofture of affairs in Europe. 

I cannot but tell you, Worihipful Sir, that fomifiopU ajfe 
wifer than fomt, tliough I do not boaft of my own wifdomr. 
There is a great deal of difcretion in thexhoice of mitij time, and 
^aee : fo that ** one man's meat may become another^s poifon/* 
Some ages ago, our anceflors of Gotham endeavoured « to hedgfe 
•* in the Cuckow," with fome effe6^ : about two years ago we 
made the like attempt to " hedge in a High -flyer ;" but out 
Matta^eri were Owls, and he got the better of us. So, about 
fixty or feventy jTans fincfi, an honcll la<l fang a fong of ** Th6 
*^ K.ing iltail have his o\7n iigain ;" and every body liked it ; 
but a certain fellow fang the fame words the other day,- and wa$ 
^carried before the juftice for it. This puts me in mind of a ♦ * 

C^ti$ra difunU 
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Tie LIFE of William Earl of Flak^eh'i, 
Son to Robert ^ Duke of Normandy. 

ROBERT dpkc of Normandy, in his return from die 
Holy Land, in tlie year eleven hundred, took to wife dife 
lady Sibilla, fiflier to Wiliistm earl oi Flanders K She was « 
woman of great virtue and wifdom, as well as beauty ; and 
managed affairs, both public and private, in tlie abfence of her 
huiband, with as much condudl as he could have done if prefent | 
and fome perfons went fo far as to give her the preference. But 
ibe -lived not long in' Normandy, beings deceived by the envy and 
fa^on of fome noblemens ladies ^ : however, (he had one fon 
xhtTCf who was named William. 

Duke Robert being defeated in the figlit at Tenechebray >, 
f 106, and taken prlfoner, and afterwards, upon his endeavouring 
to efcape, having his eyes put out, 1 107, and being more clofely 
confined, could not but leave his infant fon in a defolate and 
miferable condition. However, tlie young prince found fafcty 
and protection in the court of France j where, by good education, 
added to an ingenuous and tra£Vabk difpofition, he gave extras- 
ordinary hopes of his future virtues. It was not only ah ajfit of 
charity and firieadfliip in the French king to breed up this prince ; 
but he l)a4 his title to the dukedom of Normandy at leaft, if not 
to the crown of England, as a perpetual curb to king Henry, 
whole power, wifdom, and riclies, began to grow formidable to 
his neighbours. 

It was not many years before there was an occaiion to makp 
.u& of ic4»i for> in the year 11 16, fome difcords ariiing betwen

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the two kings ; ami Lewis of France, receiving many damages 
from the Aib}e6ls of king Henry, called to his afliftance the earis 
of Anjou and Flinders, who both' fwore that tliey wottld take 
Kormandy from king Heiiry, and give it to William, the fon of 
duke Robert, to whom of right it more juftly belonged. But 
the king of England, being a wife and fore-feeing man, had 
gatltered a great f^rce, and made ftrong confederacies, and, 
lieing thus prepared, waited for fiis coming. King Lewis» 
vnth a numerous army, accompanied with thofe earls who had 
threatened fuch mighty things, can«e into Normandy^ where he 
fcarce (laid above a night, before, upon better coniiderationi 
fearing the coming of the king of England, he retired into hh 
own territories ». 

But by this means the battle between thefe two powerful kings 
was only delayed for fome time ; and it feemed to have hap- 
pened on purpofe that prince William might arriv<e to fuch an 
age as he might be able to vindicate his own right, and to fuch a 
degree of valour and condu6^, that he might be fit to appear at 
the head of an army«: for, in the year tit^, tlie two kings 
came to a pitched Wattle, after this manner : The kmg of France 
4ifpofed his men into two armies; tlie command of the frfl he 
^ve to prince William; and tl^ fecond, in which his grcateft, 
ArcDgth conMed, was led hy himfclf in peribn. On tlie other 
iidc, king Henry made three divifions ; in the firft, he placed 
the nobility of Normandy ; in the* fecond, he was himfelf witl| 
the troops of England ; in the third were his ions, with the 
main ftrength of the infantry. Tlie fight being begun, prince 
William charged bravely thorough the, Normlm nobility, and 
f6on difmounted and difperfed them. Then, breaking into the 
army commanded by king Henry, he with a mighty force dif- 
, ordered them s but the king railjying liis troops, and getting 
time to breathe, there began a mod bloody battle ; and their 
fpears being broken, they fought hand to hand with their ciitlafTes. 
William Crifpin carl of Ebroicenfis (Evreux), having been 
iome fnaall tin>e before prorcribed by king Henry, made un 
furiottily to him> and ftruck him twice upon the head j but his

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helmet was impenetrable : yet by the force of the blows, it wa> 
fo bruifed and dented, that tl^ blood illued from him in great 
quantity. This fo enraged tlie king, that, with one blow, he 
brought both his enemy and hi-s horfc to the ground j and the 
carl was immediately taken from before the king's feet, and 
made prHbner. Then the foot, with the king's fons, coming up, 
and being fre(h, as not having yet engaged, bore in upon the 
enemy with their lances, and made fo heavy an imprefliion OA 
tl\em, tliat they forced the French to give back, and afterward to 
fly with all the fpeed they could poflibly. So the entire vidbory 
rejnained to king Henry, who ftaid in the field till the cluef 
commanders and nobility (for king Lewis himfelf l\ad efcaped 
by flight) were taken and prefented to the conc^ucror. Baldwin 
carl of Flanders was carried off mortally wounded p. King 
Henry returned to Rouen, wlicre he was received with much de- 
votion, by the clergy, and great triumph by all his other fubje^ts. 

The behaviour of prince William in this battle could not but 
make his merits valuable in tlic court of France; and maoy 
years did not pafs before there was an opportunity given of 
ihewing what efteem they had for him % Charles carl of 
FlanderSy who had fucceedcd Baldwin lias kinfnun, was treacher- 
CViily murdered, in 1126, by fome of his nobles, as he was at tii& 
devotion in a church at Bruges, and died without leaving any 
ifTuc. Nothing could Xeem more, proper, than that prince 
\yiUiain> who had defert without any honour, and a foul £t foir 
gQvernment tliough without a territory, ihould fucceed in this 
vacancy. He had not pnly received much favour, and afliftancc, 
9nd ifriendihip, from the feveral preceding earls of Flanders; 
' but they liad a nearer tye of blood, they being both "Jiefcended 
from one (lock; that is xo fay, t;hey fpr^ng from Baldwin with

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the Beard, carl of Flanders; and prince William came from 
his filler queen Maud, who was his grandmother, and Wife to 
William tlic Conqueror'. For this rcafon, the queen of France 
thought he might not be unacceptable to the people of Flanders j 
and, as a more particular favour to him, married him to her 
fifter, by which flie might tlie more carncftly engage her huf- 
band king J..ewis, not only in his prefent promotion, but like- 
wife in his future afliftancc* Lewis foon Complied with the re- 
queil of his queen, and put him in pofledion of Flanders ; 
where the firft ad of his ju^ice was, to infli£bfevere puniihmentt 
upon the murderers of his predcceflR>r •. King Henry was keep- 
ing his Chriftmas at Windfor (Windleihoram), 11*7, when 
the news was brought him, that his moft beloved friend 
Charles was murdered, and that he was fucceeded by William, 
who, having received fuch an incrcafc of ftrength, threatened not 
only the recovery of Normandy, but likevvife of the crown of 
England. 

The kinclncfs which king Lewis (hewed, and the alliftancc 
which he gave to the carl of Flanders, became not only very much 
fufpefted by king Henry, but made him gather a great force to- 
gether, and the next year, 1128, invade the kingdom of France, 
upon pretence that he prote£ied his enemies. He continued 
eight days at Hefpard (Hefpardum), with as muchfecurxty as he 
might have done in his own country ; and till fuch time as he 
made king Lewis promife tliat he would give no foccoui^ to die 
earl of Flanders. King Henry, not content to deprive the earl of 
a friend, raifcd him likewife up an enemy of Germany, a certain 
duke called Theodorick} who entered Flanders inaho(lite£(ianner, 
and joined feveral of the nobility, who were prepared for a rerolr. 
Bat earl Williani came to meet ihem with a ftw troops, bwwell- 
dificiplined* They fought gdilandy on both fides ; and parti- 
ciftlasly the earl's foldiers fupplied their wa«t of anmbeF by their 
inv^icible valour ; whiUl he himfelf apjieaMd ua the moft Uoody 
pMfr.of diet battle, cutting through the thickeft ranks of ins eaB«- 
nopes* and ftriioB^ fuch terror into tkemt with Im fwofil aind tbtr 
fintseneCs of youth and vigour, chat they wore forced to hcttkt 
ihitnfclYes to ftighe in a moft Kerrid diftraOion.

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Great part of this viftory was owing to the bravery of the com- 
mander ; but he did not long enjoy the fruits of his conqueft, 
or his dukedom ; for, fhortly after, as he was befieging the 
caftle of Angi, whigh belonged to king Henry, and had reduced 
it to fuch extremity that it was to be furrendercd the day follow- 
ing, he received a fmall- wound with a .Uncc upon hk. hand, 
which however proved mortal to him ^ He was buried in tlie 
church of St. Bertin the Copfeilbr, ami was fucc?e<le4 by Ter- 
ri^us de Aufeisi who was a r^lati^u^ to the forneter earls of 
Flanders. 

Thus died this unfortunate prince, leavipg l\is father bjind 
and in prifon, to prolong a miferable life for about fijc years af- 
terwards. He was certainly worrhy of a better fate, according 
to the chara£ler which our H^ftorians give of him : that hn 
\yas a man of great probity, floutnefs, and bravery ; and a perfoa 
whofe memory ought to be contiaued down tq all future ages %:

THOUGH I feldom cat out of my own lodgings, I was 
prevailed on die other day to dine with fonac friends ac 
tlic Rummer in Queen-ftrect. A Phyiician, who was engaged to 
be of the party, (laying fomewhat beyond the time, Sam Trufty 
would needs have me ga with him into the kitchen, and fee how 
matters ^yent there. I would have cxcufed myfelf, fearing left 
tlic heat of the place, and the fleam of the feveral diOies, fhould 
have taken away my flomach; but he allured me, tliat Mr. 
Brawn* had an art (beyond otlier Cooks) of making his cuftomers 
more hungry by the fight of his kitchen. I was indeed very 
much pleafcd and furprized with the extraordinary fplcndor and 
ceconomy 1 obferved -there j but, above all, with die great readi- 
nefs and dexterity of the mai) himfelf. His motions were quick, 
l^Mt not precipitate : he in an inflanc applied himfelf from one 
ilove to another without the leafl appearance of a hurry, and ia 
the midfl of fmoak. and fire preferved an incredible ferenity of 
countenance. By this time the Do£lor was come, and made a 
dioufand apologies for being fo late. He alTured us, by the 
great powers above, that nothing ihouild have kept him but the

We eafily be- 
lieved him, knowing his uncomiAon tenderaefs for thofe tinder 
his care, and at the fame time the multiplicity of his f raftice, 
^thout the leafl afft£iatiou to make a ihew a$ \t <^. This gentle- 
9iany after we had dined, was obliged to give audience to feveral 
Apothecaries that came to him, with different cafes, from all 
parts of the town. Having fome knowledge of Phyfick, I took 
the liberty of looking over his bills as he wrote them, which h« 
did witli wonderful quicknefs and feeming inadvenency, enter*- 
taining us all the while with an incoherent hut agreeable con* 
verfation. Notwithftanding the great number of diftempcrs, the 
infinite variety of their fyroptoms, and the ignorance of thofe who 
reprefehted tlicm, he entered into them all with an incredible pe- 
netration, and, without omitting one drug that was proper, or 
inferting one that was otherwife, difpatched more prefcriptions 
to the purpofe in three quarters of an hour, than 139; Ebony has 
done in twenty years of fak life. 

It being now towards fw of the clock, it was pppofed that we 
fliould go and fee." Love for Love," which was to be played that 
night b Drury Lane. I cannot fay but this excellent Comedy 
was tolerably well performed ; but I (hall be very caurious for the 
future how I bellow any commendations oh this or that particulir 
Player, (ince I find by experience they have not judgement 
enough to fupport the weight of them : one, whom I allowed to 
be an admirable Buffoon, having upon that foot fet up for a Cri- 
rick 5 and another, from being encouraged by me to attempt the 
part of Othello, having ever fince confidered himfelf, and very

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For tbc firft of thcfe, if wc confider him in the hurry of his bufj-^ 
ncfs^ with his hea<iCull of materia meJica, hard names of diflen^- 
pcrs, aiyd unfpeakablc terms of anatomy — in thefe whirafical ciri- 
cumftances, I fay, of what fatal confequencc unight the leatt pvef- 
fight prove ! For mdancc, fhould he chance to prefcribe catechu^ 
calaminaris, and oftiocollaf inftead q^ fenugreek feed and treacle of 
andromacbuSf to one in an erifipetalous fever j inftead of com- 
found brjfOny ^vater and Langius's anti-eptleptich, g. decoQion-oj 
biftort or an erutbropapaverovs cataplafm, in the paroxyfm of an 
apoplexy j the patient is loft, and, what is much worfe, his reputa- 
tion ruined for ever.-— Tlic province of a Cook is no lefs difficult 
and perplexing j heated as he is, and confounded witli the mani- 
fold demands of thofc about him, he muft be fure not to miftakc 
his ingredients, or the cxaft proportion of tbem. Now he 
muft dip in pepper, now in Jliced pippins^ then in pittaches^ 
trouflest mobiles, goofeberriesyfpinagef or barberries t one mpmeric 
he attends ©n olioy the next on oyfters tnftaffadoy eggs a-la-Hiigue- 
notte; and', in the midll of all thefe afffiirs, muft be at le fure to 
give proper and direft anfwers to fifty queftions at once. It is no 
lefs necelfar'y that he fhould liave a great command of the terms 
of his art : he " breaks a Deer, rears a Goofe, untaches a Curlew, 
*' allays a Pheafant, fplays a Breatn. fides a Haddock, tufks a 
" Barbel, tranches a Sturgeon, barbs a Lohftej-," &c. — The PoeH: 
remains to be confulercd : he indeed compofes at leifure, and is 
lefs open to frequent interruptions tlian either of the former. 
But then the taftes and conftitutions he is to confult are no lefs 
difficult, and his work of a more refined and delicate nature. The 
infinite variety of his own thoughts is to him what a crowd of 
people are to the others. He finds lumfclf engaged, perhaps, 
with a dozen or fourteen perfqns, in a great meafure the creatures 
of his own imagination, each of which he is to furnilli with what 
is exaftly proper to their charafter, and no more ; and to conduct 
them, in the fame figure and ftation, to the end of his defign. This 
requires a ready genius and a clofe attention ; otkerwife he will 
fall into grofs errors, and often apply his wit and humour in the 
>^ong plafte. It is for this reafon, that I, for my own part, 
would as foon propofe to eat luxurioufly in a cellar, or apply 
myfelf for a cure to Dr. Ebony in a dangerous illnefs, as hope to 
be entertained to my fatisfaftion by moft of our modern dramatjc 
performances. *
